Dr.  Harold  D.  McAnLnch,  presi- 
dent of  Joliet  Junior  College,  an- 
nounced this  week  that  a founda- 
tion has  been  established  for  the 
college.  The  Joliet  Junior  College 
Foundation,  set  up  under  the  Gen- 
eral Not  for  Profit  Corporation 
Act,  was  established  to  enable  in- 
dividuals, corporations,  and  oth- 
ers to  contribute  to  specific  or 
general  purposes  benefiting  the 
college. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  foun- 
dation, as  noted  in  Its  charter,  Is 
“to  assist  In  developing  and  In- 
creasing the  facilities  and  servic- 
es of  Joliet  Junior  College  for 
broader  educational  opportunities 
for  and  service  to,  Its  students, 
alumni,  citizens  of  the  state  of 
Illinois  and  nation  by  encouraging 
gifts  of  money,  property,  works  of 
art,  historical  papers  and  docu- 
ments, museum  specimens,  and 
other  material  having  educational, 
artistic,  or  historical  value,  and 
by  such  other  proper  means  as 
may  seem  advisable." 

According  to  Dr.  McAnlnch,  thi 
need  for  the  Foundation  has  be- 
come Increasingly  apparent.  “Re- 
cent gifts  to  the  Learning  Re 
source  Center,  the  physical  sci- 
ences department,  and  the  plan- 
etarium have  shown  the  need  for 
such  a foundation,”  he  said.  “Jo- 
liet Junior  College  is  the  oldest 
community  college  In  the  nation. 
Its  thousands  of  alumni  have  every 
right  to  be  proud  of  their  alma 
mater,  and  more  and  more  they 
are  Indicating  their  pride  In  and 
concern  for  the  Institution  by  gifts 
which  encourage  the  ideal  of  demo- 
cratic education.”

Joliet  Junior  College’s  Adult 
Education  Program  is  one  that  Is 
rapidly  gaining  both  attention  and 
growth.  The  General  Studies  and 
College  Credit  courses  It  offers 
are  geared  at  and  attract  a great 
variety  of  students.  Evening  and 
Saturday  classes  are  designed  to 
provide  continuing  education  for 
all  residents  of  district.  College 
Credit  classes  during  these  hours 
enable  working  people  and  mothers 
of  young  children  to  work  toward 
an  Associate  Degree  or  a program 
that  will  transfer  to  Lewis,  St. 
Francis,  or  another  four  year  In- 
stitution as  the  first  two  years  of 
a Baccalaureate  Degree. 

G.E.D.  Preparation  Courses  ana 
High  School  Credit  Classes  are 
designed  for  those  who  want  to 
work  toward  the  High  School  Equi- 
valency Diploma  or  an  official 
high  school  diploma. 

There  are  many  General  Studies 
and  Non  Credit  classes  which 
enable  adults  to  learn  new  skills 
or  to  upgrade  skills  which  they  al- 
ready have.  These  classes  may  be 
valuable  for  improving  job  poten- 
tial, or  they  may  simply  add  to 
the  joys  of  homemaking  or  work- 
ing with  a hobby. 

Four  such  General  Studies  cour- 


ses offered  this  semester  that 
might  be  of  special  Interest  are 
“Know  Your  Car”,  a six  week 
course  for  women  overviewing  the 
function  of  the  automobile,  trouble 
shooting,  preventive  maintenance 
and  repair  of  the  carburetion, 
ignition,  cooling,  front  end,  sus- 
pension, drive  and  power  systems; 
“New  Horizons  For  You”,  a 
course  designed  to  help  each  wo- 
man understand  herself  as  an  In- 
dividual State  and  Federal  Income 
Tax  returns,  declarations  and  pay- 
ments and  “Personal  Defense”,  a 
series  of  8 week  lessons  to  develop 
the  average  person’s  ability  to 
defend  himself.  This  course  also 
teaches  basic  skills  and  Jude  and 
Karate  techniques.

The  planetarium  show  is  free  to 
the  public  and  there  was  no.age 
limit  although  It  was  designed  for 
an  adult  audience. 

Douglas  Graham,  planetarium

It  has  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion by  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers quite  frequently  In  the  past 
few  days  that  In  the  midst  of  our 
present  “Energy  Crisis”  (which  I 
believe  to  be  a figment  of  the  Nix- 
on Administration’s  imagination) 
it  has  become  quite  expensive  to 
drive  out  to  this  campus  every  day. 
And  the  way  gasoline  prices  seem 
to  be  on  the  rise,  it  won’t  get  any 
cheaper  before  it  gets  more  ex- 
pensive. 

Most  students  on  this  campus 
are  very  limited  In  funds.  Even 
those  with  good  jobs  are  on  very 
restricted  budgets.  When  we  start- 
ed the  school  year  back  in  Au- 
gust, gas  was  roughly  40  to  45c, 
a gallon.  Now  we  are  coming  into 
times  of  gasoline  which  will  cost 
consumers  60  cents  agallon. Tight 
student  budgets  cannot  take  this 
kind  of  hike  in  prices.  We  are 
asked  by  the  government  to  form 
car  pools  and  use  as  much  public 
transportation  as  possible. 

Car  pools  would  be  nice.  Stu- 
dents from  the  same  neighborhood 
could  get  together  and  take  turns 
driving.  The  only  problem  would 
be  one  of  class  schedules.  If  some 
one  with  morning  classes  is  rid- 
ing with  someone  with  afternoon 
classes,  it  could  be  pretty  dull 
waiting  around.  And  who  with 
mostly  late  morning  and  afternoon 
classes  wants  to  get  up  for  an 
8:00  class?  Sure,  we  will  all  have 
to  suffer  some  kind  of  inconven- 
ience. Many  students  leave  the 
campus  to  go  directly  to  work, 
and  could  not  be  expected  to  give 
someone  a ride  home,  especially 
if  it  is  out  of  his  way.  And  I 


sure  would  feel  sorry  for  anyone 
who  was  waiting  to  ride  with  me 
on  a Tuesday  or  Wednesday  af- 
ternoon after  I finished  working  on 
this  newspaper.  These  are  exam- 
ples, but  not  far-fetched  cases  at 
all.  The  schedules  of  students  at  a 
commuter  college 'are  far  too  ir- 
regular to  get  a very  large  system 
of  car  pools  to  work  successfully. 
But  even  one  or  two  could  save  a 
few  people  money.  So,  if  any  of 
you  are  interested  in  getting  In 
some  kind  of  car  pool,  bring  your 
name  and  address  Into  the  Blazei 
office.  If  we  can  get  enough  re- 
sponse from  others  in  your  neigh- 
borhood, we’ll  arrange  for  you  to 
get  together  and  make  some  trans- 
portation arrangements. 

The  most  convenient  and  rea- 
sonable means  of  getting  out  here, 
though,  would  be  public  transpor- 
tation, I should  think.  The  city  of 
Joliet  did  have  bus  service  out 
here  a few  years  back.  Now  would 
be  a good  time  to  start  the  ser- 
vice up  again.  With  the  number  of 
students  out  here  from  the  city  of 
Joliet  alone,  the  number  of  cars 
coming  out  here  could  be  cut  down 
tremendously.  The  service  was 
discontinued  due  to  lack  of  inter- 
est and  profit.  But  in  these  days  of 
gas  conservation  and  all-around 
energy-less  times,  the  service 
could  probably  be  successful  this 
time  around.  The  Campus  Life 
Committee  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  is  planning  on 
looking  into  the  feasibility  of  get- 
ting the  bus  service  started  again. 
But  will  students  really  use  it  if 
it  is  available?  That  is  a question 
sure  to  be  asked  by  the  city.  Do 
you  really  want  it?

Mr.  Manuel  Rodas,  JJC’s 
specialist  In  Spanish,  halls  from 
Guatemala  City  In  Central  Ameri- 
ca. He  received  all  his  education 
In  Guatemala,  Including  a Law 
Degree  from  the  University  of  San 
Carlos  In  1954.  He  was  married 
to  Miss  Stella  Miranda  the  same 
year,  and  began  a law  practice 
which  he  maintained  for  eleven 
years.  After  finding  his  servants 
were  unable  to  read  or  write,  he 
opened  his  home  as  a school  for 
the  poor.  When  It  grew  large 
enough,  his  voluntary  school  was 
recognized  by  Guatemala's  De- 
partment of  Education. 

In  the  early  1960's,  a feud  be- 
tween his  country’s  three  political 
parties  and  an  eventual  takeover 
by  the  Communists  persuaded  him 
to  emigrate  to  the  U.S.  In  1965. 
After  his  arrival,  he  took  Intensive 
courses  In  teaching  foreign  lan- 
guages at  Eau  Claire’s  University 
of  Wisconsin,  In  preparation  for 
a position  at  Mlllsville  High.  It 
only  took  him  one  year  to  decide 
to  remain  In  the  U.S.  to  teach. 
Thereafter  he  went  to  Madison’s 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  re- 
ceived his  MA  In  Spanish.  Yes, 
a man  with  Spanish  as  his  native 
tongue  had  to  take  courses  in  that 
same  language  before  he  could 
legally  teach  ltl 


At  any  rate,  doubly  armed  with 
his  experience  and  degree,  Mr. 
Rodas  went  to  Superior  State  Uni- 
versity, where  he  was  for  three 
years  the  only  Spanish  teacher 
with  full  classes  In  all  grades. 
In  spite  of  this  honor,  Wisconsin’s 
seml-arctlc  winters  urged  him 
southward.  That  is  how  he  came 
to  JJC  seven  years  ago.  The  very 
next  year  on  August  ?0  he  cele- 
brated his  birthday  by  being  sworn 
In  as  an  American  citizen. 

Mr.  Rodas  presently  teaches  five 
Spanish  classes  at  JJC,  Including 
three  elementary  courses,  one  in-, 
termedlary  course  and  one  Ad- 
vanced Conversation  and  Composi- 
tion course.  All  of  these  arc 

"day”  classes  except  one.  Be- 
sides textbook  work,  he  present: 
his  students  with  many  interesting 
Insights  Into  Latin  and  Spanlsl 
customs.  For  Instance,  did  you 
know  that  when  a Latin  boy  blows 
out  a girl’s  match  after  she’s 
lighted  a cigarette,  he  Is  request- 
ing a kiss?  Interestingly,  the 

custom  does  not  apply  to  the  re- 
verse situation.  And  those  men 
who  fine  ladles  blowing  out  their 
matches  before  they’ve  been  used 
should  know  they  probably -have 
some  other  message  in  mind  . . . 

Undoubtedly  the  most  appetizing 
part  of  Mr.  Rodas’  courses  are 
the  trips  to  various  Mexican  and 
Latin  restaurants  he  takes  his 


-students  on.  His  students  have 
taken  courses  at  places  like  La 
Posada  In  Frankfort  and  La  Haci- 
enda In  Chicago.  Here,  they  are 
able  to  submit  their  oral  skills 
to  a practical  test,  by  asking  for 
Latin  foods  In  Spanish.  Usually, 
Mr.  Rodas  also  sponsors  a 
Spanish- style  Christmas  party,  but 
this  year’s  fiesta  was  cancelled 
due  to  the  Time  Shortage. 

Still,  each  class  did  get  to  make 
Its  own  colorful  candy-filled 
pinata.  It  Is  a custom  for  each 
player  of  a certain  festive  Latin 
game  to  take  three  swings  at  this 
pinata  with  a stick,  In  hope  of 
breaking  It  and  releasing  Its  sweet 
contents.  However,  if  a player 
misses  and  gets  no  candy  he  still 
receives  a Christmas  present,  so 
no  one  is  left  unhappy. 

With  classes  like  this,  It  Isn’t 
surprising  Spanish  Is  becoming 
so  popular  here.  Each  year,  Mr. 
Rodas’  class  size  Increases  by 
15%.  Knowing  Spanish  Is  a useful 
skill  too,  since  Joliet  alone  has 
8,000  Spanish-speaking  people.  It 
Is  no  wonder  Mr.  Rodas  Is  so 
pleased  with  his  classes. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rodas  have  one 
child  who  Isa  senior  at  Joliet  West. 
He  will  start  at  JJC  next  year  en- 
route  to  becoming  a doctor.  Then 
there  will  be  two  doctors  In  the 
family— one  of  medicine  and  one

In  simple  percentages,  the 
teachers  are  asking  for  a 
10.19%  salary  increase  (including 
increment)  for  the  1973-74  year. 
(This  figure  was  given  to  the 
Blazer  by  Dr.  McAninich.  and  the 
president  of  the  teacher’s  union, 
Edward  Bcltzhoover,  said  he 
thought  this  was  the  correct 
figure.  Gilbert  Nicoll,  who  had  the 
correct  figures,  was  not  available 
for  comment  to  verify  this  figure). 
The  Board,  in  keeping  within  their 
budget,  can  offer  a 4.8%  increase. 

For  the  second  year  (1974-75) 
the  teachers  are  asking  for  an 
8.95%  salary  increase,  on  the 
salary  from  the  previous  year.  The 
average  salary  of  a teacher  here  is 
515.859.  The  increase  asked  for  by

The  Youth  Advisory 
Board  consists  of  two  prominent 
representatives  from  each  high 
school  and  college  in  the  Joliet 
region,  which  meets  once  a month 
to  make  recommendations  regard- 


average  salary  to  SI  6.859  for

1974- 75. 

When  asked  how  he  felt  the 
situation  of  negotiations  stood  at 
the  present  time.  Dr.  McAninch 
said  things  looked  "optimistic”  for 
a prompt  settlement.

As  far  as  student  involvement  is 
concerned.  8 days  of  school  can  be 
missed  without  having  to  make  up 
the  days.  If  more  days  are  missed, 
semesters  can  be  extended. 
However,  after  the  first  12  days  of 
school  (the  last  day  being  January 
25)  no  tuition  can  be  refunded. 
The  planned  day  for  the  teacher's 
strike  is  January  28.  Work 
scholarship  students  will  be  paid  if 
they  show  up  for  work.  Those 
students  whose  jobs  are  dependent 
upon  student  attendance  (such  as 
in  the  Biology  lab  and  the 
information  booth)  will  be  diverted 
to  other  jobs,  if  they  .so  choose. 


The  Louis  Joliet  Bank's 
objectives  arc  to  acquaint  youth 
with  the  banking  industry,  to 
discuss  the  advantages  df  our  free 
enterprise  system,  to  seek 
suggestions  from  the  Youth 
Advisory  Board  on  how  the  Bank 
can  better  serve  the  community, 
and  to  create  a link  with  the  youth 
of  the  community  by  helping  with 
problems  they  might  incur. 

The  1972-73  Youth  Advisory 
Board  suggested  that  the  Louis 
Joliet  Bank  sponsor  'two  annual 
5250  scholarship  awards  to  assist 
area  students  in  furthering  their 
studies  in  business-oriented  fields. 


The  Bank  accepted  the 
recommendation  and  issued  scho- 
larship awards  to  two  outstanding 
area  business  students  this  past 


This  year’s  Board  has  recom- 
mended working  on  a system  to 
reduce  the  problem  of  check 
cashing  in  our  community. 
Officers  of  the  Board  include  Leon 
Lubash.  111.  Chairman;  Tom 
Roach,  Vice-Chairman  and  Ann 
McCallister,  Secretary. 


An  economics  project,  de- 
veloping out  of  a class's  study  of 
poverty  and  the  unequal  distribu- 
tion of  money  in  the  United  States, 
resulted  in  a learning  experience 
this  past  Christmas,  which  one 
student  involved  described  as 
being  "...very  similar  to  a classical 
adventure  out  of  the  pages  of 
Robin  Hood.” 

One  of  the  concepts  studied  in 
Economics  is  that  of  poverty,  and 
according  to  Joliet  Junior  College 
Economics  Instructor  Bill  Brink- 
man.  most  students  are  usually 
ignorant  of  and  astounded  by  the 
facts  and  figures  relating  to 
poverty  in  America  - facts  like, 
"The  wealthiest  nation  in  the 
world  has  rural  slums  that  are 
practically  as  devastating  as  those 
of  the  underprivileged  world,”  and 
figures  like  those  released  in  1971 
by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Commerce.  According  to  this 
release,  40%  of  the  1971  national 
income  was  received  by  the 
highest  ranking  fifth  (the  upper 
20%.  ranked  in  terms  of  income) 
of  families,  with  the  lowest  fifth 
(or  bottom  20%)  receiving  only 
6%.  The  top  5%  received  15%  of 
the  total  income. 

Near  the  end  of  last  semester, 
Mr.  Brinkman  and  his  students, 
one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and 
fifty  of  them,  sought  out  the 
extremes  on  both  ends  of  the 
distribution  scale  and  redistributed 
some  of  the  wealth  from  the  upper 
end  to  the  lower  end.  Going  out 
into  the  Joliet  community  and  the 
surrounding  areas,  in  both  small 
groups  and  by  themselves,  the 
students  were  to  find  some  very 
poor  person  or  people  and  upon 
finding  them,  seek  out  some  of  the 
area's  very  wealthy  who  were 
willing  to  give  a part  of  their 
wealth  to  the  poor  as  a Christmas 
gift.  Before  giving  it  away  to  the 
poor,  the  students  brought  to  class 
whatever  gifts  had  been  given,  for 
display  and  discussion.  According 
to  Mr.  Brinkman,  there  was  so 
much  that  all  of  it  could  not  be 
brought  to  class.  In  fact,  the 
entire  project  was  an  extreme 
success  and  many  benefited  by  it. 
The  poor  people  involved  were 
able  to  enjoy  what  was  probably 
the  nicest  Christmas  in  a long 
time:  the  people  who  gave, 
according  to  the  participating 
students,  were  pleased  to  think 
that  they  were  helping  someone 
less  fortunate  than  themselves  and 
the  class  learned,  through  a live 
experience  outside  of  the  class- 
room. that  poverty  is  real  and  what 


the  term  "unequal  distribution” 
actually  means. 

Three  of  the  students  who 
partook  in  this  project,  were  John 
Philpot,  Robin  Davis  and  11a 
Shinault.  John  chose  to  work  on 
his  project  alone.  Approaching 
various  commercial  stores  and 
their  managers  in  Joliet,  Jqha 
received  a basketball  from  a 
sports  store,  a radio  from  an  ap- 
pliance store,  men’s  clothing 
from  a clothing  store  and 
other  smaller  items.  He  then 
approached  a minister  at  a local 
church  and  asked  him  for  the 
name  of  a poor  family  in  his  parish 
to  whom  he  could  give  these 
articles.  He  was  given  the  name 
of  a family  of  which  the  father  was 
in  the  hospital  and  the  mother  was 
unable  to  work  as  she  was  needed 
at  home  with  the  seven  children. 
John  said  that  the  family  was 
extremely  grateful  for  all  of  the 
gifts  and  that  there  were  people 
who  wanted  to  make  them  happy. 

He  feels  that  by  this  project, 
most  of  the  students  both  achieved 
and  learned  something  at  the  same 
time^besides  having  fun.  "There 
arc  poor  families.  . .poverty  does 
exist."  John  says.  “By  looking  at 
the  economics  scales  (based  on 
national  figures)  it  is  the  middle 
class  who  will  go  poor  and  the  rich 
just  keep  on  going." 

Robin  Davis,  who  began  the 
project,  working  with  a group  but 
ending  up  doing  it  on  his  own. 
decided  to  approach  private 
individuals  rather  than  businesses. 
Rob  explained  that  the  main  thing 
he  was  worried  about  was  the 
reception  - he  expected  a lot  of 
animosity.  He  was,  however, 
amazed  how  well  he  was  received 
by  the  five  families  he  did 
approach.  In  fact,  after  visiting 
two  of  the  five  homes,  he  had  a 
full  carload  of  what  He  called  "first 
class  stuff." 

The  next  step  for  Rob  was  to 
find  a poor  family  and  this  was 
done  as  in  John's  case  through  a

anyway.  Why  should  they  push 
now  when  they’ll  have  time  to 
study  in  their  leisure?  Teachers 
are  teaching,  but  students  aren't

taking  advantage  of  learning  in 
(what  appears  to  be)  a short 
opportunity  to  do  so  before  the 
28th. 

The  students  have  every  right  to 
know  what  is  going  on  as  far  as 
these  negotiations  are  concerned. 
Both  faculty  and  administration 
should  be  airing  their  opinions, 
and  what  they  consider  to  be 
"facts,"  to  all  the  student  body. 
But  telling  of  strike  woes,  and 
seeing  no  solution  before  "S-Day” 
is  lousy  for  student  morale.  Things 
will  be  bad  enough  if  there  is  a 
strike,  even  if  it  only  keeps  us  out 
of  classes  one  day.  It's  almost  as 
though  we  were  entering  upon  a 
holiday  season,  but  joyous  the 
occasion  will  not  be  if  there  is  a 

Perhaps  the  teachers  meant  no 
harm  in  mentioning  this  fact  (if  it 
does  come  about).  Certainly  not  all 
teachers  make  a point  of  telling 
their  students  they  may  not  have  a 
class  to  come  to  soon.  A little  more 
discretion  on  the  part  of  some 
would  have  been  in  the  best 
interests  of  all. 

Naturally  all  students  aren't 
slacking  off  in  hopes  of  being  able 
to  catch  up  later.  But  it's  the  ones 
that  are  who  need  to  be  prodded 
as  much  as  they  can  to  keep  up 
with  their  school  work.  Maybe  you 
shouldn't  have  to  prod  18,  19,  20, 
etc.  year-olds.  But  educating  the 
masses  is  going  to  take  an  awful 
lot  of  prodding.

“Magnum  Force”

"Magnum  Force”  is,  of  course, 
the  sequel  to  Clint  Eastwood's 
earlier  success,  "Dirty  Harry.” 
Sequels,  as  they  say,  never  match 
up  to  the  quality  of  the  originals, 
and  Magnum  Force  is  no 
exception. 

Suffering  mainly  from  dialogue 
that  ranges  from  weak  to 
ridiculous  and  a sloppy  job  of 
editing,  (note  the  airplane  scene) 
“Magnum  Force”  manages  to 
survive  on  one  of  the  best  plots  I 
have  seen  since  I last  watched  a 
James  Bond  movie. 

A team  of  overenthusiastic 
rookie  cops  are  set  up  as  the  bad 
guys.  They  go  around  gunning 
down  everyone  who  they  think  is  a 
non-contributing  member  of  their 
ideal  society.  Starting  with 
criminals/ and  ending  up  shooting 
fellow  policemen,  they  turn  this 
latest  chapter  in  Eastwood’s 
continuing  epic  of  haphazard 
violence  into  a rather  stimulating 
mystery  in  which  the  question  of 
how  much  violence  can  be  justified 
is  put  to  the  audience. 

This  is  a strange  area  of 
speculation  coming  from  an 
Eastwood  film.  It’s  great  stuff, 
though,  and  Eastwood  comes  out 
of  it  with,  believe  it  or  not,  a little 
depth  to  his  character.

minister  said  he  did  not  know  of 
any  poor  people,”  tells  Rob,  "but 
then  he  thought  of  a custodian  in 
the  church  who  had  eleven 
children  and  a pregnant  wife.  The 
minister  was  skeptical,  though,  as 
to  whether  or  not  he  would  accept 
any  charity,  since  he  is  a very 
proud  man."  As  it  turned  out,  the 
family  did  accept  the  gifts;  the 
wife  was  so  touched  that  she  broke 
down  and  cried. 

Rob  feels  that  he  learned  a great 
deal  from  this  experience.  He 
believes  that  there  exists  a real 
need  for  distribution  agencies, 
working  much  the  way  that  he  did, 
especially  through  the  churches. 
Stated  he,  "It  is  not  that  there  are 
not  things  for  the  poor  to  have; 
there  are  simply  no  agencies  to 
.distribute  wealth  to  the  poor." 

Another  student,  11a  Schinault, 
carried  out  her  part  of  the  project 
in  very  much  the  same  manner  as 
John  and  Bob.  Ha's  experience, 
however,  can  best  be  described  in 
her  own  words. 


"The  family  was  very  surprised 
and  their  grandmother  was 
grateful.  She  told  me  she  had  not 
planned  on  buying  the  grandchild- 
ren gifts  because  her  rent  was 
due;  she  also  had  food  to  buy.  So 
she  was  very  thankful.  She  could 
not  believe  that  I was  doing  this  as 
a school  project. 

The  richer  family  contributed 
twenty  dollars  and  a new  outfit  for 
each  child  (3).  I spent  about  an 
hour  there  on  Christmas  Eve  and 
the  children  were  enjoying 
themselves.  The  children  did  not 
know  where  the  gifts  came  from. 
As  far  as  they  knew,  they  were 
from  Santa  Claus.  I am  sure  that 
they  enjoyed  them  better,  knowing 
a stranger  brought  them. 

I think  that  my  project  was  a 
success  because  the  family  liked 
the  surprise  and  I was  able  to  get 
another  family  to  help  me  help  this 

As  has  been  stated  by  these 
students,  the  project  was  an 
experience  both  enjoyable  and 


educational.  Poverty  is  not 
something  that  can  be  taught  to 
students  in  a classroom  with  a 
book.  Instructor  Bill  Brinkman, 
feeling  this  way,  moved  the 
material  outside  of  the  classroom 
into  everyday  life.

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“Metamorphosis  in  Clay”  . . . Evolution  of  a Potter

After  great  civilizations  fall  and 
archeologists  inspect  their  ruins,  it 
is  often  not  their  grand 
architectures  that  are  found  best 
preserved,  but  their  humblest 
pottery.  It  is  quite  likely  that  if 
our  one  civilization  ever  suffers  a 
similar  fate,  artifacts  left  behind 
by  people  like  James  Dugdalc  will 
be  most  valuable  in  evaluating  our 
society.  Jim  Dugdale  belongs  to 
that  humble  yet  durable  lot  known 
for  ages  as  potters,  and  presently 
is  practicing  and  teaching  the  art 
at  JJC. 

Mr.  Dugdale's  knowledge  and 
talents  in  the  field  have  been 
called  on  and  displayed  by  various 
pottery  shows  in  several  states. 
He  has  judged  pottery  competi- 
tions in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  and 
some  of  his  creations  were  shown 
in  the  Oakbrook  Invitational  Art 
Fair  last  year.  Dugdale  pottery 
has  also  been  displayed  at  Joliet’s 
Gallery  of  Fine  Arts,  and  some  is 
currently  being  shown  at  Art 
Independent’s  exhibit  in  Lake 
Geneva,  Wisconsin.  It  is  an  open 
question  whether  or  not  any  form 
of  artistic  tendency  or  ability  is 
inborn,  needing  only  to  be 
developed  and  channelled  into  a 
specific  outlet.  It  is  evident  from 
the  above,  however,  that  Jim’s 
talents  are  now  successfully  at 
work. 

Jim  Dugdale  was  first  intro-

duced  to  art  in  junior  high  in  his 
home  town  of  Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin.  What  began  as  simple 
curiosity  about  all  fields  of  artistic 
endeavor  in  his  years  at 
Sheboygan  Central  High,  ex- 
panded during  an  interlude  at 
Iowa  Central  College.  It  became  a 
brief  interlude  when  he  found  that 
schooj's  art  curriculum  too 
superficial  to  satisfy  his  deepening 
interest.  After  two  years  of  more 
comprehensive  study  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  his 
artistic  desires  solidified  in  the 
field  of  pottery.  Pushed  onward 
by  a genuine  passion  for  working 
with  clay,  Jim  rapidly  spun 
through  all  the  undergraduate 
pottery  courses  the  school  turned 
out.  Then,  while  still  an 
undergraduate  he  dug  into  and 
finished  graduate  work  in  both 
pottery  and  ceramics.  According 
to  Mr.  Dugdale,  the  separation 
between  these  fields  is  very 
narrow.  Pottery  is  generally 
considered  to  be  more  “func- 
tional” than  ceramics,  he  said. 

While  working  in  these  two 
related  fields,  he  also  delved  into 
other  arts,  taking  courses  in 
advertising  design  and  theater, 
and  involving  himself  in  traveling 
children's  shows.  Having  received 
his  Bachelor’s  Degree  in  Fine 
Arts,  he  returned  to  earn 
certification  in  his  minor,  educa- 

After  college,  Dugdale  put  his

degrees  to  work  by  taking  charge 
of  the  elementary  art  program  at 
Brookfield  High  in  Wisconsin. 
There,  he  served  as  sort  of  a 
“floating”  instructor,  traveling 
from  class  to  class  among  three 
different  schools,  covering  about 
700  art  students  per  week. 
Apparently,  he  "sold"  and  taught 
art  well  there,  since  he  later 
became  chairman  of  the  school’s 
art  department.  In  fact,  some  of 
his  students  “have  gone  on  to 
achieve  merit  in  art  shows  and  art 
instruction.” 

After  two  years  of  molding  such 
artistic  minds,  he  returned  to  the 
university  for  still  more  graduate 
work.  While  picking  up  new 
courses,  he  became  a teaching 
assistant  and  supervised  student 


art  teachers  at  area  high  schools. 
Majoring  in  ceramics,  DugUale 
refused  to  identify  with  any  style, 
being  concerned  more  with  the 
exploration  of  all  the  field's 
possibilities.  Jim  notes,  "I  tended 
toward  the  nonfunctional  method, 
attempting  to  use  clay  as  an 
expressive  means."  Most 
frequently,  his  pieces  were  created 
in  groups,  each  of  which  showed 
by  stages  the  "evolution  or 
metamorphosis"  of  an  initial  form 
to  a final  one.  Each  piece  was  a 
part  of  the  whole  continum  of  the 
work.  Asked  what  an  example  of 
such  a progression  might  be, 
Dugdale  said,  “One  might,  for 
instance,  build  a sequence  that 
shows  the  effects  on  a form  of 
inflation  or  expansion.”  During 
college,  he  was  also  heavily 
concerned  with  professional  craft 
organizations,  having  attained  the 
presidency  of  the  Wisconsin 
Designer  Craftsmen  for  a time. 
Such  groups  met  to  discuss 
theories  and  problems,  showings, 
travel  and  workshops  to  promote 
the  growth  of  the  field. 

In  1970,  Jiil\  completed  his 
graduate  work  and,  after  receiving 
offers  from  several  schools,  came 
to  JJC.  There  was  absolutely  no 
pottery  program  here  then,  and  he 
saw  the  fact  a “rare  opportunity  to 
actually  develop”  a pottery 
program  from  scratch.  Consider- 
ing the  results,  one  might  say  that 
Dugdale  has  done  as  well  in 


shaping  the  evolution  of  JJC’s 
pottery  courses  as  he  did  in 
piecing  together  his  “Metamor- 
phosis in  clay”  at  college.  Indeed, 
looking  at  our  present  art 
department  it  is  difficult  to 
imagine  that  at  one  time  it,  the 
nursing  and  home  ec  departments 
were  all  housed  in  a room  one-fifth 
the  size  of  the  buildding  "art” 
alone  now  occupies.  Early  on, 
Dugdale  experimented  with  and 
now  includes  visual  slides  and 
videotapes  in  his  classes.  On 
these,  he  has  recorded  his 
methods  of  working  in  clay,  from 
mixing  it  to  shaping  it  and  glazing 
it.  In  a field  like  this,  such 
practical  demonstration  is  invalu- 
able. 

Throughout  his  residence  here, 
Jim  has  continued  his  professional 
activity.  As  a board  member  of 
the  American  Crafts  Council,  he 
now  serves  as  trustee  and  liaison 
for  that  organization’s  eleven-state 
midwest  district.  As  for  the 
future,  he  has  more  ideas  for  the 
further  development  of  JJC’s 
pottery  program.  In  the  planning 
stage  is  a modeling  program,  and 
hopefully  a permanent  gallery  of 
pottery  by  present  and  former 
students.  Perhaps  Jim  Dugdale 
has  that  collection  in  mind  when 
he  barters  for  the  choice  pottery  of 
his  departing  students.  If  so,  a 
collection  for  the  JJC  art  gallery 
may  well  be  on  its  way.

“Phase  IB  ready  for  use  in  fall  ’74”:  Glenn

Phase  I?  Phase  2?  North 
Campus?  That  big  five  story 
building  over  there?  The  Big 
White  Wonder?  What  is  it  called? 
According  to  Mr.  Robert  Glenn. 
Associate  Dean  of  Business,  it  is 
called  Phase  l-B  and  will  be  open 
for  use  in  the  fall  of  1974. 

Plans  now  call  for  the  use  of  all 
five  levels  and  the  bridge  for 
classroom  and  student  services. 
Located  at  the  south  end  of  the 
bridge  will  be  the  offices  of 
Student  Affairs  and  Student 
Government  Association.  Veter- 
an’s Affairs  and  the  Job  Placement 


office  will  be  at  the  north  end.  A 
student  lounge  will  be  located  in 
the  middle. 

The  first  level  of  the  five  level 
structure  will  house  the  cafeteria 
and  culinary  arts  laboratories.  The 
second  level,  which  is  on  the  same 
level  as  the  first  floor  of  the 
present  new  structure,  will  house 
the  business  Office,  Admissions 
Office,  the  Registrar's  Office  and 
counseling.  Also  located  on  the 
second  level  will  be  the  school 
nurse's  office  and  Financial  Aids. 
Seven  general  classrooms,  journal- 
ism classrooms.  Data  Processing 
classrooms  and  laboratories  will  be 
located  on  part  of  the  third  level. 


while  the  Clerical  Pool,  general 
administration  offices  and  the 
Publications  office  will  utilize  the 
rest.  The  fourth  level  will  be  solely 
Learning  Resource  Center  areas, 
including  the  library,  the  media 
center,  and  the  LRC  offices.  The 
fifth  level  will  house  the 
Departments  of  Social  Science  and 
Business  Education. 

With  the  move  into  Phase  l-B, 
changes  in  the  present  campus  will 
be  made.  The  Administrative 
offices.  Business  office  and 
admissions  will  move  out  of 
Harper  Building  on  the  temporary 
campus.  The  cafeteria,  culinary 
arts  and  student  affairs  will  move 


to  their  new  areas  in  l-B. 
Kaskaskia  Building  will  no  longer 
house  the  Bookstore  and  the 
Publications  office.  Social  Science 
Department  will  move  out  of  its 
present  "G”  building  facilities, 
and  Business  Education  will  no 
longer  be  in  the  "C"  building. 
Building  "G”  will  become  solely 
Physical  Education,  and  "C" 
building  will  be  English  and 
Industrial  Arts. 

--  Five  of  the  temporary  buildings 
will  remain  in  use.  The  Music 
Department  will  be  moved  out  of 
Wabash  Building  and  into 
Highland  on  the  north  side  of  the 
temporary  campus.  Art  Depart- 


ment will  stay  in  Sauk  Valley  and 
will  be  sharing  Kaskaskia  Buil  ling 
with  the  music  department. 
‘‘These  three  buildings  (Sauk 
Valley,  Highland  and  Kaskaskia) 
will  be  our  fine  arts  center," 
stated  Mr.  Glenn.  Two  other 
buildings.  Rend  Lake  and  Black- 
hawk,  will  be  used  as  maintenance 
and  receiving. 

In  the  future,  the  multi-million 
dollar  campus  will  include  an 
extension  west  of  the  five  story 
building  and  also  buildings 
extending  north  of  the  present 
"A"  building,  construction  of 
these  buildings  will  not  begin  for 
quite  some  time,  though.

Year’s 
Enrollment 
Up  2% 

“We  hope  to  meet  our 
enrollment  from  last  semester  but 
it  is  doubtful  that  we  will,”  Mr. 
Zaida;  Dean  of  students  was 
quoted. 

Enrollment  for  day  classes 
ended  January  18.  but  night 
classes  deadline  is  February  14. 
Day  enrollemnt  went  up  8%  from 
last  year's  enrollment  during  the 
same  period.  Day  head  count  is  at 
2550  while  last  year's  attendence 
was  2359.  Total  enrollment  has 
risen  from  4622  from  last  year  to 
4706  this  year  to  date,  a 2% 
increase.  However,  enrollment  has 
dropped  from  last  semester  from 
2750  to  2550,  a 7%  decrease. 

"Enrollment  is  normally  lower 
for  the  second  semester,  but  we 
are  doing  as  well  as  expected," 
staled  Dcun  Zaida.  "However, 
night  classes  have  increased  so  far 
this  semester."

The  Joliet  Junior  College  Board 
of  Trustees'  regularly  scheduled 
monthly  meeting  was  held  last 
Monday  evening,  January  21st  at 
8:00  in  the  cafeteria  in  the 
Waubonsee  building.

President  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Teachers  at  the 
college,  addressing  the  Board, 
which  included  newly  seated  ad 
hoc  member,  Tom  Roach, 
reaffirmed  an  intention  to  strike  on 
Monday.  January  28  if  progress 
had  not  been  made  in  the 
negotiating  session  scheduled  for 
the  following  day  in  Chicago  at 
10:00  A.M.  Mr.  Beltzhoover  also 
announced  the  hiring  by  the  Union 
of  a Certified  Public  Accountant, 
David  Wilcoxan. 

Paul  Goldman,  from  the 
Learning  Resource  Center,  gave  a 
report  and  presented  a video  taped 
production  by  students  in  the 
Audio  Visual  Department  at  the 


Mary  Elizabeth  Greenwood  was 
appointed  director  of  the  Adult 
Education  Program. 

The  continuance  of  a Forsenics 
Gub  was  discussed  to  some 
length.

compels  us  to  stand  in  line  ...

I'm  writing  this  less  than  six 
hours  after  seeing  the  film,  just  in 
case:  I'm  not  certain  whether 

“The  Exorcist”  will  have  any 
latent  after  effects.  I may  not  have 
the  facilities  to  do  this  tomorrow 
morning.  I think  I will,  but  maybe 

My  first  impressions  were  that  it 
wasn’t  exactly  vintage  William 
Friedkin.  I always  thought 
Friedkin  was  somewhat  overrated 
as  a director;  I was  totally 
surprised  when  all  the  awards 
went  to  “The  French  Connection." 
We  will  not  discuss  this  here. 
Friedkin  has  much  merit  as  a 
director,  much  more  than  many  of 
his  peers. 

All  those  stories  you’ve  been 
hearing  about  the  lasting  negative 
effects,  and  about  not  being  able 
to  see  “The  Exorcist”  more  than 
once  unless  you're  out  of  your 
skull  are  largely  Madison  Avenue 
type.  I have  a feeling  that  the 
motion  picture  industry  (this 
includes  the  critics),  having  cashed 
in  on  the  success  of  “The 
Godfather,"  is  never  averse  to 
giving  the  movies  a much  needed 
annual  shot  in  the  arm.  Hence,  the 
advance  favorable  publicity  on 
“The  Exorcist." 

The  movie  was  astoundingly 
good  entertainment,  but  that  was 
all  it  was.  Perhaps  this  is  why  I 
was  somewhat  disappointed  in  it.  I 
went  into  UA  Cinema  1 expecting, 
if  not  to  be  psychologically 
traumatized,  at  least  to  me  made 
physically  sick  on  one  or  more 
occasions.  This  was  not  the  case. 
Maybe  1 am  a pervert.  I doubt  it. 
But  maybe... 

Much  of  the  shock  value  of  "The 
Exorcist”  is  due  to  ingenious  jump 
cutting  and  to  an  extremely  loud 
and  loaded  soundtrack.  The 
loudness  crowds  in  on  one's  mind 
to  such  a degree  that  much 


rational  thought  is  virtually 
impossible.  Hence,  a reaction 
more  of  confusion  than  of  horror 
arises.  And  of  course,  there  are 
the  special  effects,  to  the  tune  of 
S10  million.  Despite  the  budget, 
these  remain  the  proverbial 
"cheap  tricks”  of  the  genre,  like 
having  someone  jump  out  at  the 
heroine  in  the  dark  when  the 
action  slims  a la  Alan  Arkin  in 
"Wait  Until  Dark.”  I should  have 
thought  Friedkin  was  above  this. 
That  just  goes  to  show  you,  no 
matter  how  artistic  he  professes  to 
be,  that  no  one  is.  He  did  admit, 
however,  that  on  all  his  films  he 
goes  after  the  audience  reaction. 
So.  in  that  respect  he's  at  least 
more  considerate  of  us  than  some 
esoteric  others.  A film  is  largely  an 
audience  attraction,  right?  So 
appeal  to  the  audience. 

One  critic,  having  seen  “The 
Exorcist,"  decided  that  she  would 
never  again  judge  a film  on  the 
pretense  of  what  she  had 
experienced,  that  a film  should  be 
taken  for  what  it  is,  regardless  of 
what  has  gone  before.  It  can  be 
said,  then,  that  "The  Exorcist” 
has  transcended,  not  only  the 
limits  of  conventional  filmmaking, 
but  also  of  film  criticism  (this 
again  would  boost  my  theory  of 
critics  in  cahoots  with  the  film 
companies).  Perhaps,  however, 
this  might  be  a measure  of  the 
level  to  which  our  films  have  sunk. 
The  gesture  on  the  part  of  the 
critic  seems,  now,  to  be  something 
of  a cop-out.  She  just  decided, 
having  seen  “The  Exorcist,”  to 
chuch  her  entire  school  of 
filmmaking.  She  was  saying,  in 
effect,  forget  it,  that  anyone  else 
has  as  much  right  to  submit 
opinions  of  the  film  as  she  has, 
that  her  job  is  virtually  worthless.  I 
think  the  opinion  is  worthless.  I do 
agree  with  her  on  one  point, 
however;  "The  Exorcist"  is  indeed 
a hard  film  to  review. 

Granted,  I was  smashed  when  I 
saw  it.  but  my  opinion  still  holds. 


now  that  I am  at  least  reasonably 
sober.  In  both  films,  we  are  faced 
witn  the  existence  of  a Devil,  but 
in  “Miss  Jones,  the  Devil  is  never 
manifest  until  after  her  death.  The 
story  line  goes  like  this:  Miss 
Jones,  a virgin  (really  an  old  maid, 
but  we  don't  use  terms  like  "old 
maid”  anymore),  commits  suicide. 
On  the  way-station  to  her 
judgment,  she  learns  that  The 
Maker  is  bogged  down,  and  so, 
won't  be  able  to  hear  her  case  for 
a couple  of  years.  Suicide  being 
the  only  true  mortal  sin  nowadays, 
she  is  certain  to  go  to  hell.  The 
angel  in  charge  of  her,  however, 
St.  Peter,  or  St.  Anthony  or 
somebody  like  that  (the  sound  was 
so  bad  I couldn't  make  out  his 
name)  makes  Miss  Jones  a deal: 
she  can  do  anything  she  wants 
until  her  number  comes  up.  Since 
she  is  already  damned,  she 
needn’t  worry  about  building  up  a 
backlog  of  sin.  So  she  decides  to 
make  up  for  lost  time.  She  learns 
the  trade  and  performs  every  sex 
act  imaginable.  Then 

her  time  comes  finally,  and  she 
faces  an  untimely  (not  only  for  her, 
but  for  us)  eternity. 


I’ve  seen  maybe  ten  sex  films  in 
the  course  of  my  puberty.  I can  say 
that  "The  Devil  in  Miss  Jones"  is 
the  first  of  them  to  leave  me 
wanting  more.  A byword  of  most 
of  the  films  of  this  genre  is  overkill 
and  that's  usually  the  way  you  feel 
when  you  walk  out  of  the  theatre. 
Most  sex  films  serve  to  bolster  the 
"sex  is  evil”  theme,  in  that,  by 
the  time  you  finish  seeing  them 
you  really  feel,  if  not  evil,  then 
revolted.  Or,  as  the  man  says,  "If 
you’ve  seen  one,  you've  seen  them 
all.”  although  I don't  think  he  was 
referring  exactly  to  sex  films  per 
sc.  Not  so  with  "Miss  Jones.”  I 
found  myself  in  a constant  state  of 
erotic  stimulation  throughout  the 
film,  and  was  truly  sorry  to  see  it 


end. 

"The  Devil  in  Miss  Jones,”  like 
"The  Exorcist,”  manages  to 
transcend  the  limits  of  its  genre, 
although  1 think  "Miss  Jones"  is 
far  more  fearful  than  any  of  the 
ghastly  sensationalisms  William 
Friedkin  can  concoct.  Miss  Jones 
is  locked  in  a room  with  a man 
whose  only  preoccupation  is 
listening  intently  for  the  vestige  of 
a fly  which  may  or  may  not  have 
ever  existed.  Miss  Jones,  having 
had  a taste  of  true  sexual 
fulfillment,  craves  for  more.  She 
cannot  succeed  in  bringing  herself 
to  satisfaction,  and  she  will  spend 
eternity  pleading  to  have  sex  with 
the  man  who  is  constantly 
searching  for  traces  of  this  fly. 
(We  can  only  imagine  what  he  has 
done  to  deserve  this.)  This  vision 
scared  me  far  more  greatly  than 
anything  in  "The  Exorcist.” 

I can  draw  a lot  of  parallels 
between  "Miss  Jones”  and  "The 
Exorcist,"  like  how,  while  Regan 
spews  things  out  of  her  mouth, 
Miss  Jones  take  things  in,  but  in 
the  name  of  taste.  I’ll  delete  them 

The  performances  ranged  from 
mildly  frenetic  (Max  Von  Sydow  as 
Merrin,  the  Exorcist.  Jason  Miller 
as  Karras,  the  Jesuit  minister  and 
Ellen  Burstyn,  the  hysterical 
mother)  to  demonically  possessed 
((Linda  Blair,  of  course,  as  Regan; 
I think  she  deserved  some  kind  of 
award  for  having  survived  it)  and 
the  make-up  too,  has  a heavy  hand 
in  contributing  to  the  horrific 
atmosphere.  A fantastically  enter- 
taining film.  But  nothing  more. 

Another  film  I think  should  be 
mentioned  is  one  about  vaguely 
the  same  subject,  and  one  which.  1 
think,  succeeds  more  greatly  in  its 
purpose.  It  has  none  of  "The 
Exorcist's"  virtues,  but  for  some 
reason,  il  affected  me  even  more 
greatly.  "The  Devil  in  Miss 
Jones"  lacks  the  sophisticated 
sound  recording,  advance  publici- 
ty. cinematography,  make-up.  S14 


million  budget  and  name  director 
of  "The  Exorcist,”  but  oddly 
enough,  I came  away  from  “Miss 
Jones”  with  what  I think  Friedkin 
would  have  liked  me  to  come  away 
with  in  "The  Exorcist." 

I left  "The  Exorcist”  feeling 
somehow  dissatisfied.  True,  f was 
drained  (all  that  steeling  of  nerves 
in  preparation  had  to  do  something 
to  my  strength),  but  I felt  as  if  I 
had  missed  something.  This  was 
only  because  I had  seen  everything 
that  could  possible  be  offered. 
“The  Exorcist"  was  no  holds 
barred.  1 had  been  assultcd  by  the 
sum  total  of  every  visual;  trick, 
every  experience  attained  in 
seventy-odd  years  of  filmmaking. 
There  was  nothing  left  to  say.  1 left 
“Miss  Jones”  however,  feeling  as 
if  something  had  been  tastefully 
withheld.  I wanted  more.  I wanted 
no  more  out  of  "The  Exorcist." 

Someone  will  come  out  next 
year,  or  the  year  after  that,  with 
something  sicker,  more  violent, 
more  brash.  Right  now  it  doesn’t 
seem  like  it,  but  there  will.  All  that 
remains  is  for  the  glow  of  the 
experience  to  wear  off.  Or  the 
shock.  Or  the  sheer  exhausted 
delerium. 

It's  a good  picture.  Go  and  see  it 
(you  will  anyway,  right?)  don’t 
hype  yourself  up  too  much  or 
you'll  be  in  for  a big  letdown  when 
you  get  out  of  the  theater. 

In  the  Exorcist,"  a couple  of 
doctors  make  a bad  diagnosis: 
They  attribute  Regan's  possession 
to  a disease  of  the  Temporal  lobe 
of  her  brain.  We  all  know,  of 
course,  that  the  devil  is  inside  of 
her  (hoW  else  can  the  horror 
begin?)  They  are  too  set  in  their 
scientific  dogmas  to  realize  this, 
however.  Maybe  all  these  doctors 
treating  patients  coming  in  as  a 
result  of  seeing  "The  Exorcist" 
should  follow  suit  and  change  their 
diagnoses  as  well:  Maybe  all  these 
people  aren't  suffering  so  much 
from  traumatic  revulsion  as  from 
chronic  disappointment.

Treatment  for  V.D.  is  adminis- 
tered front  4-6  p.m.  on  Mondays 
and  Thursdays  by  appointment. 
Parents  will  not  be  notified  unless 
the  child  receiving  treatment  is 
under  12  vears  niH 

The  symptoms  of  V.D.  include 
burning  sensations  and  irritation 
of  the  sex  organs,  although  9 out 
of  10  females  are  without  any 
symptoms  of  the  disease  in  its 
early  stages. 

Since  the  signs  of  V.D.  are  not 
always  apparent  in  all  cases, 
single  persons  who  are  sexually 
active  should  make  visits  to  a 
doctor  every  six  months  for  a blood 
test. 

Untreated,  gonorrhea  can  scar 
the  reproductive  organs  and  cause 
sterility.  In  the  latter  stages  of 
syphilis,  the  infection  has  been 
known  to  travel  to  the  brain  and 
cause  mental  illness.

“Papillon  ”

Papillon,  starring  Steve  Mc- 
Queen and  Dustin  Hoffman  is  an 
excellent  film.  The  dialogue  is 
superb.  The  acting  (especially 
Hoffman’s)  and  directing  are 
impressive.  The  photography  is 
memorable  and  the  concept, 
stimulating.  Unfortunately,  how- 
ever. the  plot  stinks. 

"Stinks"  is  the  vernacular  for 
"the  sequence  of  events  leading  to 
the  conclusion  did  not  satisfactor- 
ily sustain  my  interest"  in  movie 
review  terms.  Structured  on 
ridiculous  coincidences,  the  story 
line  has  Papillon  escape  to  a beach 
where  six  armed  guards  just 
happened  to  be  walking  by.  He 
gets  out  of  five-years  solitary 
confinement  to  find  that  his  best 
friend  happens  to  be  dying  outside 
of  his  cell  door  at  that  very  instant. 

Then  there  are  two  totally 
pointless  sequences.  One  about 
lepers,  and  the  other  about  (guess 
what?)  a native  girl  with  a nice 
figure  and  no  shirt.  Sadly  enough, 
all  of  these  scenes  are  artistically 
composed  with  the  utmost 
Hollywood  craftsmanship,  yet  their 
purpose  never  exceeds  their 
individual  effectiveness.  Conse- 
quently, they  serve  merely  to 
break  up  and  generally  weaken  the 
plot. 

Let's  face  it,  Papillon  is  basically 
a plot  movie.  Once  the  plot  has 
been  sacrificed,  all  that  you  have 
left  is  a pointless  collection  of 
pretty  pictures.  This  is  a dear 
example  of  Hollywood's  failure  to 
coordinate  its  movie-making  tal- 
ents, a technically  perfect 
production  wasted  on  a third  rate 
Flash  Gordon  plot.  With  a total 
disrespect  for  Hoffman's  intrig- 
ing  portrayal  of  Louis  Deiga,  the 
producers  continually  sidetrack  the 
audience  with  pointless  scenes 
where  they  emphasize  violence 
and  ugliness  for  the  gross-out 
effect. 

"Gross-out  Effect"  is  another 
new  term  which  I am  introducing 
to  the  reviewer's  vocabulary.  It  is 
the  concept  of  sacrificing  the 
aesthetic  qualities  of  the  film  and 
reducing  it  to  the  entertainment 
level  of  a rollercoaster  where  the 
movie-goer  is  expected  to  be 
satisfied  with  simply  being 
shocked.

Benefits  All  Students

One  of  the  JJC  Departments 
which  fills  in  2/3  of  the  old 
"readin',  writin',  and  ’rithmetic” 
theme  is  English.  Courses  run 
from  “How  to”  classes  to 
Theoretical  .Understanding  and 
Appreciation.  . Staffed  with  18 
instructors,  and  one  on  sabbatical 
to  Northern  Illinois  University,  the 
English  department  provides  a 
variety  of  classes  covering  a 
variety  of  literature  areas. 

Rhetoric  101-102,  American 
Literature  103-104,  English  Litera- 
ture 105-106,  Contemporary  Lit- 
erature 107-108  and  Philosophy 
101-102  are  a few  examples. 
Speech,  Communications,  Journal- 
ism and  Creative  Writing  may  be 
added  to  the  list.  A new  class  now 
available  is  Children's  Literature, 
taught  by  Mrs.  Taylor,  which  is 
practical  for  the  elementary 
education  major. 

In  June  of  last  summer,  an 
English  department  workshop  was 
held  which  reviewed  and  revised 
some  of  the  former  methods  of 
teaching.  A major  revision  was 
constructing  Rhetoric  101,  so  that 
it  was  more  of  a utilitarian  class  in 
which  research  papers  and  library 
skills  were  emphasized.  Rhetoric 
102  follows  with  an  insight  to 
literature  and  is  basic  construc- 
tion. Supplementary  nonprint 
material  such  as  films,  records  and 
television  have  been  added  also. 
Most  recently,  75  prints  arrived 
which  correlate  the  divisions  of  art 
and  literature  to  one  another. 

The  Reading- Writing  Lab 
located  in  B2003  is  an  asset  which 


JJC  students  are  privileged  to 
have  available.  It  is  here  basic 
skills  can  be  improved  which  in 
turn  boosts  study  in  other  classes. 
Adult  refresher  courses  are 
available  as  well  as  Speedreading, 
which  results  prove  comparable  to 
any  in  the  nation.  Visually 
handicapped  as  well  as  students 
studying  English  as  a 2nd 
language  may  also  find  the  lab  a 
great  help.  At  the  present  17 
students  from  countries  such  as 
Iran.  Belgium,  Guatemala,  and 
Thailand  have  improved  their 
speaking  skills  through  use  of  the 
lab. 

Another  aid  in  the  progress  of 
the  English  department  is  a 2-year 
follow  up  study.  Remember  those 
questionnaires  in  English  classes 
last  semester  asking  your  opinion 
to  various  questions  based  on  a 1-7 
scale?  Results  of  those  will  be 
published  as  soon  as  available.  A 
previous  survey  done  3 years  ago 
compared  to  the  present  one  will 
show  how  effective  or  noneffective 
the  new  teaching  methods  have 
been  in  the  students’  eyes. 

The  instructors  of  the  English 
department  must  be  given  credit 
for  the  many  hours  they  spend 
both  teaching  classes  as  well  as 
participating  in  outside  organiza- 
tions and  agencies.  Since  most  of 
the  student  body  either  has  or  will 
have  taken  some  type  of  English 
course,  its  importance  is  quite 
evident.  It  applies  to  everyday  life 
through  communication  with  oth- 
ers in  reading,  writing  and 
speaking.

Bell  skis  with  each  of  the  students 
to  check  on  the  student's  progress 
and  to  offer  help,  advice,  and 
corrections.  Students  are  not 
allowed  to  attempt  the  more 
difficult  slopes  until  they  can 
prove  men  -unity  to  Mr.  bell. 

With  the  help  of  this  course, 
almost  anyone  can  learn  to  ski. 
Only  ten,  out  of  approximately  725 
people  who  have  taken  the  course 
in  the  last  seven  semesters,  have 
not  been  able  to  ski  at  all.  Mr.  Bell 
attributes  this  to  fear.  Most  people 
enjoy  the  class  and  that  makes  it 
easier  for  them.  But  the  fear  of 
something  new,  speeding  down  a 
hill,  or  injury,  will  hamper  a 
student's  progress. 

Often  times,  the  thought  of 
skiing  also  brings  to  mind  visions 
of  fractured  legs  and  twisted 
ankles.  But,  except  for  bruises, 
there  has  only  been  one  serious 
injury  to  a student.  Ironically,  the 
injury,  a broken  wrist,  occurred 
while  the  student  was  going  up  the 
hill  rather  than  coming  down.

Have  you  ever  seen  skiiers  oh 
TV  or  in  magazines  and  been 
amazed  at  their  grace,  speed,  and 
skill?  Then  picture  yourself  flying 
down  a mountain  of  fine  white 
powder  while  the  world  whizzes 
past. 

Well,  you  won't  leam  how  to  do 
Olympic  length  jumps  of  fancy 
acrobatics,  but  in  JJC's  Basic 
Beginning  Skiing  course  you'll  be 
off  to  a good  start.  And,  if  you'll 
excuse  the  pun.  it's  all  downhill 
from  there. 

Beginning  Skiing,  taught  by  Mr. 
Gilbert  Bell,  meets  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  from  12:00  to  3:00. 
There  is  also  a morning  and  an 
afternoon  class  on  Saturday.  Both 
courses  are  six  weeks  long. 

Skis,  poles,  and  boots  are 
provided  for  use  in  the  course. 
JJC's  hill,  located  behind  the 
gymnasium,  will  be  equipped  with 


a rope  tow  and  a pair  of  snow  guns 
for  making  and  spreading  snow. 
The  rope  tow  and  guns  will  be 
installed  after  ruts  in  the  hill  have 
been  smoothed  over. 

Safety  and  control  is  the  main 
theme  of  the  class.  Time  is  spent 
on  flatland  and  dryland  as  well  as 
on  the  slopes.  Emphasis  in  the 
beginning  course  is  placed  on 
turning  and  stopping  using  the 
wide  track  stance.  Depending 
upon  how  the  class  progresses,  the 
last  class  meetings  may  cover  the 
basic  Christie  techniques.  Class 
time  is  also  spent  on  clothes,  ski 
courtesy,  and  proper  adjustment  of 
bindings. 

Besides  skiing  on  JJC's  hill, 
students  are  also  taken  to  Majestic 
Hills  Ski  Area  in  Lake  Geneva, 
Wisconsin,  or  Four  Lakes  Ski  Area 
in  Lisle,  Illinois.  There,  after  a 
group  lesson,  they  are  allowed  free 
ski  time.  During  this  period,  Mr.

Muhammed  Ali  ■ 
Joe  Frazier 
More  Than  a Fight 


Fights  have  a way  of  becoming 
more  than  a sport.  They  tend  to 
involve  themselves  in  the  deep 
rooted  emotions  separating  na- 
tionalities, governments  and  ide- 
ologies. The  Ali-Frasier  bout,  aptly 
called  "Super  Fight  II”  and 
founded  on  a social -political  fisher 
that  split  the  nation  is  no 
exception. 

All’s  colorful  reign  as  Heavy- 
weight Champion  of  the  world 
almost  appears  as  a banner  for  the 
equally  colorful  and  violent 
changes  that  were  taking  place  in 
American  society.  There  was  the 
war  in  Asia,  the  growing 
awareness  and  pride  of  minorities, 
the  hippie  movement.  Black  Power 
and  S.D.S..  all  emphasized  by 
frightening  polarizations  and  the 
media's  impact  on  public  opinion. 

Ali,  the  boxer,  with  his  big 
mouth,  his  revolutionary,  unbeat- 
able style  and  his  rainbow-like 
array  of  followers  fit  in  with  an 
uncanny  naturalness.  When  he 
took  his  stand  on  the  war  however, 
he  stepped  into  a much  bigger 
arena,  with  a more  fearsome 
opponent.  It  was  “no  longer  a 
matter  of  who  has.  the  best  left 
hook”  as  Howard  Cosell  put  it. 
Muhammed  Ali  became  a symbol. 

When  on  April  28.  1967,  the 
New  York  JBoxine  Commission 
revoked  his  license  because  he 
refused  induction  for  religious 
reasons,  Ali  received  the  most 
telling  blow  of  his  career.  It  came 
from  a group  that  represented  the 
hard  edge  of  the  straight  world  as 
perfectly  as  Ali  had  represented 
change.  Ali.  who  by  the  way,  had 
been  offered  an  appealing  deal  by 
the  government,  lost  the  four  peak 
years  of  his  fighting  career. 

When  Ali  came  back  in  '70.  he 
simply  was  not  ready.  Frasier  was 
at  his  best  and,  of  course,  Ali  lost. 
Actually  though,  it  was  his  second 
defeat,  because  the  draft  board, 
the  Boxing  Commission  and  Joe 
Frasier  were  all  embodiments  of 
the  greater  attitude  that  opposed 
him.  In  fact,  Muhammed  stated

before  that  first  fight,  that  hitting 
Joe  was  hitting  all  of  them.  To 
some,  that  first  fight  is  past 
history,  but  to  others,  especially 
Muhammed  and  Joe,  last  Monday 
night  was  the  final  round.  In  it 
Muhammed  finally  proved  his 
excellence  as  an  athlete;  he 
demonstrated  the  precise,  rhy- 
thimical  violence  that  makes 
boxing  the  ultimate  contact  sport. 
His  superb  form,  at  this  late  date 
in  his  career,  clearly  ranks  him 
with  the  other  great  figures  that 
the  game  has  produced.  That  is  a 
lot,  but  to  some,  the  second 
Frasier  - Ali  fight  meant  more. 

To  those  who  saw  Superfight  11 
sillouhetted  by  the  Sixties,  it  was 
impressed  individuality  coming 
through  the  odds  on  sheer  talent 
and  determination  to  surface  in  the 
light  of  recognition.  Muhammed 
Ali’s  ceaseless  combinations  com- 
ing down  all  over  Frasier's  head, 
are  perhaps  most  appropriately 
described  by  Bob  Dylan,  another 
folk  hero  of  the  60's  as  the 
"Chimes  of  Freedom". 

Flashing  for  the  warriors- 
Whose  strength  is  not  to  fight, 
Flashing  for  the  refugees- 
On  the  unarmed  road  of  flight- 
An'  for  each  an'  every  underdog 
Soldier  in  the  night- 
An’  we  gazed  upon  the 
Chimes  of  Freedom  flashing.

The  Wolves  conference  record  is 
4-3.  At  the  moment,  they  are  tied 
with  DuPage  for  second.  Mr.  Tune 
hopes  to  sweep  second  place, 
the  -best  they  can  do  due  to  the 
early  season  setbacks,  but  he 
interjects  that  "the  schedule 
certainly  doesn't  favor  us."  All 
games  are  away  except  for 
DuPage.  Overall,  as  Mr.  Tune 
agrees,  the  Wolves  have  had  a 
good  year,  considering  the 
difficulties. 


With  only  six  games  left,  five 
being  conference  games,  the 
season  for  the  Joliet  Junior 
College  Wolves  nears  to  a close. 
Although  the  basketball  team  now 
enjoys  a 13-7  record,  the  season 
began  a bit  shaky.  In  coach  Don 
Tune's  words,  "The  season  has 
been  a little  unusual,  there  has 
been  some  trauma."  The  trauma 
he  speaks  of  includes  academic 
problems,  personal  conflicts  and 
injuries.  According  to  Mr.  Tune, 
there  were  fifteen  talented  players 
at  the  season's  beginning,  all 
wanting  to  play  in  the  game.

As  the  headline  implies,  there  is 
a great  need  for  blood  donors, 
everywhere.  And  here  in  the  Joliet 
area,  there  is  a special  need,  aside 
from  the  constant  shortage  nearby 
hospitals  frequently  arc  suffering. 

Hemophilia  is  a disease  which 
causes  the  blood  to  keep  from 
coagulating.  It  is  a dangerous, 
costly  and  unfortunately  at  times 
even  a deadly  disease.  Hemo- 
philiacs often  need  hundreds  upon 
hundreds  of  pints  of  blood  each 
year.  Their  need  is  a constant, 
necessary  one. 

Randy  Hoffman  is  12  years  old. 
He  is  a hemophiliac,  and  is  in  need 
of  a constant  supply  of  what  is 
known  as  "factor  8"  found  in 
blood.  Randy  needs  about  20,000 
units  of  factor  8 concentrate  a 
year,  about  1000  units  per 
treatment. 

Mrs.  Hoffman  estimates  it  will 
cost  her  family  close  to  $6000  this 
year  to  aquirc  the  needed  200-300 
pints  of  blood.  The  amount  of 
concentrate  already  aquired  is 
estimated  to  last  only  until  April  or 
May.  That  leaves,  so  far,  about 
seven  months  unaccounted  for. 

That's  just  for  now.  The  older 
and  bigger  Randy  gets,  the  more 
blood  donors  he’ll  need  to  secure 
enough  of  factor  8 to  make  sure 
he  stays  healthy.  And  at  about 
S27.00  <i  pint,  the  expense  is  far

It  seems  the  government  has 
some  money  that  they  would  like 
to  give  away.  The  only  problem  is 
that  nobody  seems  to  be 
interested. 

This  money  conies  in  the  form  of 
the  Basic  Opportunity  Grant.  This 
is  a federal  grant.  The  only 
qualifications  you  need  to  apply 
are  that  you  haven’t  attended 
college  before  July  1.  1973,  are  a 
full  time  student,  and  are  a U.S. 
citizen.  If  you  are  found  eligible 
you  could  receive  any  amount  from 
$50  to  S452, 

The  Basic  Opportunity  Grant 
was  made  available  on  July  1. 
1973,  and  Congress  allocated  the 
funds  in  late  July.  For  this  reason, 
your  high  school  counselor  was 
unable  to  inform  you  about  it.  But 
the  JJC  Financial  Aides  Depart- 
ment has  attempted  to  make  the 
student  body  aware  of  this  new 
source  of  financial  aid.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year,

more  than  the  average  family  can 
hope  to  accomodate. 

That  is  why  the  Campus  life 
committee  of  SGA  is  holding  the 
blood  drive.  With  approximately 
2000  day  students  on  campus, 
hopefully  at  least  100  pints  of 
blood  can  be  aquired  to  make  sure 
someone  like  Randy  can  get  all  the 
blood  he  needs. 

The  drive  will  be  conducted  by 
the  people  from  the  Beverly  Blood 
Center  in  Chicago,  and  will  take 
place  this  Friday,  February  22 
from  9:00  A.M.  until  1:00  P.M.  in 
the  D Mall.  It  only  takes  a few 
minutes  of  time  to  donate  a pint  of 
blood. ..time  guaranteed  to  be  well 

Those  who  donate  a pint  of 
blood  in  Randy's  name  will  be 
assured  of  being  supplied  with 
blood  if  they  need  it  for  a six 
month  period  of  time. 

There  are  some  restrictions  on 
those  who  can  give  blood.  Those 
restrictions  arc  listed  below.  Those 
of  you  who  can  donate  are  urged  to 
do  so.  You  can  sign  up  at  the  D 
Mall  information  booth  for  the 
time  most  convenient  for  you.  All 
it  takes  is  a little  heart. 

Eligibility  for  Blood  Donation 

You  can  be  a Blood  Donor  if 
you: 

Are  in  good  health  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  65. 

Have  not  given  blood  during  the 


letters  containing  information  and 
applications  for  the  Basic  Oppor- 
tunity Grant  were  sent  to  all 
freshmen.  Mr.  Don  Tune,  the 
financial  aides  counselor  at  JuCo, 
personally  attended  every  English 
010,101.  and  102  class  to  inform 
students  of  this  opportunity.  Then 
a second  bunch  of  letters  were 
sent  to  freshmen  parents. 

Despite  all  of  his  efforts.  Mr. 
Tunc  feels  that  not  all  eligible 
students  have  taken  advantage  of 
this  grant.  He  strongly  urges  all 
freshmen  who  feel  they  arc 
eligible  to  apply  for  the  following 
reasons. 

First,  even  though  you  are 
almost  three  quarters  of  the  way 
through  your  first  year,  if  you 
haven't  attended  college  before 
July  1.  1973,  you  are  still  able  to 
obtain  the  full  year's  grant. 

Second,  the  Basic  Opportunity 
Grant  is  a federal  grant,  which 
means  that  it  is  good  at  any  school 
in  the  United  States.  This  makes  it 
unique  in  that  most  grants  arc  only 


In  action  taken  at  a special 
session  of  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
Board  of  Trustees,  raises  of 
slightly  less  than  six  percent  were 
granted  to  clerical  staff  and  food 
service  workers  at  the  college.

Have  had  any  alcoholic 
beverages  within  the  previous  24 

Weigh  less  than  110  pounds 
(female)  or  125  pounds  (male). 

Are  pregnant,  or  have  been 
pregnant  during  the  last  six 
months. 

Have  had  major  surgery  or  been 
under  a physician’s  care  within  the 
last  6 months  or  currently  taking 
medication,  or  had  a tooth 
extracted  within  the  last  72  hours. 

Have  had  jaundice  (yellow  skin). 

Have  high  or  low  blood 
pressure. 

A prospective  donor  is  encour- 
aged to  ask  his  doctor  if  there  is 
any  doubt  as  to  his  ability  to  give 
blood.  However,  the  blood  bank 
determines  final  acceptance  or 
rejection.

Third,  if  you  are  found  eligible 
for  this  grant,  the  check  is  made 
out  to  you.  You  must  sign  a 
notorized  statement  saying  the 
funds  wijl  be  used  for  educational 
purposes,  but  that  could  be 
anything  from  tuition  to  gasoline 
(to  get  to  and  from  school,  of 
course),  to  clothes  to  lunch.  In 
other  words,  it  can  be  used  for  just 
about  anything. 

If  anyone  has  any  questions, 
contact  Mr.  Tunc  in  the 
Counselor’s  Office.  Or.  if  you  need 
a legitimate  reason  to  skip  your

Ed  Beltzhoover.  president  of 
Joliet  Junior  College  Council. 
Local  604,  AFT.  and  Robert  Kiep. 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Joliet  Junior  College,  announced 
ratification  of  a two-year  pact 
between  the  college  and  the  union. 
The  contract  calls  for  a salary 
increase  of  approximately  6%  this 
year  and  between  5%  and  6%  next 
year.  In  addition,  there  are 
increases  in  overload,  evening  and 
summer  school  pay.  The  Board 
granted  binding  arbitration  as  the 
last  step  in  resolving  grievances. 
Other  minor  changes  include  a 
new  formula  for  large  group 
instruction  as  well  as  a more 
flexible  scheduling  system  for 
teachers  in  five  departments.  In 
the  five  departments,  teacher 
schedules  may  include  evening  or 
Saturday  classes  as  a part  of  their 
regular  work  load. 

Beltzhoover  and  Kiep  indicated 
that  the  contract  will  better  enable 
the  college  to  relate  to  the  needs  of 
the  citizens  of  this  district. 

Both  parties  stated  that  it  had 
been  a long  and  difficult 


bargaining  process,  but  that  the 
outcome  is  an  equitable  contract 
that  keeps  the  faculty  salaries  at 
Joliet  Junior  College  among  the 
top  in  the  State  of  Illinois  and  yet 
lends  itself  to  increased  produc- 
tivity due  to  more  flexibility  in 
scheduling. 

Both  the  Board  and  the  Union 
spokesmen  indicated  that  the 
extended  duration  of  the  bar- 
gaining process  had  led  to 
increased  tensions  on  campus  and 
an  impeding  of  communications. 

"The  goals  of  the  college  are 
now  to  concentrate  on  educating 
students  and  to  work  toward  those 
harmonious  relationships  that  we 
have  enjoyed  in  recent  years," 
Mr.  Kiep  stated. 

Mr.  Beltzhoover  said.  "Joliet 
Junior  College  has  long  been 
recognized  as  having  one  of  the 
leading  staffs  in  the  nation.  I think 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that, 
although  there  was  a strike  and  a 
long  and  difficult  bargaining 
session,  all  of  our  faculty  and  staff 
continually  put  the  needs  of  the 
students  first.  We  will  continue  to 
do  so  in  the  future."

We  all  realize  of  course,  that 
some  things  can  be  likeable,  yet 
not  praise-worthy.  No  one  has 
trouble  distinguishing  between  the 
good  old  '55  Chevy  that  they 
scored  in,  and  the  craftsmanship 
of  a Rolls  Royce.  It  puzzles  me 
though,  that  some  of  you  people 
can't  make  the  same  distinction 
with  movies. 

I'm  sure  my  old  enemies,  the 
Karate-chopping  Billy  Jack  fans, 
gave  up  reading  this  article  a long 
time  ago.

Student  enrollment  is  more  than 
2,200  at  Governors  State  Univer- 
sity. Illinois’  newest  state  univer- 
sity which  opened  with  500  two 
years  early  in  1971  at  a 
mini-campus.  The  S17.1  million 
Phase  1 permanent  facilities  for  the 
first  Illinois  state  senior  university 
in  Chicagoland  were  occupied  in 
early  1974. 

In  the  College  of  Business  and 
Public  Service,  areas  of  emphasis 
include  business  administration, 
business  education,  and  public 
service. 

In  the  College  of  Cultural 
Studies  are  seven  interdisciplinary 
studies  contexts:  ethnic  studies, 
invention  and  creativity,  language 
and  the  human  condition,  socio- 
cultural processes,  area  studies, 
popular  culture,  and  ideas  in 
culture. 

The  College  of  Environmental 
and  Applied  Sciences  offers 
instructional  programs  in  environ- 
mental analysis,  conservation, 
management,  and  planning:  ele- 
mentary, secondary,  and  college 
science  teaching,  and  aspects  of 
health  science  practice,  education, 
and  administration. 

In  the  College  of  Human 
Learning  and  Development,  areas 
of  emphasis  include  behavorial 
studies,  communication  science, 
urban  teacher  education,  human 
relations  services,  and  human 
services. 


JJC  Students  Can 
Be  Eligible  for  ROTC 


Students  Keep  Up  With 
Growing  Plant  Demand 


Often  students  and  visitors  ask 
“what’s  that?"  The  "that”  they 
are  referring  to  is  the  small  glass 
building  just  south  of  Building  A. 
It's  clearly  visable  from  the  east 
parking  lot  and  the  lights  are  on 
inside  even  at  night.  You  see  the 
colors  of  the  flowers  and  the  big 
elephant  ear  plant  in  the  comer. 

This  is  the  Horticulture  green- 
house affiliated  with  Building  A, 
which  houses  the'  Horticulture  and 
Agriculture  programs.  It’s  a glass 
house,  as  compared  to  green- 
houses constructed  of  fiberglass, 
vinyl  or  plastic.  The  construction 
started  last  summer  and  the  first 
plants  were  moved  in  during  the 
fall  semester  of  '73.  These  first 
plants  were  donated  but  the  house 
is  now  filld  with  Horticulture’s 
own  beds,  potted  plants,  flowers, 
cuttings  and  Rich's  corn  and 
tomato  plants. 

Mr.  Robert  Cottingham,  an 
instructor  of  Horticulture  receives 
credit  for  the  concept  and  the 
plans.  The  building  is  approxi- 
mately 24x60  feet  and  is  gas 
heated  by  forcing  hot  air  through  a 
polyethelene  tube  the  length  of  the 
roof.  It's  cost  was  S10.000,  not 
including  the  benches,  student  and 
staff  labor  or,  of  course,  the 
plants.  The  building  was  placed  so 
as  to  have  no  shadows  from 
Building  A or  other  structures 
touching  it  at  any  time. 

The  purpose  of  the  greenhouse 
is  an  educational  one.  Right  now 
the  only  limiting  factor  in  the  area 
is  a lack  of  wooden  benches.  Thev 


are  now  being  built  by  Horticul- 
ture students  and  teachers  and  will 
be  in  place  soon.  The  addition  of 
the  new  benches  (which  to  a 
layperson  look  like  large  tables) 
will  enable  the  Horticulture 
program  to  co-ordinate  a flowering 
schedule  so  the  greenhouse  will 
have  a continuing  production. 

Presently  the  Horticulture  pro- 
gram is  preparing  to  take  plants  to 
McCormick  Place  for  the  Chicago 
World  Flower  Show.  Their  display 
at  the  show  is  twofold.  First,  to 
acquaint  the  Chicago  community 
with  Joliet  Junior  College  and 
second,  to  get  people  interested  in 
the  Horticulture  program  at  the 
college. 

There  is  a growing  demand  for 
flowers  and  plants,  and  not 
enough  greenhouses  in  Illinois  or 
the  United  States  to  meet  the 
demand.  Currently  50%  of  the 
flowers  used  in  the  U.S.  are 
imported.  Quoting  from  the 
Ornamental  Market  News,  a 
Horticulture  publication.  Mr. 
James  Ethridge  reported,  "The 
U.S.  last  week  has  imported 
1,080,000  carnations  from  Colum- 
bia, 70.000  daisies  from  Guate- 
mala, 60,000  tulips  from  The 
Netherlands.  5,000  iris  from  Israel, 
and  500  orchids  from  the  Ivory 
Coast.”  Clearly  this  should  point 
out  the  job  opportunities  in 
greenhouses  and  the  need  for  good 
management  in  the  field.  This  is 
what  the  Horticulture  program  is 
all  about  and  their  greenhouse  is 
part  of  the  plan.

DEKALB-It  was  announced  this 
week  by  a representative  of  the 
Military  Science  Department  of 
: Northern  Illinois  University  that 
male  junior  college  and  community 
college  students  can  become 
eligible  for  the  Advanced  Army 
Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps 
(ROTC)  by  attending  a speical 
six-week  program  at  Fort  Knox, 

. Kentucky. 

Col.  Berry,  Dept.  Head, 
explained  that  under  current  law, 
junior  college  students  and  others 
who  have  not  taken  the  basic 
ROTC  course  in  their  freshman 
and  sophomore  years  may  qualify 
for  advanced  ROTC  by  attending 
the  six-week  course  commencing 
June  14  or  21.  1974.  Those  who 
subsequently  complete  the  Ad- 
vanced course  are  commissioned 
Second  Lieutenants  in  the  U.  S. 
Army  upon  graduation. 

"The  ROTC  basic  camp 
' emphasizes  leadership  develop- 
ment and  is  designed  to  bring  the 
student  to  a level  of  military 
training  and  education  which  will 
qualify  him  for  enrollment  in  the 
. advanced  course,  senior  ROTC 
program,”  stated  Berry.  "Only 
students  who  have  successfully 
completed  either  the  basic  course 
or  the  basic  camp  or  certain 
students  who  have  sufficient  high 
sqhqpl,  ROTC  credit,  and  certain 
armed  forces  veterans,  are  eligible 
for  the  advanced  course." 

The  Colonel  went  on  to  say  that 
while  ROTC  is  completely  open  to 
female  students,  they  will  not  be 
eligible  to  attend  basic  summer 
camp  until  the  summer  of  1975. 
However,  females  with  prior 
military  service  or  high  schoool 
ROTC  credit  mav  be  eligible  to 


enter  directly  into  ( 
advanced  program. 

Students  taking  the  summer 
program  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
S326.10  per  month  for  the  six 
weeks  training.  In  addition,  while 
at  the  camp  they  will  receive  free 
room  and  board  and  reimburse- 
ment for  transportation  to  and 
from  Fort  Knox.  If  they 
successfully  complete  the  acceler- 
ated summer  program  and  are 
admitted  to  the  advanced  course, 
they  will  receive  an  allowance  of 
S100  a month  during  the  junior 
and  senior  years  of  college.  In  all, 
a student  who  successfully 
completes  the  two  years  of  the 
advanced  course  will  have 
collected  over  $2,900  through 
participation  in  ROTC. 

At  the  basic  camp,  students 
receive  instruction  in  military  drill, 
tactics,  history,  weapons,  com- 
munications and  leadership  tech- 
niques. 

Berry  also  explained  that 
community  colleges  can  award  a 
number  of  Illinois  State  Army 
ROTC  scholarships  to  their 
graduates  that  plan  to  enroll  in  the 
Army  ROTC  Advanced  Course. 

• Financial  need  is  not  a criterion  for 
this  scholarship.  The  State 
Scholarship  pays  for  the  student's 
tuition  and  academic  fees  for  the 
duration  of  his  enrollment  in 
ROTC.  There  is  no  additional 
military  service  obligation  attached 
to  this  scholarship.

The  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Joliet  Junior  College  Board  of 
Trustees  was  held  last  Monday 
evening.  February  18,  at  8:00  in 
the  Shawnee  Building.  After  a 
twenty  minute  discussion,  it  was 
voted  that  the  Junior  College 
annex  the  lower  level  of  the 
Fountaindale  Library  in  Boling- 
brook and  build  eight  classrooms 
for  J.J.C.  day  and  evening  classes 
for  Bolingbrook  residents.  This 
division  of  the  college,  consisting 
of  forty  sections,  which  will  be 
ready  in  September  of  1974,  is  to 
be  rented  on  a four  year  lease  at 
S45.000  a year;  this  figure  includes 
both  utilities  and  janitorial 
services.  As  many  changes, 
namely  plumbing  and  electrical, 
are  needed,  it  was  explained  that  a 
four  year  lease  was  the  shortest 
term  possible. 

A report,  compiled  by  the  task 


force  formed  to  recommend  what 
should  be  done  with  the  S50.000  of 
Student  Acting  Fund  Expenditures 
accumulated  from  past  alumni, 
was  given.  Narrowing  it  down  to 
two  alternatives,  the  committee, 
consisting  of  alumni,  administra- 
tion, faculty,  Board  and  students, 
agreed  upon  first,  a twenty-five 
yard  swimming  pool,  estimated  at 
S450.000  and  second,  a fine  arts 
center,  estimated  at  $150,000. 
Deciding  to  direct  $49,000  towards 
one  of  the  two,  the  group  also 
decided  to  use  the  remaining 
$1,000  as  the  final  debt  on  the 
campus  bell,  located  in  front  of  the 
Learning  Resource  Center. 

Seeing  a need  for  more  student 
say  in  the  matter,  however, 
Nonvoting  Student  Board  Repre- 
sentative Tom  Roach  asked  the 
Board  to  tabic  any  action 
concerning  the  subject  for  another 
month  so  he  could  present  the 
issue  to  the  Student  Government 


Association,  of  which  he  is 
President,  and  report  a student 
sentiment,  representative  of  the 
school  body,  back  to  them  at  the 
next  meeting.  Acting  on  Mr. 
Roach's  suggestion  and  a desire, 
also,  for  the  Joliet  public’s  feelings 
and  feedback,  the  issue  was  tabled 
until  March  18th. 

Peter  Neff,  a teacher  in  the 
English  Department,  was  granted 
a Sabbatical  Leave  to  travel 
throughout  the  British  Isles  for  the 
academic  year  of  1974-75  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  a slide 
program  for  the  English  Literature 
courses  (105  and  106)  which  lie 
currently  teaches  at  the  Junior 
College.

$452,  cash  money,  pul  in  his  hand 
to  be  spent  on  practically  anything 
he  desires.

The  Illinois  State  Grant  is  not  as

limited  as  to  whom  may  receive  it, 
you  don’t  have  to  be  a freshman, 
but  it's  use  is  limited  to  covering 
tuition  and  fees.  This  grant  may  be 
used  for  any  college  in  the  state.

Many  of  the  periodicals  are  kept 
on  microfilm.  These  can  be  viewed 
on  a microfilm  projector  which  is 
also  available  in  the  library.  If  you 
want  to  take  an  article  home  to 
study,  a copy  can  be  made  on  the 
microfilm  copier. 

When  more  funds  are  available, 
the  LRC  hopes  to  add  a large 
number  of  books  on  the 
humanities  to  their  microfilm 
collection.  They  would  also  like  to 
set  the  television  studio  up  so  that 
it  will  be  able  to  broadcast 
throughout  the  college.  At  the 
moment,  the  TV  studios  are  only 
able  to  record  tapes  and  many 
teachers  have  already  taken 
advantage  of  the  facilities  to  make 
videotaDes  for  their  classes.

There  is  S60.00  in  student 
money  trusted  to  a select  few, 
which  is  gone.  Vanished.  Where? 
Who  knows? 

There  are  33  books  sitting  in  an 
office  in  C Building.  Some  just 
plain  unclaimed,  some  whose 
owners  are  totally  unknown. 
Thirty-three  books,  still  usable  in 
classes  are  sitting  stagnant.  Their 
owners  are  out  their  money,  and  in 
some  cases  don't  have  their  books, 
which  retain  value  whether  they 
are  used  at  the  moment  or  not. 

Some  of  you  may  know  what  I’m 
talking  about.  At  the  beginning  of 
this  semester,  Press  Gub,  under 
the  questionable  leadership  of 
Tom  Roach  set  up  a book  exchange 
in  D Mall  (mistake  til).  Students 
were  urged  to  trade  there, 
encouraged  that  the  sellers  would 
make  a profit  over  what  the 
bookstore  would  buy  back  for,  and 
the  buyers  would  spend  the 
amount  they  usually  would  if 
dealing  with  the  bookstore.  Many 
students  took  advantage  of  such  an 
offer  only  to  have  the  advantage 
taken  of  them. 

From  the  beginning  the 
arrangement  was  totally  unor- 
ganized. There  was  no  system  of 
records  kept  other  than  the 
student  putting  his  name,  the 
name  of  the  book,  and  the  price  he 
wanted  for  the  book  on  a loose 
piece  of  paper  (there  were  several 
loose  pieces  of  paper  floating 
around  during  the  hour  I myself 
spent  there  the  first  day).  There 
were  as  many  as  six  different 
people  working  at  the  booth  at 
various  times.  No  one  seemed  to 
know  what  the  previous  worker 
did,  or  what  the  system  of  the 
moment  was.  The  original 
organizer  of  the  exchange,  Tom 
Roach,  was  only  around  the  booth 
long  enough  to  secure  someone  to 
work  each  hour. 

The  exchange  ran  about  a week. 
Towards  the  end  of  this  time. 
Roach  put  student  Rob  Davis  in 
charge.  “He  said  he  didn’t  know 
‘what  the  hell  was  going  on’  ” said 


Davis  when  1 asked  him  several 
weeks  ago  how  he  took  on  this 
position.  “So  I told  him  I’d  take 
care  of  trying  to  straighten  things 

Davis  indeed  made  some 
progress  towards  getting  the 
records  straight.  He  started  a 
ledger  of  those  students  who  had 
dealt  with  the  exchange,  and 
accounted  for  most  of  the  money, 
and  ownership  of  most  of  the 
books.  However  the  ledger  Davis 
started  is  now  lost;  no  one  can 
account  for  its  whereabouts. 

That  also  leaves  approximately 
S60.00  of  student  money,  and  33 
textbooks  unaccounted  for.  The 
textbooks  are  there  - but  what 
about  the  money?  Sixty  dollars  of 
student  money  is  gone.  For  the  life 
of  me,  I can’t  figure  out  why  more 
students  aren’t  concerned  as  to 
where  the  money  is.  It  could  turn 
up  in  the  balancing  of  the  books  (if 
the  books  are  ever  found).  Or 
perhaps  some  less  than  honest 
student  claimed  to  be  owed  the 
money  he  wasn't  and  in  the 
confusion  and  dissaray  was  given 
someone  else’s  money.  Or  maybe 
there  is  S60.00  in  someone’s 
pocket. 

At  no  time  during  this  drive  did 
Roach  or  Press  Gub  have  the 
backing  of  Press  Gub  funds  in 
case  money  or  books  did  show  up 
missing  and  had  to  be  reimbursed. 
Having  this  whole  thing  in  D Mall, 
where  hundreds  pass  through 
every  hour  was  needless  irrespon- 
sibility. 

"We  were  unorganized  and  the 
students  took  advantage  of  us,” 
Davis  declared.  Are  you  students 
sure  it  isn't  yourselves  that  have 
been  had? 

Maybe  in  the  first  edition  of  the 
(proposed)  JJC  Lampoon,  an 
“underground”  rival  of  the 
Blazer,  students  will  find  out 
where  their  books  and  money  are. 
But  then,  the  Lampoon  is  another 
Tom  Roach  Enterprise  . . . like  the 
money  and  books,  once  published 
it  may  be  irresponsibly  un- 
accounted for.

The  theatre,  more  than  any 
other  form  of  art,  continues  to 
experiment.  Almost  inevitably, 
these  attempts  lead  to  disaster', 
but  when  they  end  up  in  success, 
the  result  is  an  unforgetable, 
usually  stunning  encounter  with 
the  imagination.  Oar  Town,  by 
Thornton  Wilder,  is  such  a play 
and  the  Joliet  Drama  Guild 
presented  it  this  weekend  at 
D’Amicos  with  the  same  flawless 
intensity  that  it  was  written  in. 

The  story  of  a small  American- 
town  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 
Our  Town  exceeds  its  own  bounds, 
weaving  back  and  forth  in  time 
and  juxtaposing  the  dead  with  the 
living.  Mixing  the  real  with  the 
surreal  and  the  viewers  with  the 
actors,  it  creates  its  own  meaning 
for  the  word  “existance”  and 
sends  the  audience  away,  disciples 
of  a new  definition. 

In  preparation  for  this  ambitious 
benefit  performance,  the  Guild 
pooled  its  resources  from  an 
earlier  success,  Streetcar  Named 
Desire.  The  two  opposing  leads 
were  once  again  played  by  Lee 
Grider  and  Chuck  Morrow,  with 
the  controversial  Georgiann  Good- 
son  (who  directed  Streetcar) 
playing  an  important  supporting 
role.  Our  Town  was  directed  by 
newcomer  Joe  Baltz,  who  also,  at 
the  last  minute,  took  on  the  role  of 
Stage  Manager. 

If  you  have  not  seen  the  play, 
the  Stage  Manager  part  may 
sound  confusing;  allow  me  to 
explain.  Our  Town  is  narrated  by  a 
man  who  calls  himself  the  Stage 
Manager.  This  character  is  an 
embodiment  of  the  stage.  In  a 
Twilight  Zone  atmosphere,  he 
assembles  the  delicate  string  of 
voices  and  images  that  compose 
the  story.  It  is  on  his  attitude  and 
sincerity  that  the  believability.  of 
the  play  rests;  he  also  must 
memorize  the  most  lines.  Con- 
sequently, considering  all  this,  it  is 
amazing  to  think  that  Joe  Baltz 
could  have  taken  over  this  part 
only  two  days  prior  to  opening 

One  could  hardly  expect 
anything  impressive  on  two  days 
notice,  but  I'm  happy  to  report 
that  there  were  no  weak  or 
mediocre  characters  in  this  latest 
production  of  Our  Town.  Each 
actor  successfully  worked  depth, 
individuality  and  clarity  into  parts 
that  Wilder  defines  with  a cosmic 
sameness. 

Of  the  characters.  Wilder  letr 
only  Emily  Webb  have  anything 
outstanding  to  say.  It  is  Emily, 
played  by  Lee  Grider,  that  the 
audience  follows  through  death. 
Lee  is,  at  first,  almost  offensively 
inconsequential,  with  a voice  that 
is  too  high  and  certainly  too  sweet.

Somehow,  though,  Lee  always 
manages  to  just  barely  remain 
believable  and  real  and  finally  it  is 
this  carefully  moulded  character  ' 
who.  after  capturing  the  audience 
so  completely  with  her  innocence, 
eventually  brings  home  the 
gruesome  reality  of  death  and  the 
message  of  the  play.  Lee's  voice, 
having  quivered  on  the  boarder 
line  between  girlish  laughter  and 
hysterical  sobbing,  so  naturally  in 
Emily’s  youth,  finally  being  tossed 
into  the  hallowness  of  eternity, 
expresses  a poetic  horror  that 
Wilder  could  only  have  hoped  to 
outline  in  his  script.

The  Wordeater  Magazine  . . . 
from  both  sides  of  the  table 


Monday,  February  25,  1974 


When  I met  with  John  Stobart  of 
the  English  Department  for  this 
interview,  he  expressed  a desire 
not  to  dwell  on  biographical  data, 
though  he  admittedly  uses  some 
such  material  in  his  writings. 
Writing,  teaching  it  and  thinking  it 
are  what  occupy  him  most.  He  also 
delights  in  advising  other  authors 
on  how  to  improve  their  work.  In 
fact,  it  was  in  response  to  his 
remark  that  some  of  my  features 
have  been  too  "idealistic”  that  I 
tried  to  render  a more  balanced 
account  in  this  one. 

Although  he  has  been  an  avid 
reader  since  boyhood,  Mr.  Stobart 
disliked  high  school;  he  only 
attended  college  because  he 
"didn’t  plan  on  dying”  in  Korea 
nor  working  in  industry.  There- 
fore, he  found  college  a liberating 
experience.  Looking  back  he  notes, 
"I  was  a typical  student,  attending 
many  lectures,  museums  and 
plays-especially  the  freebies."  At 
this  time  he  nurtured  a growing 
love  for  diversity.  "I  approached 
life  as  a smorgasbord,”  he  said, 
adding,  “1  wonder  if  Wordsworth 
burned  out  due  to  the  narrow- 
mindedness of  his  wife  or  the 
narrowness  of  his  field.” 

Perhaps  out  of  his  love  for 
variety  and  his  belief  in  writing  as 
an  "exploration  and  expression  of 
self,"  he  supported  several 
students'  effort  to  fill  the  creative 
gap  left  by  the  censoring  of  the 
JJC  literary  magazine  The 
Contemporary.  With  Chuck  Bink- 
ley, Ed  Bruske,  Marilyn  Fumigelli 
and  Bruce  McAllister  he  spon- 
sored the  uphill  struggle . that 
resulted  in  the  founding  of  the 
Wordeater  magazine.  Stobart. 
himself  a realist,  had  been 


' pessimistic  about  Wordeater's 
chances  and  was  surprised  by  its 
success.  I believe  the  magazine 
owes  its  success  in  overcoming 
censorship  to  the  editors’  decision 
not  to  allow  "dirty  words”  in  it. 
What  Stobart  called  the  "literary 
famine"  of  1972  ended  when 
mythical  editor  Loudmouth 
McKracken  (mythical  because  "no 
one  could  spell  his  name,” 
because  of  his  mag's  "protest 
flavor”  and  rumored  "tightness” 
with  awards),  served  his  first  spicy 
meal  to  the  starved  JuCo  students 
that  fall. 

The  liberal-palated  Wordeater 
chefs  accepted  nearly  every  bit  of 
penwork  they  got  for  their  first 
edition.  As  semesters  passed  and 
more  issues  were  released,  the 
editorial  staff  expanded  (to  include; 
Bob's  Brinckley  and  Early)  and 
readership  and  contributions  grew 
in  number  and  diversity.  So  many 
submissions  were  received  for  the 
last  issue  there  was  room  for  only 
half  of  them,  even  in  the 
gargantuan  Wordeater  VI. 

In  view  of  its  waxing  popularity 
and  the  magazine’s  budget  was 
raised  to  $700  twice  what  it  got  in 
1972.  Nearly  all  of  that  goes  into 
the  biannual  Wordeater  Awards, 
since  all  the  staffs  editorial  and 
distribution  work  is  voluntary.

To  qualify  for  this  tenacious 
tournar.  ent  our  Wolves  had  to 
place  cither  1st,  2nd,  or  3rd  in 
their  respective  weight  classes  at 
the  State  Regional  held  at 
Blackhawk  College.  We  had  no 
champions  but  did  finish  with  six 
second  place  finishers  and  one 
third  place  finish.  The  team  totals 
at  Rcgionals  were  Blackhawk  117 
points,  Harper  109‘/i  points,  and 
J.J.C.  107'/i  points.  It’s  surprising 
we  did  as  well  as  we  did.  Mr. 
Allen,  assistant  coach  commented 
that  the  tourney  was  dominated  by 
sophomores.  Our  team  is  basically 
freshmen  and  this  has  too  add 
optimism  to  our  coaches.

It  seems  that  there  has  been 
quite  an  uproar  concerning  the 
recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  regarding  the  swimming 
pool.  I was  a member  of  the 
committee  who  looked  into  it  and  1 
feel  obliged  to  write  this  letter.  I 
am  speaking  only  as  a member  not 
as  a representative  of  the 

The  reason  we  did  not 
recommend  a fine  arts  center  as 
top  priority  is  because  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  of  Down- 
town has  already  made  plans  to 
build  one.  We  had  met  with  the 
committee  to  possibly  convince 
them  to  build  the  center  out  here 
at  the  college  but  they  have 
planned  to  build  on  the  Bluff 
Street  site  because  of  its  historical 
value.  The  committee  has  also 
received  permission  from  the  City 
of  Joliet  to  solicit  funds  for  this 

Our  committee  spent  months 
lookiue  into  the  possibilities  for  a 
fine  arts  center  on  campus  and 
what  our  chances  of  raising  the 
money  were.  We  decided  that  it 


would  be  fruitless  to  try  to  raise 
money  for  a fine  arts  center  for  our 
school  at  this  time.  We  would  only 
be  competing  with  the  Bicenten- 
nial Committee  and  quite  possibly 
neither  committee  would  receive 
enough  funds.  For  this  reason  we 
recommend  that  the  swimming 
pool  be  built  first.  If  funds  for  this 
pool  were  not  received  within  a 
year  or  so.  (the  lime  that  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  will  be 
soliciting)  we  will  reroute  the 
funds  into  a fine  arts  center  for  the 
school.  The  committee  fell  that 
eventually  a fine  arts  center  and  a 
pool  would  be  built  at  the  school 
and  now  was  not  a good  time  to 
ask  for  funds  for  the  center. 

I ask  that  you  consider  what  I 
have  just  said  and  make  your 
decision  from  theje.  It  is  my  hope 
that  you  will  see  the  problem  with 
planning  a fine  arts  center  right 
now  and  will  support  us  as  we  plan 
for  a swimming  pool.

1 am  writing  this  to  urge  all 
students  at  Joliet  Junior  College  to 
support  the  building  of  a Fine  Arts 
Center  here  on  campus.  For  this 
there  are  several  reasons.  One, 
F.A.C.  would  affect  students  in 
three  departments;  art,  music,  and 
theatre.  Each  of  these  offers  at 
least  one  organized  activity  and  a 
total  of  46  courses.  A swimming 
pool  would  only  affect  one  course 
in  one  department,  with  no 
organized  activity  in  existence. 

Second,  interest  in  the  fine  arts 
here  has  been  phenomenal.  For 
example;  in  music  alone  there  are 
28  courses  listed  in  the  1973-74

jazz  band,  concert  choir,  mad- 
rigals. and  symphony.  In  each 
activity,  those  involved  would  be 
able  to  perform  better  in  a place 
designed  for  concerts,  recitals,  and 
programs.  Growth  in  music  can  be 
seen  in  the  30  plus  members-of  the 
concert  band  this  semester.

Sterling 
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Jean  Ingram : A Life  of  Involvement 


By  W.H.  WATLING,  JR. 

Miss  Jean  Ingram  has  been  a 
counselor  to  JJC  students  for 
seven  months.  Counseling  is  a 
complex  job,  and’ though  many  of 
us  benefit  from  people  in  the 
profession  we  often  forget  in  the 
college  rush  the  great  preparation 
and  dedication  such  a career 
necessitates.  Let  Miss  Ingram's 
Story  remind  us. 

Jean's  interest  in  helping  people 
began  in  St.  Louis.  While 
attending  high  school  there,  she 
became  active  in  the  YWCA  as  a 
camp  counselor.  She  recalls 
planning  early  on  college  with  the 
aim  of  teaching.  Originally 
interested  in  social  work,  she 
found  it  wasn’t  for  her  after 
studying  it  at  St.  Louis  University. 
Instead,  she  became  interested  in 
counselling. 

In  addition  to  helping  the 
YWCA,  she  served  as  a St.  Louis 
Recreation  Leader  for  several 
years.  Later,  she  worked  at  the 
Job  Corps  Center  for  Women  at 


Webster  College.  She  was  there  in 
1968  when  news  came  of  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King's  murder. 
Jean  Ingram  remembers  well  that 
tearful  day  and  its  effect  on  her. 
“It  pulled  some  of  my  idealism 
away."  she  said,  “and  I became  a 
great  deal  more  pessimistic  about 
life."  Today,  though  she  tries  to 
be  more  optimistic,  she  is 
concerned  with  how  selfish  most 
institutions  of  the  world  have 
become. 

After  attending  junior  college  in 
St.  Louis,  Jean  went  10  Southern 
III.  University  at  Carbondale. 
While  there  she  became  involved 
in  Civil  Rights.  At  times  she 
regrets  not  having  done  even  more 
for  the  movement  than  she  did. 
Miss  Ingram's  feelings  on  equal 
rights  aren't  limited  to  the  scope 
of  Women's  Liberation.  Rather, 
she  is  interested  in  human 
liberation  as  a whole,  saying.  "As 
long  as  anyone  isn’t  free,  everyone 
may  lose  their  freedom.  "Liberty 
to  her  is  a personal  as  well  as  a 
group  matter,  and  she  continues  to 


lead  what  she  calls  a Jean’s  Lib 
movement. 

Jean  had  been  initiated  into  the 
public-service  oriented  sorority 
Delta  Sigma  Theta  earlier,  and  she 
brought  DST  to  her  fellow 
under-graduates  at  Carbondale. 
Also  while  at  SIU,  Jean  sang 
frequently  at  a joint  outside 
Carbondale.  She  was  twice  asked 
to  sing  professionally-oncc  in  St. 
Louis.  Because  of  family  pressures 
and  consideration  of  the  trials 
artists  often  endure  on  the  way  up. 
she  turned  both  offers  down.  Still, 
she  often  wishes  she  had  given  it  a 
go  to  see  if  she  could've  made  it. 

From  Carbondale.  she  went  to 
SIU  in  Edwardsville,  having  by 
then  finalized  her  decision  to  enter 
counselling.  At  that  time  two  years 
of  teaching  and  a Master's  Degree 
were  required  for  advising  at  the 
Secondary-Education  Level.  This 
didn't  include  College  Level 
counselling.  Although  teaching 
remained  too  structured  for  her  to 
enjoy  it.  Miss  Ingram  enrolled  in 
such  courses  to  reach  her  goal.

In  the  last  three  or  four  years 
researchers  have  begun  to  amass  a 
wide  array  of  findings  which 
document  the  subjective  reports  of 
TM’crs.  Such  diverse  areas  of 
autonomic  stability,  resistence  to 
stress,  learning  ability,  perceptual- 
motor  coordination,  drug  use 
patterns  and  psychological  devel- 
opment have  all  been  reported  to 
have  shown  improvements. 

The  primary  interests  of

"thoroughly  enjoys  working  with 
students"  in  her  chosen  profes- 
sion.

Dwight  Davis 

Options 
for  Advance 
Standings 
Announced 

Dwight  Davis,  Executive  Dean 
of  Instruction  at  Joliet  Junior 
College,  has  announced  that  the 
college  now  has  available  to 
students  a variety  of  options 'for 
achieving  advanced  standing  in  a 
given  subject  area.  These  options 
include  (1)  completion  of  written, 
oral,  or  performance  proficiency 
examinations  prepared  by  depart- 
ments; (2)  completion  of  advanced 
placement  examinations  prepared 
by  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board;  (3)  completion  of  CLEP 
(College  Level  Examination  Pro- 
gram) examinations)  and  (4)  credit 
for  military  training. 

In  addition  to  these  options  for 
advanced  standing,  the  college  has 
recently  implemented  a policy 
under  which  a student  may  receive 
credit  for  college  level  mathe- 
matics courses  taken  while  in  high 
school.  Successful  completion  of 
Math  104  could  result  in  six  hours'  ‘ 
credit  for  high  school  mathematics 
courses;  completion  of  Math  105, 
eleven  hours'  credit  for  high 
school  courses;  and  completion  of 
Math  130  or  Math  210,  nineteen 
hours’  credit  f6r  high  school  math 
courses.  The  approval  of  credits  to 
be  awarded  will  be  made  by  the 
Mathematics  Department. 

No  grade  would  be  included  on 
the  students'  transcripts  for  the 
credits  granted. 

Further  information  concerning 
the  granting  of  college  credits  for 
demonstrated  proficiency  may  be 
obtained  from  the  counseling 
department  or  the  mathematics 
department  at'  Joliet  Junior 
College.

Joliet  Junior  College  Student 
Government  Association  members 
Robin  Davis,  Alice  Tambling,  Paul 
McCallister  and  Phillip  Ncmcnski, 
who  together  make  up  what  is 
known  as  the  Financial  Responsi- 
bilities Committee  (FRS).  were 
appointed  at  a special  meeting  of 
the  S.G.A.  on  Thursday.  February 
28.  to  go  to  Chicago  to  investigate 
the  legal  rights  and  privileges  of 
students  in  regard  to  the  financial 
control  of  Student  Activity  Fees. 

At  the  present  time,  there 
appears  to  be  some  question  as  to 
how  much  funds  and  what 
authority  over  those  funds,  which 
arc  collected  under  the  name 
Student  Activity  Fee.  the  admini- 
stration should  rightfully  possess. 

The  group  did  not  get  a 
requisition  of  S20.00,  which  was 
unanimously  appropriated  by  the 
S.G.A.  on  the  28th  for  the  purpose 


A new  program  offered  by  the 
Department  of  the  Army  will  allow 
graduates  of  Joliet  Junior  College 
and  other  community  colleges  in 
the  state  to  enter  the  Army  ROTC 
program  in  the  junior  year  on  an 
equal  basis  with  their  contempo- 
raries who  attended  four  year 
institutions  and  completed  the 
freshman  and  sophomore  year  of 
ROTC. 

Community  college  students  can 
become  eligible  for  the  Advanced 
Army  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Corps  by  attending  . a special 
six-week  program  at  Fort  Knox, 
Kentucky,  according  to  LTC  Bob 
Berry,  head  of  the  Military  Science 
Department  at  Northern  Illinois 
University.  Under  this  program, 
students  who  have  not  taken  the 
basic  ROTC  course  in  their 
freshman  and  sophomore  years 
may  qualify  for  advanced  ROTC  by 
attending  the  six-week  course 
commencing  June  14  or  21. 
Students  taking  the  summer 
program  will  be  paid  about  S489 
for  the  six  weeks'  training, 
according  to  Colonel  Bern1.  In 
addition,  while  at  the  camp  they 
receive  free  room  and  board  and 
reimbursement  for  transportation 


of  the  group's  traveling  expenses 
to  and  from  Chicago  that  day.  FRS 
chairman.  Rob  Davis  said, 
"Although  the  Administration  did 
not  approve  of  this  requisition.  I, 
as  Chairman  of  the  FRS.  felt  it  my 
responsibility  to  research  this 
issue,  regardless,  and  1 do  respect 
the  Administration’s  position  " 

Upon  not  collecting  the  S20.00, 
he  FRS  made  the  trip  on  its  own. 
rhe  group  met  with  various 
lawyers  and  College  Board 
Officials,  among  whom  were  Oscar 
Shabat,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Board  of  Junior  Colleges  in 
District  508  in  Chicago  and  a 
lawyer  from  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  in  Chicago.  Mr. 
Davis  reports  that  all  those  talked 
to,  including  these  two  men,  were 
extremely  enthusiastic  and  opti- 
mistic about  the  committee  and  its 
investigations. 

Further  disclosure  of  the 
Committee’s  findings  will  be 
presented  later.

If  they  successfully  complete  the 
accelerated  summer  program  and 
are  admitted  to  the  advanced 
course  on  a four-year  campus,  they 
will  receive  an  allowance  of  5100 
per  month  for  up  to  10  months  of 
the  school  year  during  the  junior 
and  senior  years  of  college.  In  all, 
a student  who  successfully 
completes  the  two  years  of  the 
advanced  course  will  have 
collected  approximately  S2900 
through  participation  in  ROTC 
(including  $450  for  Advanced 
Camp).

P.E.  - Should  House 


Bill  210  be  Passed? 


There  is  presently  a bill  going 
through  the  state  legislature 
which,  if  approved,  would  make 
physical  education  mandatory  for 
graduation  (or  certification,  as  the 
case  might  be)  in  any  junior 
college  district  which  might  desire 
to  affect  “home  rule"  and 
incorporate  such  legislation.  The 
bill  states: 

“Any  Class  I junior  college 
district  which  maintains  a junior 
college  recognized  by  the  State 
Board  is  entitled  to  claim  a flat 
rate  grant  of  not  less  than 
S16.50  for  each  semester  hour  or 
equivalent  in  a course  carried 
through  each  mid-term  by  each 
student  in  attendance  who  is  a 
resident  of  Illinois  and  such 
other  special  grants  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  General 
Assembly." 

In  other  words,  the  state  will 
reimburse  money  to  the  school  for 
these  students,  if  P.E.  becomes 
mandatory. 


(1)  Students  don't  realize  that 
there  has  been  a change  in  the 
philosophy  of  the  purpose  of  P.E. 
and.  (2)  P.E.  takes  up  too  much 
time  each  week  for  the  credit  given 
for  it. 

The  first  "problem"  must  be 
alleviated  through  the  teachers 
themselves  - their  philosophies 
must  change,  and  they  have.  But 
credit  hours  given  for  a P.E. 
course  ought  to  be  changed  too. 
This  I venture,  could  best  be  done 
by  a suggestion  to  the  Board  by 
the  P.E.  Department. 

As  of  now,  gaining  P.E.  credit, 
especially  for  girls,  is  a very 
time-consuming  and  inconvenient 
undertaking.  Many  P E.  courses 
such  as  fencing,  golf  and  tennis 
meet  four  days  per  week  and  offer 
only  one  credit  hour.  Baseball  and 
wrestling  meet  four  days  per 
week,  a total  of  eight  hours,  for 
three  hours  of  credit.  The  majority 
of  classes  that  do  meet  twice  a 
week  for  one  credit  hour  aren't 
co-ed.

Physical  Education  is  indeed 
just  as  important  from  an 
educational  standpoint  as  are 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 
Minds  cannot  function  well  if  they 
are  trying  to  function  in  a sub-par 
body. 

Back  in  the  days  of  grade 
school,  and  even  into  high  school, 
the  emphasis  in  P.E.  classes  was 
always  on  "compete,  excel  and 
win."  Those  who  ran  fastest  got 
the  highest  grades.  One  could 
work  oneself  to  death,  but 

physical  ability  just  wasn't  there, 
and  if  it  wasn’t,  those  people  got 
the  C* s'.  D’s.  and  even  F's. 

Now,  the  trend  has  changed. 
The  majority  of  P.E.  teachers  ask 
only  that  you  try.  It  doesn't  matter 
if  you  can't  run  the  fastest,  jump 
the  highest,  throw  the  farthest.  If 
you  do  your  best,  you  are  graded 
accordingly  and  that's  the  way  it 
should  be. 

Unfortunately,  the  way  the  PE 
program  has  been  set  up  in  the 
past,  it  hasn't  been  the  most 
appealing  program  to  get  into. 
Most  students  (outside  the 
physical  education  majors)  only 
take  PE  classes  because  it  is 
required  for  transfer,  or  in  their 
major.  This  lack  of  enthusiasm 
could  be  attributed  to  two  reasons: 


The  amount  of  time  which  must 
be  put  in  each  week  for  just  one 
credit  hour  isn't  worthwhile.  One 
could  spend  three  hours  a week  in 
a different  course  and  get  three 
hours  worth  of  credit.  Which  is 
more  logical  to  take?  P.E.  may  not 
include  a lot  of  homework,  or  a 
term  paper,  but  the  fact  you  must 
show  up  four  hours  a week  in  some 
cases  for  so  little  credit  makes 
taking  P.E.  "low  priority". 

If  P.E.  were  made  a three  hour 
course,  guidelines  would  have  to 
be  set  up  as  to  how  many  hours 
would  be  allowed  towards 
graduation.  (There  are  always 
those  who  like  to  abuse  the 
privilege,  but  it  would  make  P.E. 
more  inviting  as  an  elective  to 
those  who  enjoy  it.  but  need  the 
credit  and  can't  spend  the  time 
each  week  doing  something  for 
one  credit,  when  they  could  be 
getting  three.  The  number  of 
students  enrolled  in  P.E.  would 
most  likely  rise,  and  the 
employment  of  gym  teachers 
would  be  more  secure.  Students 
might  must  be  a bit  more 
physically  fit.  too.  The  picture  is  a 
bit  bleak  when  you  must 
"require”  students  to  take  a 
course;  particularly  when  the 
course(s)  do  nothing  but  BENEFIT 
THE  STUDENTS,  THEM- 
SELVES!!

There  is  no  difficulty  in  figuring 
out  the  amount  of  money  the 
administration  collects  when  each 
full  lime  student  pays  a S13.00  fee 
designated  for  student  activities. 
Do  you  know  where  these  monies 
go?  At  present,  the  students, 
represented  by  S.G.A.  can  only 
decide  where  approximately  S4.00 
of  each  S13.00  goes  and  only  then, 
with  the  approval  of  the 
administration.  It  should  be  our 
right,  as  students,  to  decide  where 
all  of  this  money  is  channeled. 

In  the  past,  the  administration 
has  decided  how  this  money  is  to 
be  spent  because  they  collected 
the  fee  on  a mandatory  basis.  We 
know  that  the  students  have  not 
been  getting  all  of  this  money.  The 
remaining  S9.00  of  each  $13.00  is 
somewhere  in  the  accounting 
system  of  the  administration.  Have 
each  of  you  benefited  fully  from 
this  fee  which  you  have  paid?  The 
answer  is  no.  And  you  will  not 
benefit  from  this  total  amount  until 
the  students,  themselves,  are 
given  their  rights  to  decide  what 
they  want  to  do  with  this  money. 
The  responsibility  of  controlling 
this  money  is  our  right.  The 
student  activity  fee  should,  in  fact, 
be  put  into  a separate  account 
distinct  from  the  accounting 
system  of  the  administration.  The 
endorsing  policy  of  requisition  of 
these  funds  should  also  be 
changed. 

$50,000.00  has  accumulated 
from  past  student  activity  funds. 
The  administration  saw  fit  to 
transfer  this  money  into  a position 
whereby  they  could  decide  how  to 
spend  that,  also.  The  primary 
question  is  not  how  to  spend  the 
money,  but  rather,  who  should 
decide  how  to  spend  the  funds. 
Again,  it  is  the  students  who 
should  make  this  decision.  These 
arc  just  some  of  the  problems  we 
face  regarding  money  matters.  A ; 


committee  nas  occn  tormed  by  the 
S.G.A.  which  shall,  henceforth,  be 
referred  to  as  the  Financial 
Responsibility  Committee.  This 
committee  has  been  given  the 
right  to  investigate  our  rights 
regarding  money  matters.  It  is 
.now  in  the  process  of  preparing  a 
statement  of  purpose,  findings  and 
intentions  to  be  presented  to 
S.G.A..  the  administration  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  funda- 
mental concern  of  the  Financial 
Responsibility  Committee  and  the 
S.G.A.  is  to  operate  in  the  interest 
of  a better  quality  of  education  at 
J.J.C. 

The  student  activity  fee  is 
supposed  to  be  used  totally  for 
student  activities  such  as  dances, 
speakers,  clubs,  events  in  D Mall 
and  other  "activities".  Instead, 
part  of  the  fund  has  been  used  for 
supporting  the  cost  of  maintenance 
of  sattelitc  facities  and  for  items 
such  as  I.D.  cards.  It  is  our  right, 
as  students  of  J.J.C.,  to  have  the 
responsibility  of  deciding  how 
these  funds  are  to  be  spent. 

In  its  investigatory  trip  to 
Chicago  on  February  28,  1974,  the 
F.R.C.  met  with  various  persons  in 
positions  of  responsibility.  Among 
those  people  were  Oscar  Shabat, 
Chancellor  of  the  Community 
Colleges  of  the  city  of  Chicago, 
Donald  Hill.  Financial  Director  of 
the  Community  Community  Col- 
leges of  the  city  of  Chicago  and  an 
attorney  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union.  They  found  these 
people  to  be  both  candid  and  the 
premis  that  we  cannot  learn 
responsibility  if  we  arc  not  given 
responsibility. 

The  S.G.A.  intends  to  be 
receptive  to  the  needs  and 
interests  of  all  students  and  to 
insure  that  the  institution  realizes 
its  potential  to  serve  all  students 
through  responsible  use  of  the 
democratic  process. 

Other  energies  of  S.G.A.  are 
being  directed  toward  establishing

To  the  Editors: 

I am  writing  this  in  answer  to 
Carol  Anderson's  letter  in  the 
March  4 issue  of  the  Blazer.  To 
Carol  I direct  the  following 
questions.  One;  you  stated  that  the 
committee  looked  into  money 
raising  possibilities,  but  did  not 
see  many  because  of  the  Joliet 
Bicentennial  committee's  soliciting 
for  a Fine  Arts  Center.  The  Bieent. 
F.A.C.  would  be  in  Joliet,  for 
Joliet-Great,  but  there  is  more  to 
JJC  Dist.  525  than  Joliet!  What 
about  the  other  towns  and 
communities  in  the  area?  Art, 
music,  and  theatre  have  students 
and  supporters  throughout  Dist. 
525.  These  people  could  not 
support  a F.A.C.  in  their  town,  yet 
would  probably  support  one  at  the 
school  their  children  are  attending. 
A Fine  Arts  Center  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  would  represent  all  of 
District  525,  NOT  just  Joliet! 

Secondly,  did  the  committee 
look  into  the  desires  of  the 
students  and  residents  of  the  area? 
The  Fine  Arts  and  the  people 
involved  have  been  given  the  shaft 
for  long  enough.  There  are  a lot 
, more  pools  in  Joliet  and  the  area 
than  exhibition  areas  for  the  arts. 
Curbside  is  the  only  year-round 
permanent  theatre  I know  of  in  the 
area,  and  I know  of  no  public  art 
gallery  in  or  near  Joliet.  It's  about 
time  those  of  us  who  have  labored 
in  the  Fine  Arts  field  be  given  a 
little  recognition. 

Third,  a pool  might  be  nice,  but 
how  much  use  would  it  get?  And 
what  about  the  costs  of 
maintenance?  There  is  also 
insurance  and  the  cost  of  hiring  a 
life  guard  (or  will  anyone  be 
allowed  to  swim  without  protec- 
tion?). As  I have  said  before,  the 
students  and  residents  of  the  JC 
district  would  not  get  full  use  out 
of  a pool.  I’m  sure  that  everyone 
would  make  constant  and  excellent 
use  in  an  F.A.C. 

Carol,  you  have  told  me  that  you 
sec  nothing  wrong  with  what  the 
arts  have  to  work  with  here  at  JJC. 
When  was  the  last  time  you 
attended  a JC  Players  production, 
music  concert  or  recital,  or  walked 
through  the  corridor  in  the  Art 
building?  Have  you  ever  tried  to 
hang  delicate  pottery  on  a wall; 
hold  a concert  in  one  of  the  most 
imperfect  (acoustically)  of  all 
places-D-Mall?  Or  tried  to  change 
costumes  for  a musical  along  with 
20  others  in  a washroom  crowded 
with  clothes,  make-up,  props,  and 
the  usual  amenities?  Or  tried  to 
put  on  make-up  in  a very  small 
washroom  with  one  mirror  and  30 
people,  all  crowding  around 
because  a non-existnnt  “curtain" 
goes  up  in  five  minutes?  Let  us 
give  credit  where  credit  is  due! 

Once  again,  I URGE  ALL 
STUDENTS  AND  RESIDENTS  OF 
JC  DISTRICT  525  TO  SUPPORT 
THE  BUILDING  OF  THE  FINE 
ARTS  CENTER  THEY  DESERVE.

A Sterling 
Local  History

Did  you  know  JJC  offers  studies 
in  local  history?  Perhaps  not.  Or 
maybe  you  did.  but  thought  since 
history  concerns  the  past  it  is 
necessarily  dead. and  therefore  any 
such  course  must  be  irrelevant  and 
enert.  Well,  don’t  let  historians' 
labels  fool  you.  They  may  call 
historical  times  Classical,  Renais- 
sance or  Modern  for  the  sake  of 
practicality,  but  they  know  history 
actually  is  one  continuous  flow  of 
events.  We  can  mentally  cut  it  into 
sections  of  time  and  even 
subdivide  these  sections  geo- 
graphically, to  consider  modem 
U.S.  History  apart  from  modern 
European  History.  But  this 
dissection  is  purely  artificial  and 
does  not  affect  the  continuity  and 
interdependence  of  events.  Like- 
wise, every  individual  is  important 
and  the  removal  of  any  one  from 
history  would  probably  alter  or 
omit  us  from  the  present!  The 
people  in  Illinois  history  are  as 
necessary  to  our  existence  as  the 
great  figures  of  U.S.  History.  The 
Local  History  course  is  also  far 
from  inert.  Initiated  by  Robert 
Sterling  in  the  fall  of  1972,  it 
retains  the  reaching-out  habit  of 
childhood.  Its  students  are  forever 
exploring  our  area's  past  by 
interviewing  local  residents  who 
recall  the  prc-World  War  II  era. 
The  range  of  the  interviews  covers

The  course's  creator.  Mr. 
Robert  Sterling,  is  chairman  of  the 


Social  Science  Department,  and 
also  handles  two  U.S.  History 
classes.

(also  the  subject  of  his  Doctoral 
Dissertation),  he  recently  sub- 
mitted ten  chapters  of  his  book  on 
it  to  several  publishers.  His 
immediate  goals  are  finishing  his 
degree  and  compiling  a pictorial 
history  of  the  area  for  a film 
presentation  at  Joliet’s  Bicen- 
tennial Celebration.  In  the  more 
distant  future,  he  tentatively  plans 
to  use  material  from  his  Local 
History  program  and  other  sources 
to  write  a History  of  Will  County.

Randy  needs  about  20,000 
units  of  factor  8 concentrate  a 
year,  about  1000  units  per 
treatment.

At  about 
S27  a pint,  the  expense  is  far  more 
than  the  average  family  can  hope 
to  accomodate.

Committee  Hears  Opinions 


For  those  who  were  not  free 
from  class,  last  Wednesday,  at 
noon  in  D Mall,  the  Joliet  council 
of  the  pornography  committee 
presented  a public  hearing  to  gain 
feedback  on  contemporary  stan- 
dards covered  by  the  various 
media.  Josh  Hershman,  chairman, 
stated  the  group  was  not  a 
“censorship  body",  to  judge  what 
was  presented,  but  was  estab- 
lished merely  to  collect  public 
opinion. 

The  eight  seated  panel  members 
were  those  appointed  by  a mayoral 
commission  consisting  of  the 
mayor  and  city  councilmen.  Ray 
Fceley.  city  attorney,  was  also  a 
part  of  the  group.  The  meeting 
took  the  form  of  a question  and 
answer  session  with  students 
readily  expressing  their  views. 

‘ Approximately  6 or  24,  or  '/«  of  the 
questions  were  answered  with  "we 
arc  here  not  to  judge,  only  to  take 
public  opinion."  However,  it  must 
be  remembered,  these  were 
mayorally  appointed  positions 
which  forward  screened  informa- 
tion to  a jury  of  (possibly) 
various-aged  voters  which  will  rule 
on  “morbid"  material  or  that  with 
"lack  of  candor".  These  terms 
were  defined  as  the  ordinary 
meaning  given  them  in  that  locale 
at  the  time  an  ordinance  was 
passed  or  the  dictionary  definition. 

Students  did  a good  job  of 
bringing  out  some  of  the  major 
concepts  at  the  meeting.  For 
example,  "why  does  Joliet  need  a 
check  and  double  check  system?" 
(Comparable  to  the  drinking  age 
law).  If  something  is  nationally 
accepted,  why  shouldn’t  it  be 
acceptable  for  us?  The  Board 
brought  out  the  point  no  one  can 
censor,  by  Supreme  Court 
jurisdiction.  What  they  can  do 
though  is  punish  those  for 
circulating  so-called  "morbid" 
materials.  Here,  Ray  Feeley,  city 
attorney,  made  a point  of  injecting 
that  the  1st  amendment  doesn’t 
cover  obscene  material.  It  all  boils 
down  to  the  fact  that  the  public 
will  be  denied  of  these  materials 
by  round-about  methods,  if  not  by 
censorship. 

Some  of  the  students  had 
noticed  Mayor  Berlinsky's  plea  to 
ban  the  Exorcist  in  Joliet  through 
a Joliet  Herald  News  column  a few 
weeks  back.  Linda  Rudman,  a 
member  of  the  board,  stated  this 

Another  TM 

Another  introductory  lecture  on

was  a measure  by  Herlinsky  to 
protect  himself,  since  he  had 
received  many  calls  opposing  the 
movie.  What  the  public  didn't  hear 
was  that  calls  of  persuasion,  from 
those  wishing  to  see  the  nationally 
acclaimed  movie,  were  also 
received.  Upon  writing  the  letter, 
the  mayor  had  neither  seen  the 
movie  nor  read  the  book. 

Although  the  mayor  has  a lot  of 
power,  he  can't  overrule  the 
decision  for  such  a movie  to  come 
into  the  city.  The  only  authority  he 
has  is  by  filing  a complaint  with 
the  Police  Department,  in  which 
case,  a trial  would  be  later  held. 

It  was  also  discussed  why  some 
movies  cause  more  controversy 
than  others.  One  explanation- 
perhaps  violence  just  takes  its 
course  in  our  predominately  white 
middle-class  American  Protestant- 
Catholic  community,  whereas  sex 
is  hid  in  a closet.  According  to 
Liberty  and  Balance,  a book 
brought  in  by  one  student  who  did 
some  research,  since  I960  these 
films  haven't  caused  criminal  acts 
nor  contributed  to  character 
deficits. 

The  Board  brought  out  the 
problem  that  moviemakers  put  out 
ratings  which  are  often  inapprop- 
riate and  placed  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  bigger  crowds  at  the 
ticket  box.  A pool  taken,  geared 
toward  having  a review  board  from 
the  city,  and  for  the  city,  produced 
a show  of  about  25  hands  in  favor, 
from  a sizeable  group  of  students 
in  the  mall. 

Another  poll  taken  by  SGA 
president  Tom  Roach,  asked  if 
students  wanted  no  more  censor- 
ship than  we  now  have.  95% 
sounded  out  favorably.  Approxi- 
mately 5%  wanted  no  censorship 
at  all.  This  represented  the  major 
view  of  the  present  audience. 
Board  Response— A few  state- 
ments later,  one  of  the 
representatives  passed  the  poll  off 
as  being  not  on  pornography,  but 
censorship. 

Students  asked  if  the  majority 
finds  they  don't  care  for  certain 
publications,  will  a damper  be  put 
on  those  things  we  wish  to  see? 
(Costume  change  of  Sally  Bowles 
in  "Cabaret”  is  an  example  of  how 
public  opinion  has  fared  here.)  The 
board  replied  saying  they  couldn’t 
answer  questions  and  make 
decisions.  The  audience  reaction 
was-“Get  someone  out  here  who 
can  make  decisions.”

The  Economics  of

There  seems  to  have  been  some 
consternation  which  arose  on  the 
JuCo  campus  because  of  the 
charge  for  learning  TM.  This  same 
question  was  put  to  Jerry  Jarvis 
the  National  Director  of  the 
Students  International  Meditation 
Society  in  this  way.  "How  can  you 
charge  for  God's  energy?"  His 
answer  was,  "the  same  way  the 
electric  company  can  charge  for 
God's  electricity."  The  reason  for 
the  cost  is  to  make  TM  available  to 
as  many  people  as  possible. 
Without  a charge  there  ' could 
never  be  a center  in  Joliet  and 
very  few  people  in  the  US  would 
be  enjoying  the  benefits  that  TM 
brings.  SIMS  is  an  educational 
non-profit  organization.  No  profit 
is  made  by  anyone. 

The  course  fee  is  Sf>5  for  college 
students.  Previous  to  March  1 the 
price  was  S45  and  had  been  S45 
ever  since  payment  was  asked  for 
the  course  12  years  ago.  The  price 
increase  was  solely  due  to 
inflation. 

The  price  is  very  low 
considering  what  is  involved  in  the 
course.  Every  person  who  learns 
TM  learns  on  a one  to  one  basis 
with  a teacher  of  TM.  It  cannot  be 
learned  from  a book  or  in  a group 
situation. 

The  main  body  of  the  course 
takes  four  consecutive  days  for 
about  one  and  a half  hours  per 
day.  After  this  a person  can 
meditate  on  his  own.  However  all 
meditators  are  kept  in  contact  with 
a teacher  once  a month  for  a year. 
All  meditators  are  invited  to 
advanced  lectures,  center  func- 
tions. and  welcome  to  visit  any 
center  in  the  US  where  a teacher 
will  be  available  to  answer  any 
questions  the  person  might  have. 
All  this  is  included  in  the  initial 
payment.  A person  is  never  asked 
to  contribute  again. 

The  rate  of  14,000  new 
meditators  each  month  without 
any  wide  range  advertizing  is  a 
strong  indication  that  something 
good  is  happening.

Roach  reviews  . . . 

“ . . . And  Miss  Reardon 
Drinks  a Little” 


. . And  one  of  her  sisters  is  a 
cold  bitch  and  the  other  is  crazy. 
All  of  them  are  school  teachers  - 
with  an  evasive  problem.  "Miss 
Reardon"  is  a play  about  people 
that  relies  on  the  searching, 
cutting,  at  times,  violent  interac- 
tion of  personalities  rather  than 
events  for  its  plot.  “Sleuth"  and 
"Who's  Afraid  of  Virginia 
Woolf?"  arc  similiar  to  "Miss 
Rcarden”  in  concept.  They  all 
center  around  a psychological  fight 

"Miss  Reardon”,  then,,  pre- 
sented a unique  challenge  to  the 
J.C.  Pjayers.  There  is  none  of  the 
naturalness  and  prolonged  tran- 
quility that  padded  "Butterflies 
Are  Free".  There  are  no  song  and 
dance  numbers  to  distract  the 
viewers’  attention  from  weak 
characterizations  as  in  "Cabaret". 
In  "Miss  Reardon",  every  line 
carries  the  entire  weight  of  the 
play  and  urgently  flows  back  and 
forth  between  the  characters  like 
an  intense  electrical  current  from 
the  first  to  the  very  last  line  of  the 
play. 

I guess  I should  reveal  at  this 
point  that  I am;  biased;  “Sleuth" 
and  "Virginia  Woolf”  are  two  of 
my  favorite  plays.  I adore  the 
bitter  arguments;  I writhe  with  joy 
at  the  biting  sarcasm  and  1 tremble 
with  every  cold  lethal  stare.  And  I 
loved  every  second  of  "And  Miss 
Reardon  Drinks  A Little". 

Luanne  Sholtcs  as  Catherine,  an 
old  maid  school  teacher  who  drinks 
"a  little",  exhibited  a continuous, 
tightly  linked  chain  of  verbal  abuse 
that  triumphantly  surpassed  even 
her  own  inatc  nastiness.  The 
makeup  and  voice  were  surpris- 
ingly convincing  for  a character  so 
wounded  and  bittered  by  life. 
Catherine's  black  humour  perfect- 
ly distributed  throughout  the  play 
like  little  machine  gun  bursts  in 
between  the  coldness  of  Ceil  and 
the  vulnerability  of  Anna  was. 
what  else  can  1 say,  sadistically 
refreshing. 


Did  I say  Ceil  was  merely  cold? 
Ceil,  to  be  more  exact,  had  gone 
beyond  absolute  zero.  She  radiated 
a frigid  contempt  from  her  eyes 
that  could  have  frozen  a penguin 
with  its  back  turned  at  20  paces.  , 
Sue  McCabe,  as  Ceil,  was  a 
pleasure  to  watch;  her  expression. 
Iicr  eyes,  the  way  she  carried 
herself,  all  seemed  to  say.  "Don't 
touch  me!",  sometimes  with  a 
"you,  bastard"  tacked  on  to  the 
end  for  good  measure.  Some  men 
would  travel  continents  for  a slap 
from  so  marvelous  a monument  of 
stony  rejection. 

The  show  took  place  in  the 
"square",  and  this  icy  portrait  of 
Ceil,  as  well  as  Luannc's  painfully 
witty  lines  were  felt  equally  on  all 
sides.  The  third  sister.  Anna, 
however,  was  different.  Rather 
than  confronting  the  audience,  slip 
drew  them  in.  Compassionately 
played  by  Sunny  Graucr.  this 
pitiful  character  at  first  laughed  at. 
soon  commands  careful  observa- 
tion. Expressed  in  a madly  delicate 
rationale,  it  is  her  lines  that  take 
the  viewer  closer  to  the  reality  of 
their  situation.  And  this  play,  like 
(he  others  I mentioned  previously, 
is  in  search  of  its  own  reality. 

Contributing  to  the  confusion 
and  the  revelations  were  Louise 
Converse  and  Dan  Govcrnale, 
'playing  a frustrated  counselor  and 
her  overbearing  husband.  Dan's 
crushing  blunders  to  his  wife's 
embarrassment  finally  exposes 
what  is  left  of  the  sordid  truths  in 
a heated  argument. 

Everyone  was  convincing.  With 
(he  minor  exception  of  some  of  the 
makeup,  the  voice  pitches  of  a 
couple  of  older  characters  and  one 
or  two  moments  in  the  first  act 
where  Sue's  cold  death  lock  on  her 
situation  seemed  to  falter,  I could 
find  nothing  wrong  with  "Miss 
Rcarden".  In  fact,  I loved  it  so 
much,  that  I publicly  invite  Sue 
McCabe  and  Louanne  Sholtcs  to 
verbally  abuse  me  at  their 
convenience.

Pete  Neff  Speaks 
on  J.J.C.  Tennis 


TENNIS  TEAM  CO-CAPTAINS  > 


In  1970,  three  players  came  to 
Pete  Neff  and  askca  him  to  coach 
the  tennis  team.  If  Neff  declined 
there  probably  wouldn't  have' been 
a tennis  team  at  all  that  year. 
However,  that  was  not  the  case 
and  in  reference  to  his  position  as 
tennis  coach.  "1  love  it".  Neff 
hadn't  any  previous  coaching 
experience  in  tennis  and  had  just 
played  what  he  described  as  “fun 
tennis',,  however  he  did  compete 
in -soccer,  swimming  and  rugby  in 
his  college  days. 

Getting  into  the  situation  at 
Ju.Co.  last  year's  team  finished 
with  a mediocre  6-6  conference 
record.  They  also  took  1 3th  in  the 
regional,  the  worse  they  had  done 
in  4 years.  The  N4C  conference 
according  to  Pete  is  probably  the 
best  in  the  state  for  tennis.  For  the 
past  3 years  a member  of  the  N4C 
has  captured  the  state  crown. 

The  Dual-Meets  which  the 
tennis  team  plays  in  the 
conference  features  a 3-2,  no 
crossover  type  play.  In  other  words 
there  arc  3 singles  matches  and  2 
doubles  and  no  player  can  compete 
in  more  than  one  match.  One  point 
is  then  awarded  per  victory  and 
the  best  dual  meet  record  wins  the 
conference  championship.  At  the 
end  of  the  season  a conference 
tournament  is  played  to  determine 
the  individual  champions. 

This  year's  team  will  include  six 
returning  lettcrman  and  nine  first 
year  men.  The  returnees  arc 
Co-Captains  Dave  Hcnschcl  and 
Bob  Wilson,  also  Bill  Brisbin,  Ray 
Bracca.  Dave  Johnson  and  Tom 
Sokolinski.  First  year  men  include 
Bob  Brincy.  Keith  Hewitt.  Don 
Kazak.  Steve  Macholz.  Dave 
Pozzi.  Jint  Rogers.  Norm  Rossuni. 
Rick  Streitz  and  Jim  Tomac.  Pete 
stated  he  suspects  we'll  have  a 
better  season  this  year  than  last.  A 
two-fold  reason  was  given:  the 
returning  vets,  and  tnc  first  year 
men  who  are  also  good  tennis 
players.  He  also  slated  "we'll 
develop,  and  with  the  depth  wc 
have  I think  wc  will  enjoy  a good 
year.”  Pete  also  mentioned  the 
fact  that  the  players  work  with 
each  other  and  thus  learn  from  one 
another.  "The  season  record  will 
depend  on  the  attitude  of  the  team 
members  and  how  they  work 
together."  He  went  on  to  say  no 
one  individual  has  a starting 
position  locked  up  and  any  one 
member' of  the  squad  could  be  a 
starter.

At  least  five  new  courses  will  be 
among  additions  made  to  the  Joliet 
Junior  College  curriculum  for  the 
fall  ’74  semester. 

Speech  110,  a class  on  group 
discussion  will  begin.  The  three 
credit  class  will  deal  with  how  to 
hold  and  partake  in  a group 
discussion,  choosing  a leader,  and 
organizing  material  to  be  covered 
in  a group  discussion. 

Media  Production  LRES  252- 
Photography/Television  will  be  a 
brand  new  program  for  JuCo.  This 
course  will  cover  the  basic 
technical  aspects  of  photography, 
cinematography,  and  television 
production.  It  will  instruct 
students  in  the  use  and  operation 
of  16  mm  movie  equipment, 
techniques  in  videotaping,  dark- 
room procedures,  and  production 
of  instructional  materials.  It  will 
also  familiarize  students  with  the 
basic  television  studio  procedures. 
There  will  be  two  television 
studios  which  will  be  broadcasting 
through  the  college. 

Media  Production  LRES  253- 
Graphics/ Audio  will  deal  with  the 


technical  aspects  of  producing 
tapes  such  as  those  used  in  the 
GAS  Biology  program,  and 
transparencies  for  use  as  instruc- 
tional material  in  the  class. 

Library  Orientation  will  be  a 
non-credit  course.  Students  in  this 
course  will  learn  how  to  use  the 
equipment  available  in  the  library 
and  to  locate  and  make  use  of 
various  resources. 

The  last  addition  to  the 
curriculum  is  no't  really  a new 
course  offering,  but  a combination 
of  a two  semester  sequence  into 
one  semester.  Physical  Science 
109-110  will  be  reduced  from  two 
three  credit  classes  to  one  four 
credit  class.  The  class  is  a survey 
science  course  for  non-science 
majors.  It  covers  a little  of  the 
basics  in  chemistry,  biology,  and 
physics. 

One  course  still  being  con- 
sidered for  students  this  fall  is 
Advanced  Floral  Design.  As  part 
of  the  floriculture  program  of  the 
horticulture  department,  this  class 
would  instruct  students  in 
arranging  of  ornamental  flowers.

Candidate  Robinson : Concerned 
for  Promotion  of  Education

Mr.  Lewis  M.  Robinson  recently 
announced  his  candidacy  for  the 
JJC  Board  position  to  be  filled  in 
District  525's  upcoming  April  13 
election. 

One  of  Robinson’s  prime 
concerns  is  the  lack  of  Board 
representation  for  people  living 
outside  the  Joliet  area.  He  notes 
that  Grundy.  Kendall  and  the 
other  southern  counties  supply  a 
third  of  the  District’s  student  and 
property  taxes.  Yet  they  have  not 
been  represented  on  the  Board 
since  A.  Holler  of  Manon  1 left  his 
post  in  1971.  The  original  JJC 
Committee  promised  such  repre- 
sentation. says  Robinson,  and  he 
(a  Gardner  resident  for  18  years)  is 
running  to  bring  it  back. 

Robinson  is  also  concerned  with 
inadequate  transportation  to  the 
college  and  poor  road  conditions 
south  of  it.  Though  he  opposed  the 
RTA  in  the  form  it  was  presented 
to  the  voters,  he  strongly  favors  an 
improved  bussing  system.  He  also 
supports  the  construction  of  a new 
interchange  to  link  1-80  directly  to 

JJC. 

In  academics.  Robinson  hopes  to 
promote  continued  experiment  in 
education.  He  believes  in  the 
community  college  and  satellite 
center  system,  which  provides  "a 
continuing  plan  of  education  not 
only  for  youth,  but  for  all  age 
groups."  If  elected,  he  plans  ‘~ 


work  for  the  "maintenance  of  a 
qualified  and  imaginative  staff  to 
furnish  a social,  practical,  applied 
and  academic  curriculum  at 
minimal  cost." 

Robinson  said  he  would  try  to 
help  avoid  conditions  of  poor 
relations  between  the  college's 
staff  and  administration  in  which 
the  students  may  suffer.  Such 
prevention,  he  said,  depends  on 
"an  acceptance  and  dedication  to 
collective  bargaining  by  the 
federal  mediators  provided  by 
law"  rather  than  a dependance  on 
hired  professional  negotiators.  He 
also  favors  increased  accounta- 
bility of  elected  bodies  to  the 
taxpayers,  and  more  democratic 
methods  in  government.  It  would 
be  beneficial  for  Board  meeting 
locations  to  be  rotated  among  the 
several  towns  of  the  district,  he 
indicated. 

Mr.  Robinson  is  a World  War  II 
veteran,  a member  of  the  public 
service  oriented  Lions  Club 
(dedicated  to  helping  the  blind), 
and  for  18  years  has  been  a 
member  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Teachers.  He  considers  the 
latter  his  greatest  asset.  Through 
it  he  has  been  able  to  do  much 
work  in  the  field  of  Human 
Relations,  for  which  he  received  an 
award  from  Joliet's  City  Council  in 
1971.  Robinson  is  currently 
teaching  in  the  social  science 
department  at  the  Joliet  township 
high  school  central  campus.

Some  of  the  concepts  and 
teachings  of  astrology,  and  the 
mathematical  study  of  how 
planetary  cycles  influence  man.

astrologer.  Homer  Lathrop  at 
lectures  given  in  the  JJC 
concourse  at  1 p.m.  and  8 p.m., 
Friday.  March  IS.  - 

Mr.  Lathrop.  director  of 
Astro-Research  Associates,  began 
his  talks  by  offering  some  of  the 
history  of  the  ancient  study  of 
astrology  and  gave  some  examples 
of  how  man  is  influenced  by  the 
planets  and  moon.  He  ended  his 
talk  by  answering  questions  from 
the  audience. 

A personalized  horoscope,  which 
he  described  as  a map  of  the 
heavens,  can  reveal  a person’s 
character,  timing  factors,  past 
experiences  and  future  responses. 


Mr.  Lathrop  said  these  persona- 
lized horoscopes  cost  S75rOQ  — -i 
arc  95%  accurate.  He  also  uses 
handwriting  and  palmistry  in  his 
analyses. 

Mr.  Lathrop  believes  that 
astrology  is  the  first  door  in 
understanding  how  we  fit  into  the 
scheme  of  the  universe.  He 
became  interested  in  astrology 
through  the  writings  of  psychic, 
Edgar  Caycc. 

Mr.  Lathrop  attended  North- 
western University  in  Evanston. 
He  also  taught  a non-credit  course 
in  astrology  there.  He  is  presently 
preparing  several  manuscripts  for 
publication.

Career  Ed  Center 


Joliet  has  been  selected  as  the 
site  of  a national  demonstration 
center  for  career  education.  At  a 
press  conference  the  announce- 
ment was  made  that  Joliet 
Elementary  School  District  86. 
Joliet  Township  High  School 
District  204,  and  Joliet  Junior 
College  District  525  have  been 
chosen  to  develop  a comprehen- 
sive and  articulated  program  of 
career  education  for  all  students 
from  kindergarten  through  grade 
14.  Primary  funding  for  the 
three-year  project  will  be  provided 
by  the  Federal  Govemmeht.  with 
planning  and  implementation  a 
joint  effort  between  the  local 
districts  and  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Vocational  and  Technical  Educa- 

Dr.  Arthur  Burning.  Dr.  Donald 
J.  D’Amico,  and  President 
McAninch  each  expressed  enthus- 
iasm for  the  project. 

Dr.  McAninch  stated,  "In  this 
cooperative  effort,  our  districts  will 
not  only  be  developing  a much 
needed  program,  but  will  also  be 
pening  the  door  more  widely  to 
continued  cooperation  designed  to 
provide  the  best  possible  learning 
experiences  for  all  of  our 
students." 

Thomas  Boldrcy.  Coordinator  of 
Vocation  Education  for  District  86. 
Willis  Shay.  Director  of  Vocational 
Education  for  District  204.  and 
Maynard  Boudreau  co-authored 
the  project  proposal. 

Boldrcy  gave  credit  to  the  entire 
community  for  the  selection  of 
Joliet  as  a demonstration  center. 
"Local  government,  business,  and 
industry  have  demonstrated  an 
ability  and  willingness  to  ctxipcr- 
atc  with  the  schools."  he  said. 
"Obviously  the  existence  of  this 
Kind  of  working  relationship  has  a 
strong  influence  on  those  persons 
who  made  the  decision."

Thc  primary  purpose  of  the 
demonstration  center  will  be  to 
provide  -an  opportunity  for 
educators  throughout  the  nation  to 
sec  exemplary  career  and  voca- 
tional education  programs  in 
operation.  Although  it  will  not 
necessitate  the  bidding  of  a new 
facility,  it  will  include  the 
implementation  of  some  new 
programs  and  the  expansion  of 
sonic  'existing  programs.  Accord- 
ing to  Deans  Davis  and  Boudreau, 
both  of  whom  were  involved  in 
writing  the  proposal,  those  aspects 
of  the  demonstration  center  to  be 
studied  for  implementation  at  JJC 

(1)  (CVIS)  The  Computerized 
Vocational  Information  System 

JJC  is  planning  a model  career 
resource  center  which  would  allow 
the  inclusion  of  a computer 
program  which  allows  students  to 
explore  information  about  self, 
occupations,  and  educational 
opportunities.  This  CVIS  (or 
similar  system)  would  have 
terminals  located  in  each  of  four 
junior  high  schools,  three  high 
schools,  and  the  junior  college. 

(2)  System  for  Individualizing 
Vocational  Education 

This  project  will  allow  incorpor- 
atioh  of  the  individualized 
instruction  system  into  each  of  five 
occupational  areas  at  both  the  high 
school  and  junior  college  level. 

(3)  The  Illinois  Occupational 
Curriculum  Project  (IOCP) 

This  project  consists  of  manage- 
ment strategies  related  to  typical 
program  planning  and  evaluation 
problems  in  occupational  educa- 
tion. It  will  allow  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  IOCP  program 
throughout  the  high  school  district 
and  stimulate  a greater  involve- 
ment in  the  JJC  district.  This

A cost  analysis  project  for 
occupational  education. 

(7)  Three  Phase  System  for 
Statewide  Evaluation  of  Occupa- 
tional Education  Programs  in 
Illinois 

Each  local  educational  agency 
would  plan  their  occupational 
educational  program  for  one  and 
five  years  and  submit  it  annually 
to  DVTE  for  review  and 
evaluation.  Periodically,  an  evalu- 
ation team  composed  of  external 
business  and  industrial  repre- 
sentatives. vocational  educators, 
and  students  will  visit  to  compare, 
in-depth,  what  the  agency  is  doing 
with  what  they  said  they  would  do.

ROACH  REVIEWS  . . . 

The  Three  Muskntcers  and  The 
Academy  Awards 

I would  like  to  begin  with  a 
comment  on  the  Academy 
Awards.  In  the  past  few  years, 
the  Academy  has  suffered 
minor  setbacks  with  Scott  and 
Brando  refusing  the  coveted 
Oscar  for  best  actor.  Probably 
inspired  by  this,  there  has  been 
more  and  more  talk,  question- 
ing the  value  and  purpose  of 
the  Awards. 

It  takes  more  than  two 
dissenters  and  some  talk  to  put 
down  a bona-fide  American 
tradition,  though.  Last  week, 
with  a star-studded  show  that 
was  extravagent  even  by 
Academy  Award  standards, 
Hollywood  rallied  to  put  Oscar 
back  into  the  unquestionable 
limelight.  In  fact,  they  even 
raised  him  a little  higher  on  his 
golden  pedestal. 

Practically  everyone  who 
spoke  (among  the  John 
Houston  and  Liz  Taylor) 
plugged  the  Academy  and  I'm 
sure  that  no  one  who  watched 
the  show  was  disappointed.  It 
offered  everything,  all  the 
glittering  personalities  and,  of 
course,  all  the  favorite  movies 
winning  the  awards.  I admit 
to  being  one  of  the  millions 
taken  in  by  that  glitter:  I just 
wish  that  the  Academy 
wouldn’t  jack  up  Oscar  any 
higher  on  his  already  too  lofty 
pedestal. 

These  awards  are  nothing 
more  than  the  results  of  a 
popularity  contest.  A leading 
actor  is  selected  by  a group  of 
his  peers,  based  on  not  just  his 
performance,  but  also  his 
popularity  with  the  public  and 
his  “good  name"  with  his 
fellow  actors.  With  these  three 
things  considered,  someone  is 
given  the  tag  "Best  Actor”. 

I have  no  objection  to  the  tag, 
the  process  or  even  the 
overdone  pageantry.  My  objec- 
tion is  to  tne  Academy  implying 
that  so-and-so  is  The  Best  Actor 
in  terms  of  acting,  when  if  fact 
a prerequisite  of  popularity  and 
a strong  feeling  of  sentiment 
among  his  peers  are  required 
before  he  can  be  chosen. 

The  Awards  arc  here  to  stay 
and  we  need  them  to  remind 
the  public  of  the  artistic  and 
technical  side  of  movie-making. 
We  need  them  to  reward  and 
stimulate  our  movie  makers,  to 
encourage  perfection  and  excel- 
lence in  films.  However,  we 
don't  need  to  insult  the  actors 
and  technicians  working  on  the 
perimeter  of  acceptance  by 
naming  Jack  Lemmon  or  "The 
Sting"  as  the  ultimate  goals  in 
movie-making. 

Unfortunately,  what  we  see 
in  the  theatre  is  not  current. 
Traditionally  art  changes  ahead 
of  the  times.  What  we 
experience  in  the  American 
theatre  is  painfully  dragging  its 
feet,  not  just  dragging  them 
behind  current  trends  in  the 
realm  of  art,  but  dragging  them 
even  behind  our  own  slow 
moving  culture. 

In  reality,  Lemmon  and  "The 
Sting''  arc  not  fantastic 
inovations  in  the  art  of  movie 
making.  One  can  hardly 
compare  them  with  Chaplain  of 
"Citizen  Kane"  or  anything 
else  that,  represented  a positive 
change  or  an  advancement. 
Rather,  they  are  safe  and 
successful. 

Maybe  it  just  depends  on  the 
individual’s  definition  of  art. 
Mind  does  not  stop  at  success 
or  security  though,  and  1 think 
history  will  support  that.  I say, 
let’s  keep  the  Awards:  they 
serve  their  purpose,  only  don't 
push  it.  Let's  drop  the 
pretense.

Questioned  as  to  why  she  ran  for 
the  office  of  president.

The  Veterans  Administration 
has  timely  advice  for  one  million 
veterans  studying  at  colleges  and 
universities  under  the  GI  Bill: 
Return  those  ■'cert''  cards 
promptly  to  insure  payment  of 
edueationl  allowances  for  the  final 
month  of  training! 

Officials  explained  that  the 
certification  of  attendance  card  the 
veterans  receives  with  his  next  to 
final  check  should  be  filled  out. 
signed  and  returned  to  his  VA 
regional  office.  Otherwise,  the 
agency  can't  prepare  his  final 
check  for  the  current  school  year. 

For  most  veterans,  final  months 
of  training  are  May  or  June,  and 
most  '‘cert"  cards  will  be  mailed 
in  April.  Forms  already  have  been 
mailed  to  veterans  whose  enroll- 
enrollment  periods  and  earlier, 
however.

Circuit  Ct. 
Judges 
Speak  in 
D Mall 

By  B.  J.  Ellis 

Judges  Thomas  Vincent  and 
Robert  Bucher  spoke  and 
answered  students  questions  at 
noon  in  the  D Mall,  Tuesday,  April 
2,  1974. 

Circuit  Court  Judge  Vincent 
opened  the  hour  with  a brief 
description  of  a judges  role  in 
government  and  as  a servant  of 
the  people  who  must  see  that 
justice  is  done  in  a court  of  law. 

“He  must  have  common  sense 
and  be  quick  in  judgement.” 
Stated  Judge  Vincent.  "He  must 
spend  long  hours  on  the  bench  and 
in  his  chambers  going  over 
advance  sheets  and  briefs  on 
cases.  He  has  the  power  to 
determine  the  fate  of  the  person 
before  him  and  this  is  a 
tremendous  responsibility.” 

Judge  Vincent  felt  that  the 
toughest  cases  to  judge  were 
contested  adoptions  when  the  best 
interest  of  the  child  is  hard  to 
determine. 

Though  he  was  some  30  years  in 
a private  law  practice  he  enjoys 
the  position  of  judge  more  than 
anything  else  he  has  done  in  his 
life. 

Judge  Vincent  was  appointed  to 
the  position  of  Full  Circuit  Court 
Judge  15  months  ago  by  the 
Supreme  Court  after  the  retire- 
ment of  Judge  Hutchison. 

Judge  Robert  Buchar  then  read 
a creed  written  by  Judge  Albert  J. 
Ingle  which  he  felt  applied  to  all 
men  in  the  position  of  judge. 

Judge  Buchar,  the  opposing 
candidate  running  on  the  Demo- 
cratic ticket,  stated  that  it  was  a 
shame  that  two  good  men  must 
run  against  each  other  and  that 
their  policies  were  basically  the 


"1  don’t  feel  that  a judge  should 
run  on  a party  ticket  with  other 
elections  or  run  under  a party 
lable."  Judge  Buchar  said. 
"When  politics  enter  into  the 
running  for  judge  people  tend  to 
vote  for  their  party  rather  than  the 
best  man  for  the  job.” 

Formerly  a Justice  of  the  Peace, 
Judge  Buchar  has  been  on  the 
bench  since  1961. 

The  election  between  Judges 
Vincent  and  Buchar  for  the 
appointment  of  Full  Circuit  Court 
.Indue  will  take  place  in  July  of 


me  current  semester,”  they 
stressed,  “the  veterans  cannot 
automatically  be  enrolled  for 
upcoming  summer  or  fall  sessions, 
if  he  plans  to  continue.”

Don’t  lose  track  of  the 
certification  card;  2.  Send  the  card 
back  to  VA  by  certified  or 
registered  mail;  3.  Do  not  bend  or 
damage  the  card;  4.  Make  sure 
that  they  get  the  card.  If  they  are 
registered  for  the  semester,  the 
card  should  come  with  the  Nov. 
check.  If  they  are  registered  for 
the  year  it  should  come  with  the 
April  check.

But  just 
like  a bank  a prison  doesn’t  give 

Our  tour  guides  seemed  to  show 
us  an  awful  lot  of  shops  where  the 
prisoners  work.  This  to  tally  up 
time  and  divert  our  attention  from 
the  ccllhouses. 

Our  tour  included  only  one 
cellhouse,  in  which  the  prisoners 
all  looked  mentally  castrated.  They 
looked  depressed  both  physically 
and  mentally.  In  Cellhouse  ’B' 
where  all  the  trouble-makers  are 
kept  very  few  are  ever  allowed  to 
leave  their  cells.  A cell,  about  the 
area  of  a medium  size  closet  looks 
more  like  a cage  at  Brookfield  Zoo 
for  a skunk. 

I agree  the  prisoners  committed 
an  actagaincst  society  and  must  be 
punished.  Why  not  let  the  inmates 
be  visited  by  wives,  girlfriends, 
etc.  occasionally.  Set  up  a system 
where  they  could  live  in  quonset 
huts  and  enjoy  one  another.  If  this 
were  set  up  a great  amount  of 
tension  would  be  releaved.

On  Patriotism  by  JIM  LOUKAS 

Having  spent  all  of  my  life  in  the 
United  States,  being  able  to 
express  my  ideas,  to  be  free,  free 
to  live,  free  to  love,  I have  felt  a 
special  obligation  to  contribute  to  a 
resurgence  of  patriotism.  Although 
Patriotism  has  many  outward 
forms  of  expressions,  it  is  basically 
an  inward,  personal  feeling.  In  the 
simplest  terms,  it  is  love  of 
country  - and  no  one  yet  has 
devised  a way  to  measure  the 
depth  or  breadth  of  such  a 
personal  feeling. 

I have  spoken  publicly  in  an 
S.G.A.  meeting  of  the  need  to 
rekindle  the  flame  of  patriotism. 
Unfortunately,  criticism  of  a 
decline  in  patriotism  is  not  yet  to 
provide  the  spark  to  light  that 
flame  (the  wife  who  complains, 
"You  don't  love  me  anymore”  is 
doing  little  to  re-establish  marital 
ardor). 

I think  it  could  be  that  the 
people  of  the  United  States 
generally  are  as  patriotic  as  they

issue,  1 am  forced  to  offer  a 
rebuttal.  Inasmuch  as  I agree  with 
Roach's  statement  that  the 
Academy  has  been  doubly  plagued 
with  Scott  and  Brando  refusing 
Oscars,  I wholeheartedly  disagree 
with  nearly  everything  that 
followed. 

So  what  if  the  academy  Award 
presentation  is  filled  with  “glitter- 
ing personalities”  and  "overdone 
pageantry".  These  same  qualities 
are  found  in  many  activities  here 
on  campus,  possibly  even  SGA. 
There  is  just  as  much  need  for 
traditional  pageantry  in  the  Oscar 
Awards  as  there  is  need  of 
parliamentary  procedure  and  order 
in  student  government.

It 
would  seem  that  awards  are  only 
given  to  famous  or  accomplished 
actors  and  actresses,  but  this  is 
because  unknowns  are  rarely  cast 
as  stars  in  movies  of  any  great 
value.  Also,  qnknown  performers 
lack  the  experience  of  the  more 
accomplished  actors,  whose  hard 
work  and  driving  ambition 
eventually  produce  a perfection  of 
style  unsurpassed  by  any 
unknown. 

1 agree  with  you  that  Oscars  will 
around  for  a long  time.  The 
awards  certainly  are  an  incentive 


ever  were,  but  that  modern 
sophistication  has  made  them 
reluctant  to  display  their  feelings. 

I thought  it  proper  to  express 
my  inner  feelings  and  fortunately, 
the  majority  of  S.G.A.  members 
have  felt  the  same  way  as  I do. 

Even  if  Americans  still  nourish 
inwardly  a deep  feeling  of  love  and 
respect  for  their  country,  I have 
observed  a lapse  of  the  outward 
forms  of  patriotism  in  young 

People  can  and  must  judge  us 
and  base  their  opinions  on  what 
we  do  as  Americans.  Proper 
display  of  the  flag,  observance  of 
patriotic  holidays,  verbal  respect 
for  the  nation  and  its  traditions  are 
ways  by  which  young  America 
learns  that  patriotism  is  a thing 
that  can  and  should  be  openly 
expressed.

By  the  time  this  reaches  the 
press  the  news  will  have  been  out 
for  some  time  that  the  Student 
Government  Association's  Fi- 
nancial Responsibilities  Committee 
intends  to  make  a formal  proposal 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
concerning  our  stand  on  the  use  of 
funds  collected  as  'student  activity 
fees'.  It  might  also  be  noted  that 
the  F.R.C.  has  been  working  with 
an  attorney  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  in  Chicago.  The 
first  reaction  of  the  board  was  that 
we  (the  students)  would  go 
prancing  off  to  the  A.C.L.U.  every 
time  we  anticipated  difficulty 
achieving  resolution  on  any 
particular  problem.  There  is  a 
definite  question  of  whether  or  not 
students  rights  have  been  violated 
or  ignored  on  more  than  one  point. 
Students  have  not  only  been 
denied  use  of  certain  implements 
dispersed  through  the  L.R.C.,  we 
have  also  been  denied  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  the 
student  activity  fee  is  used  for  just 
that— activities! 

You  people  have  been  playing 
altogether  too  much  euchre  if  you 
are  not  aware  that  the  Board  has 
demonstrated  full  intention  to  use 
a certain  S50.000.00  fund  which 
has  accumulated  from  past  student 
activity  fees  ($1,000.00)  of  which 
has  been  used  to  purchase  a bell 
by  the  Board)  for  the  expressed 
purpose  of  construction  of 
permanent  facilities  such  as  a 
swimming  pool  or  a fine  arts 
center.  It  is  not  the  responsibility 
of  the  students  to  pay  even  in  part 
for  the  construction  of  such 
facilities.  By  no  stretch  of  the 
imagination  can  students  be 
expected  to  tolerate  this  type  of 
action.  If  we  do,  we  set  a precident 
which  we  cannot  revoke. 

The  F.R.C.  intends  to  see  that 
students  are  advised  of  their  rights 
on  matters  such  as  these.  It  has 
not  been  the  intention  of  S.G.A.  or 
its'  committee  to  threaten  the 
administration  or  the  Board  with 
future  litigation.  It  is  as  simple  as 
this: 

There  arc  certain  poinfs  on 
which  the  S.G.A.  will  not  back 
down.  There  are  legal  questions  ' 
raised  when  one  group  feels  that 
monies  may  have  been  misap- 
propriated. The  F.R.C.  retained 
the  services  of  the  A.C.L.U. 
initially  to  be  operational  in  an 
advisory  capacity.  However,  if  the 
Board  and  the  students  cannot 
come  to  an  agreement  on  certain 
questions  of  rights,  then  we  will 
naturally  take  the  case  to  a highter 
authority.  At  this  time  we  do  not 
anticipate  any  kind  of  court  battle, 
as  such.  There  is  still  room  to 
negotiate  with  the  administration 
and  the  Board.  The  S.G.A.  would 
like  nothing  better  than  to  have 
these  things  resolved  without 
resorting  to  the  high  cost  that 
future  litigation  will  bring. 

To  get  to  the  lighter  side— wel- 
come back  to  Juke  from  whatever 
parts  unknown  you  found  your- 
selves in  during  Easter  break.  We 
on  the  Financial  Rights  Committee 
found  ourselves  in  Daytona,  where 
we  were  ieen  working  diligently, 
night  and  day.  deciding  how  to 
best  serve  the  student  body.  (We 
all  gained  no  sleep  but  plenty  of 
sun  while  working).

FRS  Addresses  JJC  Board 


What  and  where  is  this? 


The  regular  monthly  board 
meeting  was  held  Monday,  April 
8,  in  Shawnee  Building,  froth  8-10 
p.m.  There  will  be  another 
meeting  this  evening.  April  22  to 
reorganize  the  board  (elect  new 
officers). 

Two  members.  Mrs.  Judith 
Baskin  and  Mr.  Victor  Scott  were 
absent. 

Custodial  supplies  were  dis- 
cussed. The  board  felt  that  the 
school  was  paying  too  much  for 
brooms.  The  bids  were  approved 
for  eight  companies  on  the  low 
cost  quotations. 

It  was  then  announced  that 
Trustee  Fizz  Wills  had  had  his 
72nd  birthday.  He  was  congrat- 
ulated by  the  group.  Then  Mr. 
Wills  asked  if  anyone  had  made 
him  a cake,  and  the  answer  was 
negative.  However,  the  board 
voted  to  give  him  a broom. 

Ms.  Paula  Davis,  who  ran  for 
the  board,  was  introduced  to  the 
assembly.  She  is  a student  at  JJC 
and  a member  of  student 
government. 

The  next  topic  for  discussion 
yas  furniture  for  the  new  bridge, 
which  will  be  the  student  center. 
The  bridge,  now  under  construc- 
tion, along  with  the  new  addition, 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  fall  of 
1974.  Two  students,  Paul  Riley 
and  Joyce  Slocum  had  selected 
various  types  of  furniture.  Mr. 
Hines,  Dean  of  Business,  present- 
ed photos  of  the  furniture  to  the 
board,  who  approved  all  of  the 
furniture.  The  board  felt  it 
necessary  to  make  a speedy 
decision  because  the  prices  of  the 
furniture  would  have  gone  up  by 
10%,  had  they  rejected  the  bids. 

Next,  a report  was  given  by  Mr. 
Charles  Warthen  on  the  electron- 
ics department.  Using  graphs  and 
a slide  demonstration.  Mr. 
Warthen  cited  the  progress  of  the 
industrial-technical  program. 
There  are  currently  52  students 
enrolled,  some  in  the  two-year 
program,  others  transfering  to  a 
four-institution.  When  asked  by  a 
board  member  whether  any 
women  were  taking  electronics 
courses,  Mr.  Warthen  replied  that 
there  are  two  women  this  year. 
They  are  using  the  course  as  a 
supplement  to  their  jobs  at 
Western  Electric,  a telephone 
wiring  company.  Mr.  Warthen  was 
aided  in  his  report  by  Mr.  Edwin 
Hassler,  advisor  and  electronics 
teachers. 

Moving  on  to  other  business, 
the  board  approved  an  increase  in 
mileage  allowance,  from  11  cents 
to  13  cents  per  mile,  due  to  the 
rising  costs  of  gasoline  and  other 
traveling  expenses. 

The  resignations  of  Mr.  Isaac 
Singleton  and  Mr.  Alfred  Sigrist 
were  accepted  by  the  board.  The 
board  also  accepted  the  resigna- 
tions of  retiring  teachers.  Mr. 
Donald  Esworthy  in  the  math  dept, 
and  Ms.  Georgina  Johnson,  in  the 
home  ec  dept.  The  two  were 
commended  for  their  hard  work 
and  dedication  to  the  school. 

The  board  approved  the 


appointments  of  Mr.  Jeffery  King, 
Veterans'  Certification  Officer. 
Mr.  Nelson  Calderone,  Project 
Director  and  Placement  Coordi- 
nator of  the  Early-School  Leavers 
and  Job  Center  for  Drop-Outs. 
Miss  Suzanne  Latocha  and  Mr. 
Richard  Manthci  were  non-tenured 
reappointments  approved  for  the 
1974-75  school  year.  Custodial 
positions  were  approved  for  Mr. 
James  H.  Woods  and  Mr.  William 
Kinsley;  a clerical  position  was 
approved  for  Ms.  Patricia  Ann 
Smith.  Mr.  James  Ethridge  was 
approved  as  advisor  in  horticulture 
for  the  latter  half  of  the  spring 
semester,  1973-74. 

Part-time  instructors,  overload, 
and  extra  pay  contracts  were 
discussed  next.  Part-time  contracts 
were  issued  for  26  persons. 
Overloads  were  ok'd  for  John 
Hirmcr,  Leonard  Hodgman,  and 
Daniel  Krezenski,  and  extra-pay 
contracts  were  awarded  to  John 
Hirmer  and  Wilbur  Miner,  for 
special  teaching  services  given  to 
Peoples  Gas,  Light  and  Coke 
Company.  Mr.  Dwight  Davis 
discussed  the  merits  of  the 
extra-pay  contracts,  which  was 
questioned  by  the  board,  he  stated 
that  workers  from  the  gas 
company  are  attending  JuCo 
instead  of  schools  in  their  own 
districts  because  they  arc  pleased 
with  the  educational  facilities  here. 
He  added  that  the  students  chose 
JJC  over  Northwestern  Univ. 

Salary  increases  for  part-time 
instructors  were  approved.  There 
was  some  question  as  to  the  merit 
of  the  “Women  and  Her  Car" 
course  offered.  Dean  Maynard 
Boudreau  felt  obliged  to  explain 
the  significance  of  the  course, 
which  teaches  women  anything 
and  everything  about  cars.  Dr. 
McAninch  then  stressed  the  fact 
that  all  courses  at  JJC  have  merit. 
Further  illustrating  his  faith  in  the 
academic  standards  of  the  school, 
he  stated  that  “There  are  over  100 
students  enrolled  in  the  belly- 
dancing course  at  Romeovillc." 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  the 
report  on  student  activity  fees 
expenditures.  Mr.  Tom  Roach, 
student  board  member,  stated  that 
a number  of  students  are  unhappy 
about  the  use  of  student  activity 
fees.  These  students  argue  the 
legality  of  using  student  fees  for 
anything  other  than  student 
activities  (such  as  I.D.  cards  or  the 
ahtletic  program).  These  students 
have  decided  to  take  legal  action, 
and  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  (ACLU)  has  accepted  their 
case.  Roach  stated.  "We’re  not 
trying  to  run  the  school."  He  just 
wants  to  know  ".  . . where  we  (the 
students)  stand."  Board  member 
Dan  Kennedy  thought  that  going 
to  court  was  a waste  of  money,  and 
that  if  the  two  parties  couldn't  sit 
down  and  discuss  the  matter,  then 
the  activity  fee  should  be 
abolished.  (Waht  about  the 
legality  of  abolishing  the  student 
activity  fee?)  Charles  Kennedy, 
another  trustee,  agreed  with  him, 
stating  that  the  problem  wasn't 


even  being  discussed  with  the 
board  yet,  and  the  students 
shouldn't  be  in  such  a hurry  to 
take  such  drastic  legal  action. 
Roach  then  stated  that  there  was 
no  problem  (possibly  meaning  that 
there  was  nothing  wrong  that 
couldn't  be  ironed  out  with  the 
board  and  the  students).  "We're 
doing  two  things,"  Roach  stated, 
"We're  talking  to  other  schools 
and  we're  finding  out  what  we're 
entitled  to."  The  students  are  not, 
as  of  yet,  threatening  a law  suit. 
They're  just  questioning.  Tom 
said,  "we've  been  told  we  can  win 
in  a court  of  law."  Chairman  Kicp, 
appearing  to  be  a bit  angry  at  Mr. 
Roach's  statement,  exclaimed, 
"Can  you  sec  the  headlines  in  the 
Joliet  Herald-News?"  and  glanced 
at  Herald-News  reporters  who 
were  seated  nearby.  Mr.  Kicp's 
statement  apparently  implied  that 
if  the  students  threatened  to  sue 
the  board  it  would  be  all  over  the 
front  page.  At  this  point.  Mr. 
Robin  Davis,  a student  in  the 
audience,  was  allowed  to  speak. 
Mr.  Davis,  the  chairman  of  the 
Financial  Responsibilities  Commit- 
tee (FRC),  declared  his  desire  to 
meet  with  the  board  and  discuss 
this  controversial  issue.  He 
informed  the  board  of  his  wish  to 
"...  present  our  list  of  objectives 
at  the  next  meeting."  Everything 
that  the  students  arc  asking  for 
".  . will  be  outlined  in  it  (the  list  of 
objectives)"  said  Mr.  Davis. 
President  McAninch  suggested 
that  the  two  parties  get  together  to 
discuss  this  problem,  which  the 
board  agreed  to  do.  This  ended 
discussion  on  the  subject. 

The  results  of  a survey 
conducted  by  Mr.  Hines  on  the 
child  care  center  were  announced. 
The  survey  was  considered  invalid, 
as  only  28  out  of  350  surveys  were 
returned. 

Mr.  Wills  then  spoke  next  about 
the  State  Board  of  Trustees 
workshop  held  in  Elgin.  Some  of 
his  statements  included  an 
argument  against  sex  dcscrim- 
ination  by  Dr.  Dorothy  Bell;  also 
facts  on  how  several  colleges  arc 
pooling  their  resources  in  advertis- 
ing their  summer  school  programs 
in  other  college  newspapers.  Mr. 
Wills  announced  that  a new 
trustee  workshop  was  being 
planned  in  Springfield  for  May  10 
and  II. 

Dr.  McAninch’s  administrative 
report  concerned  the  generosity  of 
Mr.  Maurice  Cameron,  a geology 
instructor,  who  donated  his  agates 
to  the  Lapidary  Arts  Dept.  The 
board  decided  to  write  a letter  of 
gratitude  to  Mr.  Cameron. 

Board  member  Mr.  O'Connor 
spoke  about  the  energy  crisis,  and 
the  steps  that  several  companies, 
such  as  Caterpillar  and  John 
Deere,  were  taking  to  curb  the 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
10  p.m.

Roach  Reviews 

Academy  Awards  & 3 Musketeers 


I would  like  to  begin  with  a 
comment  on  the  Academy 
Awards.  In  the  past  few  years, 
the  Academy  has  suffered 
minor  setbacks  with  Scott  and 
Brando  refusing  (he  coveted 
Oscar  for  best  actor.  Probably 
inspired  by  this,  there  has  been 
more  and  more  talk,  question- 
ing the  value  and  purpose  of 
the  Awards. 

It  takes  more  than  two 
dissenters  and  some  talk  to  put 
down  a bona-fide  American 
tradition,  though.  Lost  week, 
with  a star-studded  show  that 
was  extravagent  even  by 
Academy  Award  standards, 
Hollywood  rallied  to  put  Oscar 
back  into  the  unquestionable 
limelight.  In  fact,  they  even 
raised  him  a little  higher  on  his 
golden  pedestal. 

Practically  everyone  who 
spoke  (among  the  John 
Houston  and  Liz  Taylor) 
plugged  the  Academy  and  I'm 
sure  that  no  one  who  watched 
the  show  was  disappointed.  It 
offered  everything,  all  the 
glittering  personalities  and,  of 
course,  all  the  favorite  movies 
winning  the  awards.  1 admit 
to  being  one  of  the  millions 
taken  in  by  that  glitter;  I just 
wish  that  the  Academy 
wouldn't  jack  up  Oscar  any 
higher  on  his  already  too  lofty 
pedestal. 

These  awards  arc  nothing 
more  than  the  results  of  a 
popularity  contest.  A leading 
actor  is  selected  by  a group  of 
his  peers,  based  on  not  just  his 
performance,  but  also  his 
popularity  with  the  public  and 
his  "good  name"  with  his 
fellow  actors.  With  these  three 
things  considered,  someone  is 
given  the  tag  "Best  Actor” 

I have  no  objection  to  the  tag. 
the  process  or  even  the 
overdone  pageantry.  My  objec- 
tion is  to  the  Academy  implying 
that  so-and-so  is  The  Best  Actor 
in  terms  of  acting,  when  if  fact 
a prerequisite  of  popularity  and 
a strong  feeling  of  sentiment 


among  his  peers  arc  required 
before  he  can  be  chosen. 

The  Awards  are  here  to  stay 
and  we  need  them  to  remind 
the  public  of  (he  artistic  and 
technical  side  of  movie  making. 
We  need  them  to  reward  and 
stimulate  our  movie  makers,  to 
encourage  perfection  and  excel- 
lence in  films.  However,  we 
don't  need  to  insult  the  actors 
and  technicians  working  on  the 
perimeter  of  acceptance  by 
naming  Jnck  Lemmon  or  "The 
Sting"  as  the  ultimate  goals  in 
movie-making. 

Unfortunutely,  wlint  we  see 
in  the  theatre  is  not  current. 
Traditionally  art  changes  ahead 
of  the  times.  What  we 
experience  in  the  American 
theatre  Is  painfully  drugging  Its 
feet,  not  just  drugging  them 
behind  current  trends  In  the 
realm  of  art.  but  dragging  tlirm 
even  behind  our  own  slow 
moving  culture. 

• In  reality,  Lemmon  and  "The 
Sting"  arc  not  fantastic 
inovations  in  the  art  of  movie 
making.  One  can  hardly 
compare  them  with  Chaplain  of 
"Citizen  Kane"  or  anything 
else  that  represented  u positive 
change  or  an  advancement. 
Rather,  they  are  safe  and 
successful. 

Maybe  it  just  depends  ori  the 
individual's  definition  of  art. 
Mind  docs  not  stop  at  success 
or  security  though,  and  I think 
history  will  support  that.  I say, 
let’s  keep  the  Awards;  they 
serve  their  purpose,  only  don't 
push  it.  Let's  drop  the 
pretense. 

Now,  what  was  that  movie  I 
was  going  to  review?  Oh,  yes, 
"The  Three  Muxkatcers".  It 
failed,  to  pul  it  bluntly.  No  gold 
stars.  Director  Lester  tried  to 
pull  of  a marathon  of  slap-slick 
comedy  and  forgot  to  take  the 
time  to  set  up  the  action.  It  is 
like  a lot  of  punch  lines  with  no 
jokes.  One  gets  the  feeling  that 
he  continually  missed  the  point, 
for  giggle-trippers  and  cynics. 


Neighborhood  Youth  Corp  Program  to 
Be  Held  Again  This  Summer  at  Joliet  J.  C.

Forty-five  area  students  will  be 
involved  in  the  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corp  (NYC)  program  to  be 
held  on  the  Joliet  Jr.  College 
campus  again  this  summer.  The 
program  is  for  high  school  juniors 
and  seniors  to  receive  an 
introduction  to  college  level 
courses  and  to  gain  information  on 
job  opportunities  available  upon 
completion  of  their  college  work. 

Miss  Jean  Ingram,  counselor 
who  ts  coordinating  the  program, 
explained.  "The  program  is 
geared  for  underachievers,  those 


who  have  college  level  abilities  but 
have  not  shown  it.  It  is  primarily 
for  students  who  will  enter  their 
senior  year  in  the  fall,  but  some 
juniors  will  also  be  involved."  She 
went  on  to  say  each  student  will  be 
involved  in  two  academic  courses 
and  at  least  one  of  them  must  be 
an  English  Writing  course.  Miss 
Ingram  hopes  the  program  will 
introduce  students  to  vacational- 
technical  jobs  possible  through 
their  college  education. 

Plans  for  the  program  include 
activities  other  than  the  classes. 


Tours  of  area  businesses  arc 
planned  for  the  first  week  of  the 
program.  Also  included  will  be 
tours  of  two  major  universities, 
one  of  which  will  be  Northern 
Illinois  University,  which  will  have 
a similar  summer  program  on  their 
campus.  It  is  also  hoped  the 
students  will  be  able  to  attend  a 
matinee  performance  of  a Chicago 
play. 

Art  and  music  workshops  will  be 
held  in  the  afternoons  two  days  a 
week.  Their  purpose  will  be  to 
teach  students  skills  about  art  or 


music  that  they  can  carry  on  with 
themselves  in  life  such  as 
sculpting,  pottery  and  framing.  On 
the  last  day  of  the  second  summer 
session  an  art  and  music  program 
will  be  presented  by  the  students. 

During  the  last  week  the 
students  will  be  pul  into  groups  of 
three  to  five  to  go  out  and  observe 
people  in  their  jobs. 

Eight  tutors  will  be  hired  for 
these  students  to  go  to  class  with 
them  and  to  help  them  with  their 
studying.  For  more  information, 
contact  Jean  Ingram  in  counseling.

Bringing  Order  to  the  Circus

Executive  Dean  of  Instruction 
Dwight  Davis  is  busier  than  a 
juggler!  That  is  not  just  because 
he  is  the  chief  balancer  of  J.J.C.'s 
budget.  His  job  entails  much  more 
and  he  has  many  other  jobs 
besides  it. 

He  has  worked  as  Chairmun  of 
Will-Grundy-Kankakcc  Counties' 
Comprehensive  Health  Planning 
Council,  investigating  the  avail- 
ability of  medical  care  in  that  area. 
The  Education  Committee  of 
Joliet's  Chamber  of  Commerce 
also  has  had  his  help.  At 
workshops,  he  has  advised  various 
local  companies  on  the  methods  of 
short  and  long  range  planning, 
telling  them  how  to  monitor 
programs  and  convert  worker 
imput  into  charges  resulting  in 
more  effective  operation.  This 
participant-oriented  system  of 
implementation  was  initiated 
under  the  Polaris  Missile  Project. 
Mr.  Davis  recently  published 
Planning,  Implementing  and 
Evaluating  Career  Preparatory 
Programs,  a book  geared  to 
helping  school  administrators 
organize  their  career  - oriented 
degree  programs.  He  has  had 
several  other  volumes  printed — on 
American  industry  for  secondary 
education  level  teachers  and  on 
Writing  Measurable  Objectives  for 
Career  Education  for  Career 
Education  for  instructors  in 
general.  Magazines  have  pub- 
lished some  of  his  articles  pn 
teaching  and  management 
methods  in  education. 

These  treaties  have  created  a 
demand  for  Mr.  Davis's  presence 
at  workshops  with  university 
vocational  trainers  and  school 
superintendents.  Recently,  he

This  is  all  in  addition  to  his  job 
as  Dean  of  Instruction.  In  that 
capacity,  he  is  administrator  of  the 
several  departments  of  education 
at  J.J.C.  He  holds  frequent 
meetings  with  the  other  deans  and 
with  department  chairmen  to 
discuss  plans  for  "improvements 
in  the  content  or  methods  of 
his  book  with  members  of  the 
American  Vocational  Association 
at  their  national  conference.

Association  and  the  Joliet 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  On  April

instruction"  here.  Once  a month, 
the  entire  group  meets  to  work  out 
budgetary  and  facility  problems. 
Some  things  now  being  planned 
are:  the  creation  of  day  and  night 
satellite  centers  at  Bolingbrook, 
new  courses  like  an  open  Business 
Lab,  a Communication  Arts  Course 
in  Television  and  Radio  and 
improvements  in  Speech  and 
group  discussion  courses. 

Other  special  projects  underway 
include  more  instruction  for  plant 
workers  as  requested  by  local 
business  and  a study  program  for 
case  workers.  With  construction  of 
J.J.C.'s  new  wing  continuing.  Mr. 
Davis  is  also  busy  sifting  through 
recommendations  for  charges 
submitted  by  various,  department 
heads.  As  the  semester  closes,  he 
is  settin  up  summer  and  fall 
schedules — a process  complicated 
by  the  possibility  of  downturns  in 
the  energy  situation,  which  could 
hurt  this  college  of  community 
students. 

Barring  such  problems,  people 
who  study  here  this  summer  will 
have  the  advantage  of  another 
Davis  innovation.  Because  the 
summer  session  is  divided  into  two 
six-week  semesters,  students  will 
be  able  to  take  more  courses  if 
they  choose.

Dwight  Davis  has  said  the 
greatest  problem  of  the  Dean  of 
Instruction  is  to  "balance  the 
budget  and  at  the  same  time 
improve  education". 

From  the  information  above,  he  is 
obviously  succeeding  at  the  latter. 
Preliminary  figure  relating  to  the 
former  indicate  there  is  also  no 
reason  to  doubt  his  ability  as  a 
financial  juggler.

On  Edward  Baron  . . . 


Hypnotist  Entertains 
D Mall  Gathering

They  looked  into  his  eyes  for 
several  seconds,  heard  him  snap 
his  fingers,  and  instantly  the  five 
students*appearcd  to  fall  deeply 
asleep. 

In  what  is  claimed  to  be  the 
fastest  hypnotic  induction  in  the 
world,  Edward  Baron  had  taken 
the  first  five  subjects  of  his  1:00 
show  on  April  5 in  D-Mall,  from 
their  normal  conscious  state  into 
the  depths  of  hypnosis  in  a matted 
of  seconds.  Mr.  Baron  then  led  his 
subjects  through  a variety  of 
situations  that  demonstrated  the 
control  that  a person's  mind  has 
over  his  body  and  the  control  that 
the  hypnotist  has  over  his  subject. 

One  demonstration  showed  the 
application  of  hypnosis  as  a 
drugless  anesthetic.  The  hypno- 
tized subjects  were  told  that  their 
right  hands  had  no  feeling  while  a 
burning  match  was  held  under- 
neath their  plasm.  To  further 
emphasize  the  extensive  control 
that  the  mind  has  over  the  body. 
Mr.  Baron  told  one  subject  that 
the  feeling  in  her  left  hand  would 


remain  normal  but  her  right  hand 
would  have  none.  When  a match 
was  held  under  her  right  hand 
there  was  no  reaction,  but  her  left 
hand  jerked  away  when  subjected 
to  the  flame. 

To  demonstrate  the  suggesta- 
bility  of  a person  under  hypnosis, 
Mr.  Baron  had  his  subjects 
believing  that  the  temperature  was 
hot  or  cold,  that  ants  were 
crawling  all  over  them,  that  they 
couldn't  get  out  of  their  chairs,  or 
that  they  couldn't  lower  their 
arms.  Even  when  they  appeared  to 
be  fully  awake,  their  speech  was 
marred  by  stuttering  or  they 
couldn't  tell  their  left  from  their 
right.  Anything  Mr.  Baron  said 
would  happen  happened. 

Before  Mr.  Baron  released  his 
subjects  from  their  trances,  he 
gave  them  a post-hypnotic 
suggestion  that  they  would  find 
school  and  studying  more  enjoy- 
able. 

When  asked  how  they  felt  after 
their  experience,  several  of  the 
students  answered.  "Fine!" 
"Fantastic!"  and  "Like  I just  slept 
eight  hours!"

Incumbent  Daniel  Kennedy  was 
returned  to  the  Joliet  Junior 
College  Board  of  Trustees  for  his 
third  consecutive  term,  and  Dr.  F. 
Wayne  Graham  was  elected  to  fill 
the  second  vacant  seat  on  the 
Board  in  light  balloting  on 
Saturday. 

Dr.  Graham  led  the  returns 
throughout  most  of  the  evening  in 
what  was  apparently  a concentra- 
ted effort  to  put  someone  on  the 
Board  from  an  area  of  the  district 
other  than  Joliet.  The  present 
district  encompasses  all  of  Will 
and  Grundy  country  plus  parts  of 
three  other  counties.  All  of  the 
present  members  of  the  Board  are 
residents  of  Will  County.  Dr. 
Graham  resides  in  Morris  (Grundy 
County). 

Graham,  a retired  dentist,  has 
been  active  in  both  civic  and 
professional  organizations.  He 
served  on  the  Morris  Grade  School 
District  54  Board  and  on  the 
Morris  Public  Library  Board. 

Kennedy  is  a Joliet  lawyer.  He 
resides  with  his  wife  and  three 
sons  on  Rollingwood  Court  in 
Joliet. 

The  fact  that  school  elections  fell 
on  the  Saturday  following  Good 
Friday  this  year  was  evidently  a 
major  factor  in  light  voting. 
Despite  the  large  percentage  of  his 
lead  (15%).

In  spite  of  poor  advance  ticket 
sales,  a large  crowd  turned  out  on 
Friday,  April  12,  at  JJC's 
gymnasium.  The  non-JuCo  stu- 
dents present  at  the  concert 
appeared  to  greatly  outnumber  the 
JJC  students  in  attendance.  A lot 
of  time  was  spent  in  the  halls  and 
other  parts  of  JuCo  by  people 
satisfying  their  tobacco  needs 
because  the  “no  smoking  in  the 
gym"  rule  was  strictly  enforced. 

Fast  Eddie,  a "dynamic  hard 
rock  band"  composed  of  three 
guys  and  a mountain  of 
equipment,  preceeded  Hearts- 
field's  set.  Anyone  who  knows 
much  about  acoustics  will  tell  you 
that  a gymnasium  is  definitely  not 
one  of  the  best  places  to  hear 
music  because  of  echoes  and 
sounds  bouncine  off  the  walls.  The 


louder  the  music,  the  more 
garbled  the  noise.

Of  course  they 
applauded  after  every  tune  but 
that  was  all  the  encouragement 
they  had  to  offer.  Heartsfield  was 
getting  noticably  tense  after  they 
received  no  reactions  to  any  of 
their  comments  or  questions,  one 
of  the  band  members  remarked 
half  to  the  audience  and  half  to  the 
rest  of  the  band.  "Don't  worry. 
This  will  all  be  over  in  about  an 
hour  and  fifteen  minutes."

Dates  for  Open  House

An  open  house  for  community 
college  students  to  sec  the  new 
permanent  Phase  I facilities  of 
Governors  State  University  will  be 
May  3-4. 

The  open  house  will  coincide 
with  the  third  annual  GSU  Junior 
Collge  Jazz  festival.  Open  house 
hours  will  be  May  3 from  1 to  10 
p.m.  and  May  4 from  10  a.m.  to  10 


Community  college  students 
may  take  tours  of  the  new  GSU 
building.  University  counselors 
will  also  be  present  for  interviews, 
visual  presentations  will  be  made, 
and  there  will  be  exhibits  of  the 
programs  of  the  College  of 
Business  and  Public  Service. 
Collge  of  Cultural  Studies,  College 
of  Environmental  and  Applied 
Sciences,  and  College  of  Human 


Learning  and  Development.  There 
will  also  be  refreshments. 

The  move  to  its  new  S17.1 
million  permanent  Phase  I 
facilities  has  been  completed  by 
new  GSU.  and  the  mini  or  interim 
campus  has  reverted  to  a 
warehouse.  Student  classes  were 
moved  to  the  new  building 
February  18. 

The  permanent  campus  of  753 
acres  is  bordered  on  the  west  by 
Governors  highway  and  the  Illinois 
Central  Gulf  railroad,  on  the  east 
by  Crawford  road,  on  the  north  by 
Stucnkcl  road,  and  on  the  south  by 
Drallc  road. 

Designed  to  attract  community 
college  students  who  live  at  home. 
Governors  State  University  is  a 
senior  institution  of  higher 
education  for  junior,  senior,  and 
graduate  level.  The  experimenting 
university  has  a particular 
responsibility  to  serve  low,  middle 


income,  and  minority  students. 

Albert  H.  Martin  is  assistant 
vice  president  of  academic  affairs 
and  coordinator  of  community 
college  relations.  Harvey  Grimsley 
is  student  information  counselor  in 
community  college  relations. 

In  the  GSU  Junior  College  Jazz 
festival.  16  units  from  10 
community  colleges  will  compete. 

Semi-finals  will  be  May  3 at  6:30 
p.m.  and  May  4 at  1 p.m.  Finals 
will  be  May  4 at  8 p.m.  Student 
admission  for  each  will  be  SI. 50 
and  general  admission  for  each 
will  be  S2.

Joliet  Jr.  College,  EJ&E 
Make  for  Good  Learning 


"We  had  some  very  excellent 
workers  who  spoke  almost  no 
English.  This  created  some 
problems,  especially  in  the  area  of 
safety  information.  Orginally  we 
planned  to  write  our  Safety  manual 
in  both  English  and  Spanish  . . . 
then  we  began  considering  the 
greater  good  that  would  be  derived 
. . . both  by  the  company  and  our 
employees  if  they  could  learn 
English." 

This  is  how  Tom  Rice  explained 
EJ&E's  decision  to  begin  a pilot 
project  in  Joliet  with  on-the-job 
classes  in  English  as  a Second 
language. 

The  course,  offered  in  an  office 
building  on  the  EJ&E  railway 
property,*  is  taught  by  Oscar 
Lopez,  through  the  auspices  of 
Joliet  Junior  College. 

Seventeen  men  arc  enrolled  in 
the  class  which,  if  it  is  as 
successful  as  it  appears,  will  be 
the  model  for  similar  classes 
throughout  the  EJ&E  system. 

According  to  Rice,  the  welfare  of 
the  workers  was  the  first 
consideration  in  starting  the 
classes.  "We  knew  that  the  ability 
to  communicate  well  in  English 
would  be  of  immeasurable  benefit 
to  these  individuals,  not  only  on 
the  job.  but  in  buying  groceries, 
watching  TV,  and  myriad -other 
personal  ways.  Their  inability  to 
communicate  effectively  in  English 
was  keeping  some  deserving 
people  from  promotions  which  we 
wanted  to  give  them  as  well." 

Rice  noted  that  the  program  has 
been  well  received  by  all  involved. 

The  men  attend  class  twice  a 
week  for  two  hours  at  a time.  They 
are  paid  their  regular  wages  while 
they  arc  in  class. 


The  course  is  expected  to  take 
five  or  six  months  on  the  average 
but  no  time  limit  has  been  set. 
Teaching  is  individualized  to  the 
needs  of  each  of  the  workers,  some 
of  whom  speak  broken  English  . . . 
others  who  speak  practically  none. 

Jack  Boyer,  the  Division 
Engineer,  noted  that  the  company 
profits  in  many  ways  from  the 
program.  "Not  only  can' a man 
who  is  working  in  a society  .where 
English  is  the  accepted  tongue 
operate  more  efficiently  . . . we 
are  able  to  understand  how  he 
feels  about  various  aspects  of  the 
job  . . . how  he  relates  to  others. 
In  improving  the  ability  of  these 
men  to  speak  and  write  English, 
much  more  than  just  the  language 
is  improved.  These  classes  have 
given  the  men  greater  confidence 
in  their  ability  to'  express  their 
ideas  and  needs.  We  see,  in  these 
ESL  classes,  the  potential  for 
greater  understanding  of  an 
interpersonal  nature  as  well  as 
improved  safety  and  produc- 
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JJC  career 
programs 
lead  to  jobs 

Students  enrolled  i 
agricullurc.  clcclronics.  mechan- 
ical design,  law  enforcement, 
culinary  arts, ' automotive  service, 
mechanical  production  technology, 
nursing,  and  the  teachers'  aide 
program  invariably  obtain  jobs 
upon  graduation,  in  fact,  one  of 
the  greatest  problems  in  these 
areas  is-  the  lure  of  lucrative  jobs 
before  graduation.  One  noteworthy 
aspect  of  these  programs  is  the 
growing  job  opportunities  for 
women  in  these  fields.

Students  Hear  Aspects  of  Gay  Lib 


On  Tuesday.  April  23.  Mr.  Ken 
Kegley  spoke  on  the  topic  of  Gay 
Liberation.  An  audience  of  around 
forty  students  and  teachers 
listened  to  Mr.  Kegley's  interest- 
ing and  informative  lecture.  Some 
of  the  aspects  discussed  were  the 
history  of  the  gay  movement,  the 
current  movement,  homophobia. 
Freud's  theories  on  the  topic,  the 
1974  philosophy,  different  views  of 
gay  life,  and  the  future  of  gay 
liberation. 

As  early  as  1950,  an  elite  group 
in  California  known  as  the 
Mattachine  Society  held  secret 
meetings  for  homosexuals.  This 
secretive  behavior  was  quite 
common,  as  homosexuality  was 
considered  an  illegal  offense. 
Sixteen  signatures  were  all  that 
was  necessary  for  proof  of 
homosexuality,  and  a confirmed 
homosexual  could  be  sent  to 

The  actual  Gay  Liberation 
Movement  began  in  1969.  In 


Greenwich  Village,  New  York, 
police  raided  a gay  bar  and 
attacked  the  homosexuals.  But  this 
didn't  stop  the  homosexuals  from 
having  meetings.  These  publicly 
known  homosexuals  were  the 
victims  of  many  brutal  assaults. 
Many  people  who  tried  to  hide 
their  homosexuality  were  black- 
mailed. but  if  they -admitted  their 
sexual  preference  they  were  jeered 
at,  beaten  up  and  some  even 
killed. 

Even  now  in  1974  a large 
number  of  people  are  victims  of 
homophobia,  a fear  of  homosex- 
uality, As  illustrated  in  other 
instances,  people  who  fear  or 
misunderstand  something  are  apt 
to  abuse  and  degrade  it. 

There  are  many  misconceptions 
concerning  the  homosexual  per- 
son. One  is  that  homsexuals 
seduce  young  children.  1973 
statistics  have  shown  that  95%  of 
all  child  molesting  crimes  arc 
committed  by  heterosexuals.  An-

Two  cars.'  one  driven  by  a 
bunny,  transported  the  rabbits  to 
their  next  destination  --  Trinity 
School.  The  tardy  rabbits  almost 
missed  the  studens,  who  were 
then  leaving  school  and  boarding 
the  buses.  Fortunately,  the 
youngsters  had  enough  time  to 
stop  for  candy.  One  bunny  said 
she  wasn't  sure  who  had  more  fun, 
the  students  or  the  bunnies. 

The  next  stop  was  the  Joliet  Will 
County  Day  Care  Center,  across 
from  Joliet  Central  High  School.

The  bunnies'  final  visit  was  to 
the  pediatric  ward  at  Silver  Cross 
Hosptial.  Here,  they  cheered  up 
the  ailing  children  with  candy  (for 
those  who  could  eat  it)  and  kind 
words.  The  bunnies,  weary  from 
their  exhausting  afternoon,  were 
very  grateful  when  they  were 
offered  cold  soft  drinks  in  Jhe 
cafeteria. 

The  rabbits  regret  that  they 
couldn’t  visit  more  places,  but  by 
5:30  they  were  just  “.  . . too 
pooped  to  hop",  according  to 
bunny  manager  Mickey  Moore.

other  misconception  is  that 
homosexuals  arc  not  trustworthy. 
This  mistaken  belief  exists 
because  a large  number  of 
homosexuals  feel  the  need  to  lie 
about  their  sexual  status.  A third 
misconception  is  that  all  homosex- 
uals have  a “fairy  voice  and  a limp 
wrist”.  Most  homosexuals  are  not 
at  all  like  the  sterotype,  and  have 
no  outward  signs  of  their 
homosexuality.  Emphasizing  this 
point.  Mr.  Kegley  stated  that.  “1 
would  bet  that  everyone  in  this 
room  has  a homosexual  friend,  but 
you  don’t  even  know  it.” 

Mr.  Kegley  next  discussed  the 
merits  of  Freud's  theory  of  why  a 
person  becomes  a homosexual. 
Freud,  who  has  been  called  “the 
father  of  causality",  offered  four 
explanations.  The  first  is  the 
fixation  theory  - that  a person 
goes  through  a number  of  different 
stages  of  homosexuality.  The 
second  theory  is  a fear  of 
castration,  in  which  a person  shies 
away  from  relations  with  the 
opposite  sex  out  of  fear  of  being 
castrated.  Narcission  is  a third 
theory.  In  this  instance,  a person 
becomes  so  much  in  love  with  his 
own  physical  form  that  he  desires 
homosexual  relations  rather  than 
heterosexual.  The  final  explana- 
tion is  known  as  identification.  A 
male  identifies  with  a female,  or  a 
female  identifies  with  a male. 
Current  studies  have  disproven  all 
of  the  above  with  the  exception  of 
identification. 

The  gay  lifestyle  was  summed 
up  as  a completely  different 
society  or  subculture,  ".  . . 

different  modes  and  standards, 
different  sexual  relationships," 
according  to  Mr.  Kegley.  He 
stated  that  one  out  of  six  persons 
in  the  United  States  are 
homosexuals.  Some  are  hidden  or 
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secret  homosexuals,  while  others, 
like  himself,  arc  latent,  or 
self-confessed. 

Mr.  Kegley  reported  that  there 
arc  fifty-four  gay  bars  in  Chicago, 
but  as  far  as  he  knows  there  are 
none  in  Joliet  at  the  present  time. 
Hammcl  Woods  is  an  area  of 
homosexuals,  in  addition  to  a 
parking  lot  in  New  Lenox. 

Homosexuals  are  the  victims  of 
discrimination  in  occupational 
areas.  For  instance,  the  Supreme 
Court  says  that  a homosexual  can 
not  be  a public  instructor.  Many 
instructors  arc  homosexuals,  how- 
ever. although  they're  not 
self-confessed.  The  Bell  Telephone 
Company  does  quite  a bit  of 
research  on  people  to  guard 
against  hiring  homosexual  em- 
ployees. They  have  three  compu- 
ters. in  Miami,  Washington,  D. 
C..  and  New  York.  These 
computers  keep  records  on 
everybody  in  the  United  States, 
and  even  keeps  track  of  who  has 
charge  accounts. 

In  one  area  brain  surgery  was 
performed  on  homosexuals  to 
remove  the  "homosexual"  part  of 
the  brain.  All  the  victims  died. 
Some  cities  even-  have  laws 
prohibiting  homosexuals  to  enter 
certain  department  stores.  How- 
ever. some  progress  is  being 
made.  Eight  states,  including 
Illinois,  have  liberal  laws  on 
homosexuality.  But  a person  can 
be  arrested  if  he  walks  the  streets 
too  much,  which  is  comparable  to 
prostitution. 

Mr.  Kegley  was  president  of  gay 
lib  movement  at  S.I.U.  for  two 
years.  He  went  out  on  a limb  when 
he  decided  to  run  for  homecoming 
queen,  which  was  diastrous  to  the 
homecoming  activities.  He  had 
been  protesting  the  idea  of 
homecoming  queen,  which  he  felt 


degraded  women.  Although  he 
had  the  support  of  the  women's  lib 
movement  on  campus,  his  action 
cost  him  his  job,  at  a local  food 
market. 

After  his  discussion  there  was  a 
brief  question  and  answer  session. 
When  asked  if  there  were  more 
male  than  female  homosexuals, 
Mr.  Kegley  replied  that  he  had  no 
available  statistics,  but  it  seemed 
that  males  outnumbered  female 
homosexuals  because  women  were 
more  apt  to  hide  the  fact. 

When  questioned  on  the  legal 
aspects  of  two  men  or  two  women 
marrying  each  other.  Mr.  Kegley 
wasn't  certain  if  any  states  as  yet 
permitted  it.  Reasons  for  this  type 
of  marriag  e are  desire  for  such 
benefits  such  as  better  insurance 
policies,  and  joint  tax  returns. 
Some  homosexuals  want  to  adopt 
children,  which  was  not  taken 
lightly  by  state  governments. 
There  is  no  guarantee  that  the 
child  will  grow  up  to  be 
heterosexual. 

Mr.  Kegley  next  answered 
questions  concerning  men  and 
women  who  feel  that  they  were 
born  the  wrong  sex.  They  undergo 
operations  to  change  their  sex  in 
order  to  find  happiness  and  avoid 
further  persecution. 

Concerning  the  topic  of  trans- 
vestites, Mr.  Kegley  stated  that 
some  are  heterosexuals  who 
practice  it  to  make  money. 
"They're  perpetrating  the  stero- 
typed  woman."  he  said.  "That's 
what  women’s  lib  is  trying  to 
fight." 

When  asked  if  he  has 
experienced  resistance  from  his 
family.  Mr.  Kegley  replied  that  he 
had  not.  He  said  that  he  was  free 
to  live  his  life  the  way  he  wanted 
to  live  it.  and  didn't  care  what 
other  people  thought  of  him.

The  Joliet  Junior  College 
Learning  Resource  Center,  located 
in  building  J is  now  open  to  all 
students  and  faculty  members  of 
JJC.  LRC  hours  are  7:30  a.m.  to 
9:30  p.m.  Monday  thru  Thursday, 
7:30  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  on  Fridays, 
and  8:00  a.m.  to  noon  on 
Saturdays. 

Anyone  possessing  a validated 
ID  card  can  check  materials  out  of 
the  LRC.  If  your  ID  card  hasn't 
been  validated  yet,  students  can 
get  this  done  in  the  LRC  at  the  loan 
desk.  High  school  students  can 
borrow  materials  by  making 
arrangements  with  their  school 
librarian. 

The  length  of  loan  for  books  and 
other  materials  hasn’t  changed 
from  last  year.  Stack  books  can  still 
be  checked  out  for  three  weeks, 
phonorecords  for  seven  days,  and 
reserve  books  for  two  hours  or 
longer  depending  on  the  instructor. 
Fines  for  regular  books  are  five 
cents  a day.  The  fine  for 
phonorecords  is  fifty  cents  per  day. 
and  fines  for  reserve  books  are  a 
dollar  per  day. 

A number  of  auxiliary  services 
are  offered  to  students  by  the  LRC. 
Copies  of  audio  tapes  can  be  made, 
and  tv.o  calculators  and  eight 
typewriters  will  be  available  in  two 
to  three  weeks.  Machines  are 
available  to  copy  material  from 
books,  periodicals,  pamphlets,  etc. 
for  five  cents  per  page.  Upon 
request  copies  can  be  made  of 
microfilm  for  students  at  five  cents 
per  page.

New  Program

Approximately  thirty  pre-school 
children  are  the  subject  of  study  by 
child  development  students  in  the 
Home  Economics  Division  of  B 
Building  each  day. 

The  purpose  of  the  study, 
according  to  Home  Economics 
instructor  Barbara  Ann  Wood,  is  to 
teach  child  development  students 
how  to  work  with  children  and  how 
.to  teach  the  youngsters  basic  skills. 

Ms.  Wood  went  further  to  add. 
"Based  on  the  children’s  back- 
ground. the  students  try  to  analyze 
why  the  children  act  as  they  do.” 

Some  children  being  studied  are 
the  offspring  of  parents  who  work 
here  at  Juco  or  of  parents  in  the 
community,  noted  Ms.  Wood.  She 
also  pointed  out  that  the  program  is 
hencficial  to  the  children  in  that  it 
gives  them  an  opportunity  to  learn 
to  get  along  well  with  their 
pre-school  peers. 

In  the  study  of  the  kids,  Ms. 
Wood  pointed  out,  everything  is 
taken  into  account.  For  example,  it 
is  beneficial  to  know  whether  or  not 
the  child  has  had  any  previous 
experience  in  nursery  school  or  in 
playing  with  other  children. 

Additionally,  it  is  meaningful  to 
be  aware  of  the  job,  marital  and 
educational  status  of  the  parents.

Unique  A-T  Approach

The  Auido-Tutorial  Approach  to 
Biology  used  in  Biology  101  is  a 
unique,  yet  advanced  method  in 
education.

Landscaping  JJCs  campus 
offered  on-the-job  training  to  five 
horticulture  students.  Rich  Wicrs- 
ma.  Rick  Riviera.  Rick  Bush,  Russ 
Lassny,  and  Bill  Calhoon  were 
awarded  sfx  hours  credit  for  ten 
weeks  work  plus  a three  dollar  an 
hour  wage.  These  students  worked 
with  the  JJC  grounds  crew  and  a 
professional  landscaping  company 
planting  trees  and  shrubs.  The 
landscaping  of  the  area  between  A 
and  B buildings  and  the  main 
building  was  done  completely  by 
the  students  and  grounds  crew.

A student  survey  of  biology 
students  seems  to  show  they  enjoy 
this  type  of  learning  better  than  the 
regular  form.  The  main  reason  is 
because  they  enjoy  studying  at 
their  own  pace  and  can  go  over  the 
cassettes  again  if  they  miss 
something.  Also  they  enjoy  sharing 
views  about  the  mini-course  with 
their  fellow  students. 

When  asked  of  any  goals,  Mr. 
Allen  said  it  would  be  to  improve 
instruction  and  student  success  in  a 
beginning  biology  course.  It  would 
seem  that  these  goals  are  being 
achieved.

"You  can't  deny  the  community 
use  of  Juco's  facilities  because  it  is 
the  community  college,"  says  Mr.

To  Inspect 
Files  Now 


New  Program  to  Serve 
Visually  Impaired  Students 


According  to  the  mlormntion  re- 
ceived by  the  student  personnel  of- 
fices at  Joliet  Junior  College  any 
visually  impaired  student  enrolled 
in  a post-high  school  program  is 
eligible  to  receive  braille,  large 
type  books,  recordings,  braille 
writers,  recorders,  tape,  braille 
paper,  and  other  similar  aids  from 
the  state  Instructional  Materials 
Center  on  long-term  loan,  to  be 
returned  when  the  student  no 
longer  nepds  the  material  or  is  no 
longer  eijl-ollcd  in  a program. 

A student  information  sheet  and 
ocular  report  must  be  on  file  at  the 
Instructional  Materials  Center  for 
each  student  requesting  services. 


These  are  available  from  the 
regional  Division  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  Office  and  from  the 
Instructional  Materials  Center. 

Students  should  pre-register  and 
consult  their  counselors  regarding 
textbooks  which  will  be  needed  in 
their  courses  in  order  to  obtain 
book  lists  for  the  semester. 

Visually  impaired  students  may 
obtain  further  information  concern- 
ing the  program  by  contacting  Dr. 
Merron  Seron  or  a counselor  at 
Joliet  Junior  College.  The  counsel- 
ing office  will  work  with  any 
student  registered  to  obtain  the 
desired  materials.

meditation

Mark  Leigh,  teacher  and  mem- 
ber of  International  Meditation 
Society,  was  the  guest  speaker  for  a 
lecture  on  Transcendental  Medita-- 
tion  last  Tuesday.  It  was  very 
interesting  and  informing. 

Mr.  Leigh  explained  that  T.M. 
(Transcendental  Meditation)  is 
nothing  more  than  "turning  your 
thoughts  inwards  and  seeking 
inner  peace."  He  also  said  that  if 
used  correctly.  T.M.  will  help  you 
think  more  orderly  and  it  will  free 
you  of  everyday  tensions  and 
anxiety. 

"T.M.  should  be  used  twice  each 
day  to  receive  maximum  benefits 
for  the  mind.  It  works  in  three  ways 
that  are  three  principles  of  the 
thought  pattern.  First,  the  step  of 
“Pure  Consciousness"  is  activated 
by  the  mind  to  follow  the  pattern. 
Secondly,  the  "thought"  enters  the 
brain.  Finally,  the  "action”  is 
taken.  This  process  lets  you.  the 
meditator,  to  completely  relax  and 
organize  the  thoughts  in  your  mind 
as  you  breathe  slowly  and  softly." 
Mr.  Leigh  also  gave  information  of 
the  Science  of  Creative  Intelligence 
(S.C.l.)  of  which  Transcendental 
Meditation  is  subject  to.

LRC  FACTS

The  Joliet  Junior  Learning 
Resource  Center,  directed  by 
Richard  Brandolino  and  staff,  has 
more  to  offer  than  just  books.  The 
library,  which  has  a book  capacity 
of  75.000  volumes,  has  many  other 
features  for  the  concerned  student. 

There  arc  100  carrels  and  184 
tables,  along  with  other  areas  to 
give  the  student  386  places  for 
study.  There  is  enough  area  for 
10.800  reels  of  microfilm  and  a 
periodical  capacity  of  over  20.000 
items.  In  the  card  catalog,  there  is 
plenty  of  storage  for  up  to  300.000 
cards  and  the  map  case  can  hold  up 
to  500  maps.  Also,  the  school 
furnishes  the  students  with  35 
newspapers  and  600  magazines  for 
research.  In  addition  there  are  over 
3.500  records  available  for  use. 

But  this  isn't  all  the  library  has  to 
offer  the  average  student!  An 
80.000  addition  has  added  many 
new  facilities  (hat  will  aid  him  in 
the  future.  Some  have  not  yet  been 
open  to  the  public. 


These  include  a typing  room  with 
4 typewriters  and  2 calculators. 
Another  student  facility  is  a 
student  conference  room  which 
scats  8 and  will  be  available  on 
permission.  A projection  room, 
where  educational  films  will  be 
seen,  is  also  available.  A media 
production  center,  where  films  and 
tapes  can  be  made,  will  also  soon 
be  open. 

Another  major  advancement,  not 
loo  far  in  the  future,  is  a television 
distribution  center.  Here  students 
will  produce  and  direct  television 
shows  and  16  millimeter  films  for 
their  use  in  various  classes. 

The  library  also  has  a processing 
and  developing  area  for  photo- 
graphy. Another  service  includes 
the  maintenance  of  all  school 
equipment.  Not  to  be  forgotten  is  a 
lounge  for  smoking  and  a monthly 
display  containing  the  pottery  of 
Mr.  Doug  Dale. 

When  asked  about  any  goals  of 
the  center.  Mr.  Brandolino  said  he 
hoped  for  increased  student 
utilization.  He  also  thinks  that  the 
library  is  moving  towards  the 
capability  that  a college  library 
should  offer.

The  entire  performance 
made  the  American  people  look  like 
“easy  pickings.”  The  ENTIRE 
flight  of  the  X-2  cycle  lasted  for 
only  brief  seconds  and  landed  far 
short  of  the  actual  target  across  the 
canyon.  Before  the  cycle  was  off  of 
the  ramp  the  parachutes  were  out 
breaking  the  thrust  of  the  missile.

WOODLANDS 

EXPLORED

If  you  will  take  a quick  glance  to 
your  left,  upon  entering  parking 
area  three,  you  will  notice  many  tall 
and  beautiful  trees.  If  you  should 
happen  to  have  a free  moment  I 
suggest  that  you  take  the  time  to 
stroll  through  thest  woodlands. 
The  next  few  weeks  would  be  the 
ideal  time  to  go  for  one  of  these 
relaxing  jaunts,  as  many  of  the 
leaves  arc  turning  color  indicating 
autumn's  quick  approach. 

Various  plant  life  can  be  studied 
in  this  forest  along  with  the  regular 
array  of  wild  animals.  (The  wild 
animals  arc  not  vicious,  so  they 
tell  me).  Some  of  the  more 
interesting  plants  include  the 
Solomon  Seal,  a low  lying  plant, 
bearing  flowers  succeeded  by 
berries  at  the  leaf  axels.  This  plant 
bears  an  edible  tuber  and  is  named 
for  a scar  appearing  on  the  tuber 
that  resembles  the  seal  of  king 
Solomon. 

Another  wild  plant  to  be  found  is 
the  Wild  Leek,  a wild  onion  with  a 
slight  tinge  of  garlic.  In  spring,  it 
can.  be  recognized  by  its  flat 
lancclikc  green  leaves  that  are 
quite  uncommon  among  the  Celluis 
(onion)  family. 

A third  plant  that  you  won't  be 
able  to  avoid  is  the  Burdock.  It  is  a 
large  leaved,  rhubarb  like  plant, 
that  has  a noticablc  odor.  As  the 
root  is  edible,  it  is  cultivated  in 
some  eastern  countries  under  the 
name  of  Gobo;  and  claimed  to  be  an 
aphrodisiac,  it's  often  given  to  the 
bride  on  her  wedding  day.  In  case 
any  of  you  hungry  students  were 
looking  for. a tasty  snack  in  between 
meals,  almost  all  of  these  young 
plants  arc  edible. 

In  addition  to  the  plants,  many 
trees  of  different  size  and  color 
grow  abundantly  in  the  woods.  One 
of  the  most  attractive  trees  is  the 
Kentucky  Coffee  Tree,  a native  of 
eastern  Kentucky,  growing  to  a 
height  of  approximately  60  feet.  It 
bears  pods  in  autumn  that  contain 
beans  which  can  be  ground  for 
coffee. 

In  case  you  were  looking  for 
firewood  to  burn  this  winter,  the 
Shagbark  Hickory  may  be  of  sonic 
help.  The  Shagbark  Hickory  is  a 
large  tree  having  ragged  bark, 
bearing  Hickory  nuts  in  autumn.  If 
its  ashes  are  boiled  in  water,  and 
the  residue  is  taken  off.  you  have  a 
salt  substitute.  These  arc  just  a few 
of  the  obvious  plant  and  tree  life 
existing  in  the  shaded  forest  (hat 
helps  beautify  the  scenery  of  the 
campus  area.

JJC's  Health  Service  depart- 
ment, under  Mrs.  Rosella  Petrich, 
the  school  Nurse,  has  many 
services  to  offer.  Some  of  these  are 
the  handling  of  emergencies, 
counseling  students  on  health 
problems  and  taking  care  of  routine 
health  problems  on  campus. 

The  Health  Department  also 
handles  the  required  immuniza- 
tions and  testing  for  the  faculty, 
and  keeps  a file  of  each  student’s 
Health  record. 

In  the  area  of  counseling  Mrs. 
Petrich  is  available  to  all  students 
with  health  problems.  Pamphlets 
on  Drug  abuse,  V.D.  and  other 
health  problems  are  available  in 
the  Nurses  office. 

The  Health  service  is  presently 
located  in  Rend  Lake,  but  as  soon 
as  the  new  area  is  ready  it  will  be 
moved  to  Room  1023  in  building  J. 
According  to  Mrs.  Petrich,  the 
health  services  hope  to  familiarize 
students  with  the  new  surround- 
ings and  what  is  offered  to  them. 

The  Health  service  office  is  open 
from  7:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m., 
Monday  through  Friday,  with  Mrs. 
Petrich  on  duty  at  all  times.  The 
building  is  also  open  during  the 
evening  from  6:30  to  10:00  with 
R.N.'s  Mrs.  Ellen  Holmgren,  Mrs. 
Coral  Astbury,  Mrs.  Rita  Sova,  and 
Mrs.  Marlene  Smilie  on  duty  at 
alternate  times. 


The  College  Catalog  Collection 
was  acquired  by  the  JJC  library  in 
spring.  1974.  This  supplies  stu- 
dents with  a current  listing  of 
catalogs  that  arc  updated  bi- 
monthly. 

Each  year  the  library  pays  a 
membership  fee  that  includes  the 
updating  service  along  with  an 
index  listing  each  college  or 
university  alphabetically  and  by 
•state.  This  index  tells  the  place, 
slot  and  page,  of  each  microfilm 
contained  in  the  binder  supplied. 
The  initial  fee  of  S300  also  included 
a special  microfilm  machine  to  be 
used  with  the  listings. 


Students  who  arc  aware  of  this 
service  often  use  the  microfilm  in 
combination  with  the  college 
counseling  center  on  the  campus. 1 
The  microfilm  program  also  works 
in  co-operation  with  the  other 
reference  college  materials. 

The  College  Catalog  Collection  is 
available  at  the  front  desk  of  the 
library  for  use  on  the  microfilm 
machines  provided. 

According  to  the  National 
Microfilm  Collection  the  service 
supplies  a more  abundant  collec- 
tion of  college  catalogs  in  a 
condensed,  organized  manner.

JJC  Wolves  "Run" 


Over  DuPage  C.C.

The  JJC  Wolves  literally  ran  over 
DuPage  last  Friday  as  they  gained 
536  yards  and  won  27-7.  This 
makes  their  record  2-0  since  they 
defeated  Thornton  earlier  in  the 
month. 

Although  the  Wolves  won  it 
rather  easily,  coach  Jerry  Yost 
wasn't  all  that  pleased  with  his 
offensive  team. 

“We  had  more  penalties  in  this 
particular  game  than  any  game  I've 
remembered  in  a long  time."  said 
Yost.  Many  times  the  offense  found 
themselves  with  long  yardage  plays 
such  as  first  down  and  25  yards  to 
go.  second  and  18  to  name  a few 
examples. 

"We  usually  don't  make  too 
many  mistakes  and  we  don't  have 
to  look  for  the  big  play,  but  we  were 
continually  looking  for  the  big 
play."  said  Yost.  But  there  were 
bright  spots  as  the  Wolves'  three 
halfbacks  ran  for  over  120  yards. 
Rick  Stanford,  a freshman,  ran  for 
175  yards;  James  Vincent,  a 


sophomore,  ran  for  130  yards;  and 
Kevin  Johnson,  also  a sophomore, 
ran  for  124  yards. 

As  for  the  defensive  team,  they 
played  an  almost  flawless  game. 
DuPage  is  usually  known  for  their 
powerful  offensive  teams,  but  they 
gained  only  76  total  yards  for  the 
day.  44  of  which  came  on  one  play. 
They  also  completed  only  two 
passes  in  the  game. 

DuPage  took  an  early  7-0  lead  in 
the  first  quarter  when  they 
intercepted  a Tom  Moore  pass  and 
went  all  the  way  for  the  score.  The 
Wolves  made  it  7-6  late  in  the 
second  quarter  before  running 
awav  with  the  game  in  the  second 
half! 

Coach  Yost  believes  his  team  is 
the  number  one  ranked  team  in  the 
state  at  this  moment  and  eleventh 
in  the  nation.  Their  next  game  is  at 
Triton.  September  28  at  1:30  p.m.

A 1974  Oldsmobile  Tornado, 
fully  equipped,  was  given  to  the 
Automotive  Service  Department  at 
Joliet  Junior  College  this  week  by 
the  Oldsmobile  Division  of  General 
Motors  Corporation.  On  hand  to 
make  the  presentation  were  J.  W. 
Osborn,  Assistant  Zone  Manager 
for  Service  with  Oldsmobile's 
Chicago  Office,  and  the  Assistant 
General  Service  Manager  for  the 
Western  United  States,  G.S. 
Rittenger. 

The  Oldsmobile  is  an  outright 
gift  to  the  college  for  the  purpose  of 
training  automotive  technicians.  Its 
use  is  restricted  to  training  and  it 
may  not  be  driven  on  the  streets. 

Osborn  said,  "General  Motors 
has  found  contributions  like  this  to 
be  of  real  value  to  educators  in 
their  shops,  classrooms,  and 
laboratories  in  training  qualified 
personnel  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
growing  service  industry." 

He  pointed  out  that  in  1973, 
General  Motors  made  donations  to 
1049  junior  and  senior  high 
schools,  technology  institutions, 
and  colleges.

Combines  Learning  and  Fun

Sunshine  streams  in  the  win- 
dows. Children’s  heads  are  bent 
thoughtfully  over  orange  construc- 
tion paper  and  scissors.  A 
middle-aged  woman  confers  quiet- 
ly with  a tow-headed  3- 
year-old. 

This  is  a typical  scene  in  the 
Child  Care  Center  here  at  JJC. 
From  Monday  to  Friday,  children 
from  3 to  5 years  old  play  and  learn 
within  its  walls,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  director,  Mrs. 
Vivian  M.  Mount. 

The  room  in  which  the  Child 
Care  Center  is  located  is  a bright 
and  cheerful  one.  One  wall  of  the 
room  is  a window,  outside  of  which 
is  a walled-in,  open-to-the-sky  play 
area.  Opposite  this  is  a one-way 

A television  has  recently  been 
installed,  according  to  Mrs.  Mount. 
“This  keeps  the  little  ones  busy,” 
she  said,  "although  so  far  their 


viewing  has  been  limited  to  Seseme 
Street,  The  Electric  Company.  Mr. 
Rodgers,  and  other  educational 
shows." 

Also  in  the  room  arc  play  toys  to 
climb  on.  comfortable  chairs,  a 
work  table,  and  smaller  toys  to  play 

The  one-way  mirror,  which  has  a 
viewing  room  on  the  sec-through 
side,  is  put  into  use  frequently. 
Here  students  can  observe  the 
children  without  disturbing  them. 
The  Home  Economics  students 
observe  the  children  regularly  as 
part  of  their  school  work.  Practtcum 
classes  have  also  used  it  this  year. 

Mrs.  Mount  has  two  student 
helpers  who  come  in  during  the  day 
to  assist  her.  In  addition  to  these 
people.  Home  Economics  students 
help  supervise  the  children  at  times 
as  part  of  an  assignment. 

The  children's  day  is  a 
combination  of  learning  and 
playing.  They  have  regular  learn- 


ing sessions  everyday,  and  are 
taught  how  to  write  their  names 
and  count.  Play  time  is  an 
important  part  of  each  day, 
because  the  children,  while  having 
fun  and  enjoying  themselves,  are 
learning  to  gel  along  with  others. 


Mornings  arc  usually  spent  with 
free  time,  because  not  all  the 
children  arrive  at  the  same  time. 
They  have  a morning  snack,  and 
perhaps  a story,  one  of  the  more 
popular  periods  of  the  day.  After 
lunch,  Mrs.  Mount  will  conduct  the 
learning  session,  outside  play, 
another  story,  an  afternoon  snack, 
and  have  everyone  ready  to  go 
home  by  4 o'clock.

"Not  particularly," 
says  Joyce  Pannhausen.  the  first 
female  member  of  the  grounds 

Only  having  had  the  job  about 
two  weeks,  the  JJC  freshman  from 
Palatine,  Illinois,  has  yet  to  learn 
all  that  her  job  entails.  "I  know  that 
there  will  be  some  things  that  I 
cannot  do  because  of  my  size  and 
strength,"  explained  Joyce,  "but 
there  are  enough  other  things  that  I 
can  do  without  strength."

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Wolves  No.  1 in  State 
With  Win  Over  Triton

"We  have  a real  tough  ball  game 
Saturday  against  Triton.  They  have 
won  their  last  two  games  big  so  it 
will  be  a real  good  game.”  These 
were  the  words  of  head  coach  Jerry 
Yost  before  the  "showdown” 
against  number  two  state  ranked 
Triton.  The  Wolves  are  number  one 
and  they  proved  it  by  crushing 
Triton  28-0. 


Almost  a repeat  of  the  win 
against  DuPage,  the  JJC  Wolves 
capitalized  on  Tritons’  early 
mistakes  by  scoring  14  points  in  the 
first  quarter.  They  added  one 
touchdown  in  both  the  third  and 
fourth  quarters  to  cap  the  scoring. 
Sophomore  running  back  Kevin 
Johnson  led  both  teams  with  a total 
of  120  yards  in  18  carries  and 
picked  up  two  touchdown  runs.  The 
Wolves  as  a whole  picked  up  309 
total  yards  (301  of  which  were 
rushing). 

Once  again  the  defense  contin- 
ued to  play  almost  flawless  ball  as 
they  forced  Triton  to  commit  eight 
fumbles  and  limited  them  to  97 


total  yards  for  the  day.  Triton  has 
been  known  for  their  strong 
passing  teams  in  the  past,  but  the 
Wolves  defense  slammed  the  door 
and  stopped  them  on  just  59  yards 
passing. 

As  in  the  game  against  DuPage 
the  Wolves  found  themselves  in 
trouble  with  penalties.  They  were 
penalized  73  yards  to  Triton's  20. 
This  is  one  thing  they’re  going  to 
have  to  crack  down  on  in  the 
remainder  of  the  season  to  remain 
undefeated. 

The  Wolves  take  on  Kennedy- 
King  away  Thursday  at  7 p.m.

Others  just  make  a 
left  turn  when  the  light  is  red.

with  the  investigation  of  the 
signal's  malfunction.

Joliet  Junior  College  financial 
aids  office  has  available  a program 
that  can  and  will  help  defer  the 
costs  of  a college  education  for  the 
JJC  students.

The  government  in  this 
program  will  pay  80°«  of  the  salary

Some  of  the  jobs  available  in  this 
program  arc  maintenance,  secur- 
ity. lab  technicians,  and  clerical 
work.  There  is  : financial  aids 
brochure  available  through  the 
financial  aids  office.

Bcadlcston.  Mary  Crate  and  Meg 
Gusc  went  to  the  Joliet  Mass 
Transit  District  office  and  talked  to 
Edward  Lawson.  Director  of 
Operations,  about  the  possibility  of 
Joliet  buses  making  runs  out  to 
JJC.  The  main  question,  according 
to  Bcadlcston.  is  if  there  would  be 
enough  students  interested  to 
make  this  a profitable  venture  for 
the  bus  lines. 

Student  Government  Association 
is  going  to  write  up  a questionnaire 
and  send  it  around  some  time  next 
week.  The  purpose  of  this 


questionnaire  is  to  sec  how  many 
students  would  be  interested  in 
riding  a bus  to  school. 

Bcadlcston  said.  "It's  going  to 
take  the  people  to  make  this  thing 
work."  He  further  stated.  "It's  like 
anything  else,  if  they  want  it.

The  cost  to  run  a bus  is  10  dollars 
an  hour  and  the  trip  out  to  JJC 
would  take  30  minutes.  This  means 
that  there  would  have  to  be  enough 
students  riding  so  that  the  bus 
would  make  5 dollars  for  each  trip 
out  to  JJC.  The  cost  to  ride  a bus 
would  be  35  cents  for  a ticket  and 
10  cents  for  a transfer.

Qs  & As  on  Drug  Addiction

The  1950s  movie  The  Man  With 
The  golden  Arm  portrayed  Frank 
Sinatra  as  a drug  addict  writhing  in 
agony  for  days  after  stopping  his 
heroin  use.  He  sweated  heavily, 
had  chills  and  hot  flashes, 
gooseflesh.  and  severe  cramps  in 
his  legs  and  stomach  muscles.  This 
dramatic  depiction  of  a withdrawal 
syndrome  (what  happens  when 
someone  whose  body  is  conditioned 
to  an  addicting  drug  stops  using  it) 
is  basically  correct  but  exaggerat- 
ed. The  ex-addicts  who  run  Staten 
Island's  Daytop  Village,  a receiving 
center  for  hard-core  addicts,  say 
that  they  have  never  seen  that  sort 
of  overwhelmingly  painful  re- 
sponse to  withdrawal.  And  now 
experience  with  soldiers  who 
became  addicts  in  Vietnam,  where 
they  used  great  quantities  of  pure 
heroin,  has  proved  that  heroin 
withdrawal  is  far  less  powerful  than 
imagined.  By  the  fall  of  1971 
doctors  in  Vietnam  were  withdraw- 
ing heavy  users  as  outpatients. 

— Q.  What  then  is  a drug  addict? 
— A.  Orieinallv  an  addict  was 
defined  as  one  who  began  to  use  a 
drug  and  then  found  that  he  had  to 
use  more  and  more  of  it  to  get  the 
same  effect.  This  growing  toler- 
ance was  accompanied  by  a 
powerful  craving  for  the  drug  when 
it  was  not  readily  available.  And  if 
the  drug  was  withheld,  a regular 
user  developed  physiological  symp- 
toms, which  in  the  case  of  heroin 
were  described  above.  However, 
many  of  the  old  beliefs  about 
addiction  have  been  challenged  by 
recent  observation.  Some  heroin 
users,  for  instance,  do  not  develop 
increasing  tolerance  and  can 
control  their  use.  And  recently,  an 
authority  as  distinguished  as  Dr. 
Robert  Newman.  Director  of  New 
York  City  Methadone  Maintenance 
Services,  said,  "l  don’t  know  what 
an  addict  is.”  By  that  he  meant 
that  addiction  is  not  so  clear-cut  a 
condition  as  was  formerly  believed. 
— Q.  What  is  the  problem  in 
defining  addiction? 

— A.  The  chief  problem  in  defining 
addiction  is  the  difficulty  of 
separating  the  psychological  desire 
to  continue  to  use  drugs  — what  we 
might  call  a bad  habit  or  a vice  -- 
from  the  physiological  cravings  of 
the  body  itself.  In  physiological 
addiction,  the  drug  has  so  affected 
body  cells  that,  without  it,  the  body

These  farfetched  statements 
could  be  headlines  of  the  future  if  a 
currently  considered  Congressional 
action  which  would  open  up  more 
than  one-fourth  of  the  nation's  land 
for  mining,  grazing,  and  logging 
interests  is  passed,  according  to  a 
spokesman  for  20  national  and 
intemationl  environmental  groups. 

Under  fire  is  the  proposed  H.R. 
16676  which  could  authorize  the 
sale  of  600  million  acres  of  public 
land  to  various  special  interests. 
"It’s  everybody's  land  that  is  being 
opened  up  for  exploitation.”  a 
spokesman  said,  "nearly  three 
acres  of  public  land  for  every  man. 
woman,  and  child  in  the  United 
States.” 

"This  bill  would  throw  the  public 
lands  up  for  grabs,  sales, 
giveaways,  and  unrestricted  min- 
ing on  a scale  without  precedent  in 
this  century."  said  a sookesman  for 
the  alliance,  Boyd  Rasmussen, 
former  national  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  and  now  a 
consultant  for  the  National  Wildlife 
Federation,  representing  about 
three  and  one-half  million  mem- 
bers. "If  passed,  it's  a throwback 
to  the  19th  Century  mentality  of 


undergoes  changes  that  harm  or 
cause  pain  to  the  entire  organism. 
Heroin  is  such  a drug,  but  the  harm 
that  it  does  to  the  body  has  been 
exaggerated.  Other  powerful  drugs 
like  cocaine  and  amphetamines  do 
not  cause  intrinsic  changes  within 
the  body.  Supposedly  they  arc  not 
addicting.  Yet  most  people  who  get 
attached  to  these  drugs  have  at 
least  as  much  trouble  getting  off 
them  as  heroin  users  have  getting 
off  heroin.  For  example,  a cocaine 
high  reputedly  causes  the  user  to 
feel  sharp  and  quick,  as  if  his  mine 
were  working  marvelously  well. 
But  the  drug  wears  off,  the  user 
experiences  the  opposite  reaction. 
He  feels  heavy  and  slow,  and  has 
considerable  trouble  focusing  his 
attention.  What  is  more,  he  is 
burdened  with  the  knowledge  that 
with  just  a sniff  of  white  powder  he 
can  be  on  top  of  the  world  again. 
The  attraction  is  psychological.  Yet 
once  he  is  stuck  in  his  this  cycle,  it 
is  as  hard  to  break  as  a true 
physical  addiction. 

— Q.  Is  habituation  as  harmful  as 
addiction? 

— A.  Some  of  the  drugs  which  are 
psychologically  habituating  end  up 
causing  more  damage  to  the  body 
than  the  physically  addicting 
drugs.  A person  using  large  doses 
of  amphetamines  has  very  poor 
judgment  and  can  hurt  himself  in 
accidents  or  by  making  bad 
decisions.  Because  users  eat  and 
sleep  poorly,  they  can  suffer 
permanent  damage  from  the 
continuous  disruption  of  ordinary 
eating  and  sleeping  cycles. 

— Q.  Is  there  any  way  to  clear  up 
some  of  this  confusion  about 
addiction? 

— A.  In  1965  the  World  Health 
Organization  suggested  that  we 
stop  using  the  words  "addict"  and 
"addiction”  entirely  and  speak 
only  of  drug  dependents  or  drug 
dependency.  That  removes  the 
problem  of  differentiating  between 
psychological  habituation  and  phy- 
siological addiction;  both  types 
would  be  considered  drug  depen- 
dency. This  broader  term  also 
allows  us  to  cosider  alcoholism  and 
nicotine  dependency  as  part  of  the 
same  issue.  That  might  help  some 
people  understand  that  drug 
dependency  is  a greater  problem 
than  just  heroin  addiction.  The 
term  "addict”  has  come  to  have  so 
many  unpleasant  associations  that 
a more  neutral  term  might  enable 
people  to  think  more  freshly  about 
drug  users. 


unrestricted  privileges  for  mining, 
grazing,  and  logging,  with  barely 
an  afterthought  given  to  the  public 
interest.”  Rasmussen  added. 

H.R.  16676  is  the  controversial 
"Public  Land  Policy  and  Manage- 
ment Act  of  1974,"  which  is 
awaiting  action  by  the  full  House 
Committee  on  Interior  and  Insular 
Affairs  after  having  been  approved 
by  the  Subcommittee  on  Public 
Lands. 

The  600  million  acres  the  bill 
applies  to  includes  450  million 
acres  of  public  domain  land, 
administered  by  the  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  (BLM),  and  150 
million  acres  of  National  Forest 
lands,  administered  by  the  Forest 
Service. 

The  so-called  BLM  Organic  Act, 
which  already  passed  the  Senate 
and  is  "basically  favored"  by 
conservationists,  is  combined  in 
the  bill  with  several  provisions 
considered  unacceptable  to  the 
conservationists.  The  objectionable 
provisions  are  based  on  former 
Cong.  Wayne  Aspinall's  (Colo.) 
1972  measure,  H.R.  7211,  which 
died  at  the  adjournment  of  the  92nd 
Congress.  At  the  time  of  its 
consideration,  that  bill  was  met 
with  massive  public  resistance. 

"Unless  the  bill  is  drastically 
amended,"  Rasmussen  asserted, 
"the  House  should  overwhelmingly 
reject  it."

New  Student 
Lockers  Installed

Walter  F.  Zaida.  Dean  of  Student 
Personnel  Affairs,  stated  along 
with  the  new  lockers,  which  have 
just  been  installed  in  the 
concourse,  the  administration  is 
planning  for  many  more.  These  will 
be  added  a few  units  at  a time,  until 
there  arc  enough  for  at  least  50% 
of  the  full  time  students. 

The  new  lockers  are  funded  by 
the  Site  arid  Construction  dollars, 
obtained  through  local  bond  issues 
and  the  State  of  111.  These  funds 
can  be  used  to  develop  and  equip 
the  campus.  JJC,  however,  does 
not  have  sole  power  of  the  money, 
as  it  must  be  spent  according  to  the 
guidelines  established  by  the  State. 

The  present  system  for  using  a 
locker  is  on  a no  charge,  coin  return 
basis.  After  the  student  deposits  a 
quarter  in  the  locker  slot  the  key 
comes  out.  When  the  student  is 
finished  using  the  locker,  he  puts 
the  key  back  in  and  his  quarter  is 
refunded.  One  major  problem  with 
this  system,  according  to  Dean 
Zaida,  is  that  students  buy  vacant 
lockers  and  sell  them  at  a profit. 
The  administration  discussed  rent- 
ing the  lockers  but  dropped  the 
plan  because  of  the  excess  amount 
of  clerical  work  and  money 
problems  involved. 

Questions  concerning  the  place- 
ment of  the  lockers  have  arisen, 
and  Dean  Zaida  replied  that  a high 
school  appearance  is  trying  to  be 
avoided.  In  the  past  lockers  have 
been  placed  by  the  pillars  down  the 
length  of  the  mall.  New  locations 
that  are  being  considered  are  the 
corridcrs  in  buildings  A through  G 
and  along  the  walls  in  J building.

are  not  new,  the  groups  noted.  In 
1953.  a bill,  introduced  by  Cong. 
Wesley  D'Ewart  of  Montana, 
would  have  given  grazing  interests 
rights  similar  to  those  in  H.R. 
16676,  but  it  was  killed  in  the 
House  Interior  Committee  in 
response  to  public  opposition.  In 
the  same  year,  the  Timberland 
Exchange  Bill  was  introduced  to 
allow  the  use  of  national  forest  land 
as  trading  stock  for  private  lands 
needed  for  highways  and  other 
projects,  as  would  be  permitted  in 
H.R.  16676.  A wave  of  public 
opposition  reportedly  persuaded  its 
sponsor,  Cong.  Harrjs  Ellsworth  of 
Oregon,  to  withdraw  the  bill.  As 
recently  as  1970,  the  House  voted 
down  the  Timber  Supply  Bill, 
which  would  have  opened  the 
National  Forests  to  increased 
logging,  in  violation  of  the  concept 
of  multiple  use  of  public  lands. 

Organizations  opposing  the  five 
provisions  of  the  bill  include  the 
National  Wildlife  Federation,  Sier- 
ra Club,  Wildlife  Management 
Institute,  Friends  of  the  Earth, 
World  Wildlife  Fund,'  Wilderness 
Society,  Fund  for  Animals,  Society 
for  Animal  Protective  Legislative, 
American  Rivers  Conservation 
Council,  National  Parks  and 
Conservation  Association,  Defen- 
ders of  Wildlife,  American  Forestry 
Association,  Citizen's  Committee 
on  Natural  Resources,  Izaak 
Walton  League  of  America, 
Environmental  Action.

Transportation  problems  for  207 
students  have  been  solved  by  the 
new  car  pool  system. 

Students  at  JJC  were  informed 
about  the  system  by  a question- 
naire delivered  through  the  mail.

In  this  system  there  are  35  zones.

The 
whole  system  contains  42  students 
who  ride  only,  12  who  drive  only, 
and  153  who  can  do  either.

Students  taking  Biology  101  have 
shown  mixed  emotions  to  the  class. 
The  class  is  taught  using  both 
taped  material  and  instructors.  A 
student  can  go  to  the  lab  at  any 
time  for  the  taped  portion,  and  is 
also  scheduled  into  a class  where 
questions  concerning  the  lesson 
can  be  answered.  The  objectives 
arc  stated  and  the  student  docs  the 
work  at  his  own  pace. 

The  course  itself  is  based  on  the 
completion  of  12  divisions  or 
mini-courses.  The  grade  a student 
receives  is  based  on  how  well  he 
does  on  the  tests  that  are  taken 


directly  from  the  lesson's  objec- 
tives. The  use  of  taped  lectures 
allows  a larger  volume  of  students 
to  take  the  course.

Some  Responses 
were:  "I  like  knowing  before  doing 
the  work  what  you  will  be  tested  on 
as  it  allows  me  to  prepare  better.” 
"By  doing  the  actual  work  myself  I 
can  retain  it  better."  The  only 
objections  were  that  the  student 
must  work  too  hard  but  that  is 
found  in  any  course.  All  together 
the  reactions  were  favorable  and 
the  method  seems  to  be  the  way  of 
The  Future. 
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G.  E.  Beltzhoover  Aids 
Biology  101  Students

One  of  the  many  interesting 
faculty  members  of  J.J.C.  is  Mr.  G. 
Edward  Beltzhoover.  Mr.  Beltz- 
hoover, an  instructor  in  the 
Biological  Sciences  Department, 
works  in  continuing  the  Instruc- 
tional System  presently  used  in 
Biology  101. 

This  system  is  more  commonly 
known  as  the  Audio  Tutorial 
Approach  to  Biology.  In  it,  each 
student  works  at  his  own  pace  by 
use  of  cassctes  and  study  guides 
which  cover  the  lesson  each  week. 
Every  week,  a new  lesson  or 
mini-course,  is  presented.  At  the 
end  of  the  mini-course  and  one 
class  with  an  instructor,  a quiz  is 
given  to  the  student. 

Mr.  Beltzhoover's  duties  corre- 
late with  all  parts  of  this  system.  As 
an  instructor,  Mr.  Beltzhoover 
teaches  some  Biology  101  classes 
each  week.  In  these  classes,  he 
tries  to  review  the  mini-course  the 
students  have  finished  and  then 
prepare  them  for  the 
mini-course  coming  up.  However 
this  is  only  part  . of  "his  job.  One  of 
n roles  he  plays,  along  with 
the  other  instructors,  is  creating 
each  mini-course.  Mr.  Beltzhoover 
frequently  gives  the  lectures  which 
are  recorded  on  the  tapes.  He  also 
spends  time  in  the  Biology  lab 
giving  aid  to  students  who  may 
need  assistance  and  is  an  instructor 
e of  the  quiz  sessions.  These 
sessions  arc  scheduled  at  various 
times  during  the  week. 

Mr.  Beltzhoover  is  originally 
from  Carlisle,  Pennsylvania  where 
he  attended  Carlisle  Senior  High 
School.  He  then  majored  in  Zoology 
and  went  to  the  following 
universities:  Muhlenberg  College. 
San  Bernardino  Junior  College, 
Shippensburg  State  University, 
Murray  State  University,  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois,  Ball  State 
University.  Drake  University,  and 
Northern,  Illinois  University. 

Before  coming  to  J.J.C..  Mr. 
Beltzhoover  taught  at  Clinton 
Community  High  School,  Joliet 
Township  High  School,  and  Joliet 


East  High  School.  He  also  taught  at 
Kankalcec  Community  College. 

Mr.  Beltzhoover  has  been  at 
J.J.C.  five  years  and  has  had  time 
to  get  an  opinion  of  students  in  this 
area.  It  is  his  belief  that  they 
represent  the  broad  spectrum  of 
college  students  and  as  Mr. 
Beltzhoover  puts  it,  ‘‘They  run  the 
education  gamut."  He  feels  that 
there  is  a cross-section  of  people 
from  the  college  district  and  that 
they  are  a "microcosm"  of  middle 
America. 

As  an  educator.  Mr.  Beltzhoover 
tends  to  believe  in  the  method  the 
Biology  program  is  based  upon. 
"We  have  something  for  every- 
one. The  open  door  policy  directs 
us  towards  that  goal.  I personally 
feel  no  constraints  within  this 
philosophy.  Now  that  we  have

Although  coach  Jerry  Yost  was 
pleased  with  the  victory,  he  was 
down  on  his  team's  second  half 
performance  especially  in  the 
fourth  quarter.  This  is  due  to  the 
125  yards  they  picked  up  in 
penalties.  Despite  the  fact  that  the 
Wolves  seem  to  receive  more  yards 
against  them  in  penalties,  each 
game,  they  have  been  improving  in 
other  phases  of  the  game. 

Kennedy-King  scored  first  on  a 
77  yard  touchdown  run  with  only  a 
few  minutes  left  in  the  first 
quarter.  In  the  second  quarter 
Joliet  took  a kickoff  just  a couple  of 
minutes  into  the  quarter,  drove  55 


yards  in  12  plays  and  scored  on  a 
Tom  Moore  to  Mark  Benigni  pass. 
It  was  the  Wolves  first  touchdown 
pass  of  the  season.  Yost  said  the 
passing  game  still  isn't  what  it 
should  be,  but  it  is  gradually 
improving.  The  Wolves’  other 
touchdowns  were  on  runs  by  Rusty 
Vincent  and  Rick  Stanford. 

The  Wolves,  according  to  Yost, 
are  also  improving  on  their  kicking 
game  as  George  Weikum  kicked  a 
4 1 field  goal  to  cap  the  scoring.  The 
specialty  teams  are  also  getting 
better. 

Joliet  picked  up  246  total  yards 
for  the  day  while  the  defensive 
team  did  another  ifne  job  and, 
despite,  the  long  yardage  plays, 
limited  Kennedy-King  to  161  total 
yards.

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No  Fishing  til  1977 

New  Fish 
in  '"Lake”

With  the  co-operation  of  the 
State  of  Illinois.  JJC  now  has  fish  in 
its  lake.  Under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  William  Zales.  the  lake  was 
stocked  with  largcmouth  bass, 
blucgill.  and  red  ear  sunfish. 

The  stocking  took  place  on  Sept. 
19.  The  stocking  included  1100 
largemouth  blue  bass,  7400 
blucgill  and  3600  red  ear  sunfish. 
The  fish  are  approximately  one  to 
one  and  one-half  inch  in  length. 
According  to  Dr.  Zales  all  the  fish 
survived  the  stocking.  Zales  also 
said  “Unfortunately  a group  of 
bullheads  and  green  sunfish 
survived  the  drainage  of  the  lake, 
and  will  survive  with  the  other 
fish.” 

When  the  school  was  in 
construction  the  lake  was  com- 
pletely drained  and  dredged  to. 
remove  the  mud  and  muck  on  the 
bottom.  The  lake  bed  was  then 
covered  by  a layer  of  clay  to  seal 
any  cracks  in  the  limestone  which 
would  allow  the  water  to  drain 
away.  The  lake  is  1 1 acres  in  total 
size  with  a maximum  depth  at  the 
west  end  of  8 feet  and  an  average 
depth  of  4 feet.  There  has  been 
water  in  the  lake  for  over  one  year, 
suppling  large  quantities  of  algea 
as  food  for  the  fingerlings. 


JJC’s  lake  recently  stocked.  There 
will  be  no  fishing  until  spring  of 
1977. 


Zales  went  on  to  say  that  fishing 
will  not  be  permitted  until  the 
spring  of  1977.  This  is  necessary 
because  the  fish  will  not  be  of 
sufficient  size  to  catch.  Areas  that 
will  be  designated  as  fishing  areas 
are  the  dam  and  the  north  shore  of 
the  lake  from  the  dam  to  the 
bridge.  Fising  will  be  restricted  to 
JJC  students  and  employees.  The 
only  requirement  is  an  anglers 
license.  If  there  are  any  questions 
they  may  be  submitted  in  writting 
to  the  Land  Use  Committee  or  you 
may  see  Dr.  Zales  in  the  Biology 
Department.

Board  to  Discuss  Contract  Talks

JJC’s  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  was  called  to 
order  by  Chairman  Victor  Scott  at 
8 p.m.  Oct.  14,  with  all  members 
present. 

Several  items  were  brought  up 
for  the  Board's  approval.  Among 
these  was  a request  made  by  Mr. 
Bill  Brinkman,  Business  Instructor 
at  the  College,  representing  the 
teachers  in  a bid  for  the  reopening 
of  Contract  Negotiations.  Accord- 
ing to  Brinkman,  the  teachers  had 
two  requests,  the  first  being  a raise 
in  salary  to  meet  inflationary 
demands  and  the  second  being  that 
the  board  shouldlakc  an  active  part 
in  those  negotiations. 

Brinkman  stated  that  due  to  an 


outsider  being  brought  into 
negotiate  last  year's  contract  many 
items  were  left  out  that  wouldn't 
have  been  if  the  board  had  become 
involved. 

No  action  was  taken  during  this 
meeting  but  the  Board  did  agree  to 
look  into  the  matter. 

Miss  Christy  Guinn  was  ap- 
proved as  Book  Store  Manager  and 
Mr.  Jeff  King  was  approved  as 
Director  of  Financial  Aids.  Other 
appointments  approved  by  the 
Board  were  Mr.  William  Foss. 
Head  Basketball  coach.  Mr.  John 
Stobart.  Head  Tennis  Coach.  Mr. 
Fred  Bosco.  Jr..  Head  Baseball 
Coach.  Ms.  Judith  Hendn-kson. 
Student  Nurses  Club  sponsor.  Miss 
Barbara  Wood.  Home  Ec.  Club 
sponsor  and  Mr.  David  Teater.  Ski 
Club  sponsor. 


S.G.A.  Ponders  Yearbook  Budget

SGA  held  its  first  regular 
meeting  at  noon  on  Wednesday, 
Oct.  16.  The  major  topic  of  debate 
on  the  floor  was  how  to  handle  the 
'74-‘75  yearbook  budget.  Accord- 
ing to  Treasurer  Lee  Maloney,  the 
budget  now  stands  at  S4.000.  This 
low  budget  is  due  to  a deficit 
created  by  last  years'  anual. 

To  produce  a ‘quality’  book,  the 
staff  would  require  a figure 
between  S9.000  and  S10.000. 
Maloney  outlined  three  proposals 
for  the  Senate  to  consider.  Adding 

51. 000  from  contingency  funds, 
operating  at  a SI, 200  deficit,  and 
assessing  5%  from  each  club 
budget.  SGA  inclusive,  would  allow 
a S9.200  budget. 

This  assessment  met  with  almost 
immediate  disapproval.  Members 
of  the  Senate  felt  that  clubs  should 
be  asked  if  they  would  approve  of 
this  procedure.  SGA  President. 
Paul  McCallister,  pointed  out  that 
clubs  should  already  be  repre- 
sented in  SGA.  He  added  that  this 
is  the  reason  proposing  such  a plan 
is  so  the  governing  body  has 
something  to  consider. 

The  second  plan  would  entail  the 
5%  assessment  consideration  and 
use  of  contingency  funds,  but 
would  drop  operating  at  a deficit. 
This  plan  would  supply  them  with  a 
little  less  money  but  would  be 
enough'  io  put  out  a 'good' 
yearbook. 

If  the  yearbook  staff  tried  to 
produce  an  anual  with  their  present 

54.000  budget,  the  result  would  be 
a ‘junior  high'  yearbook  with  no 
colors  besides  black  and  white.  It 
would  be  no  longer  than  100  pages 
or  half  the  size  of  some  of  the  Joliet 
high  school  books.  There  would  be 
a soft  cover  and  it.  too.  would  be 
black  and  white. 

A fourth  consideration  was 
obvious  to  everyone  present.  That 
would  be  to  have  no  yearbook  at  all. 
The  possibility  of  perhaps  making  a 
minimal  charge  to  those  students 
desiring  a yearbook  was  brought 
out.  This  would  subsidize  the 
existing  budget.  This  plan  met  with 
disapproval  and  discussion  was 
ended  on  the  subject. 

Dead'  Hour  Discussed

A possible  activities  hour  for  JJC 
students  is  being  considered  by  the 
administration  for  next  semester, 
according  to  Paul  W.  McCallister, 
SGA  president. 

The  activities  hour  would  be  a 
"dead"  hour  in  the  scheduling; 
that  is.  no  classes  would  be 
scheduled  for  11  a.m.  to  12  p.m. 
(first  choice)  or  12  p.m.  to  1 p.m. 
(second  choice),  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays. 

The  SGA  is  sponsoring  this 
movement.  McCallister  said.  Its 
primary  purposes  are  to  promote 
student  involvement,  bring  the  JJC 
student  body  together,  and  allow 
more  people  to  participate  in  clubs 
and  other  activities. 

Advantages  of  the  activities 
hours  would  be  less  cutting  of 
classes  to  attend  meetings  and 
D-Mall  speaker  functions,  and 
students  would  no  longer  have  to 
juggle  their  schedules  around  a 
meeting  lime. 

McCallister  also  added  that  a 
final  decision  must  be  reached 
regarding  this  proposal  shortly, 
because  second  semester  schedul- 
ing. done  by  computor,  is  soon  to 
begin. 


A motion  was  made  to  have  the 
Executive  Council  of  SGA  meet 
with  representatives  from  campus 
clubs  to  decide  on  the  assessment 
matter.  Under  this  proposal,  SGA 
would  be  assessed  nearly  SI. 300 
and  about  S700  would  come  from 
club  budgets.  SGA  would  have  an 
extremely  difficult  time  assessing 
either  dramatics  or  athletics.  This 
possibility  was  not  discussed. 

The  motion  was  passed  and  club 
sponsors  arc  directed  to  send  their 
representatives  to  a meeting  with 
the  Executive  Council  to  be  held 
this  Wednesday  at  Noon  in  J2013 
(the  conference  room  off  of  the 
publications  production  room). 
SGA  was  stipulated  that  if  after 
Wednesday.  Oct.  23.  clubs  sending 
no  representatives  will  automa- 
tically be  assessed  5%  of  their 
current  budget  for  ’74-’75. 

McCallister  added  that  clubs 
should  be  represented  in  SGA  each 
week.  They  should  be  able  to  send 
someone,  a representative  or  an 
alternate,  to  all  SGA  meetings. 
"We  realize  our  meeting  time 
conflicts  with  the  schedules  of 
many  students,  but  we  have  a big 
job  to  get  done  and  we  will  get  it 
done. 

Other  items  on  the  agenda 
included  a request  by  Larry  Moore, 
who  was  representing  a newly 
formed  music  club,  requested 


money  would  be  used  for  purposes 
of  setting  up  the  club  and 
promoting  a dance  date.  The  club 
would  buy  robes  with  any 
proceeds.  SGA  granted  5200  to 
Mr.  Moore’s  organization. 

The  Veterans’  Club  sent  their 
representative,  Bruce  Gustafson, 
to  the  meeting  to  request  S900  to 
aid  them  in  securing  a band  for 
their  upcoming  dance  at  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment.  Members 
of  SGA  felt  that  this  type  of  funding 
would  set  a precedent  of  SGA 
providing  backing  for  such  activi- 
ties. SGA  decided  not  to  grant  the 
Vets'  Club's  request. 

Treasurer  Lee  Maloney  offered 
the  Vets’  Club  a counter  offer.  SGA 
would  back  them  providing  that 
SGA  share  the  profits  in  proportion 
to  the  percentage  of  funds  SGA 
supplied.  This  would  be  in  relation 
between  the  total  cost  and  the 
amount  Vets'  Club  provided.  In 
this  case  The  Vets'  Club  would 
provide  5300  and  SGA  would  be 
asked  for  5900.  SGA  would  then 
share  75%  of  the  profits.  The  Vets' 
Club  will  meet  to  decide  if  this  plan 
is  acceptable. 

SGA  also  decided  to  push  a little 
harder  for  an  activities  hour.  This 
would  involve  the  faculty  and 
students  pressing  for  no  or  very 
few  classes  to  be  scheduled  for  a 
certain  one  hour  time  slot  each

In  the  past,  integrity 
has  gone  hand  in  hand  with  a spirit 
of  good  sportsmanship  in  electing 
involved  people  to  represent  JJC 
and  our  student  body  to  the  lofty 
posts  of  King  and  Queen. 

Events  this  year  would  indicate  a 
totally  different,  if  not  blatantly 
arrogant,  attitude  on  the  part  of 
one  particular  Homecoming  Queen 
candidate.  These  are  the  facts.  This 
candidate  became  indignant  when 
asked  at  the  gate  if  she  had  a ticket 
to  the  Homecoming  dance  at 
D'Amico's  214. 

She  asked  the  people  at  the  gate 
who  had  won  the  race  for  queen. 
When  told  that  that  announcement 
would  be  made  during  the  evening, 
her  remark  was,  "I'm  not  going  to 
pay  to  get  in  if  I didn't  win."

"Destroying  the  existing  trees 
because  they  are  not  arranged 
properly  or  in  the  correct  shape 
desired  is  ecologically  wrong."  he 
went  on  to  say.  "Why  try  to 
reforest  the  campus?  Why  try  to 
improve  on  nature?" 

Zales  also  stated  that  certain 
areas  of  the  campus  should  be 
designated  as  natural  areas  to  be 
left  untouched.  "Unfortunately 
when  someone  secs  a dead  tree  the 
immediate  response  is  to  burn  it.

Homecoming 

In  the  words  of  Muhammad  Ali, 
"It  will  be  no  contest!"  It  wasn’t  a 
contest  as  the  JJC  Wolves  scored 
54  points  in  the  first  half  and  went 
on  to  shut  out  the  Morton  Panthers 
60-0. 

Joliet  has  won  a few  games  on 
their  opponents’  mistakes  in  the 
past,  but  the  only  mistake  Morton 
made  Saturday  was  showing  up. 
Speaking  of  showing  up,  they 
arrived  with  only  18  players. 

"They  had  some  eligibility 
problems  during  the  week.  They 
fired  their  head  coach  and  they 
were  using  some  players  that  were 
ineligible  in  previous  games.  As  far 
as  the  young  men  tljat  represented 
Morton,  they  did  as  well  as  they 
could,”  said  JJC  head  coach  Jerry 
Yost. 

Some  of  the  Morton  players  were 
injured  in  the  first  quarter,  and, 
because  of  the  shortage  of  players 
came  limping  back  on  the  field  in 
the  second  quarter.  Because  of  the 
lop-sidedncss  of  the  score,  the 
game  was  actually  shortened  in  the 
second  half.  In  the  first  half  the 
clock  was  running  for  15-minute 
quarters,  but  in  the  second  half  the 
time  was  cut  down  to  12-minute 
running  clock,  which  means  it 
wasn't  stopped  for  time  outs. 

The  Wolves  started  their  scoring 
attack  upon  their  first  possession  of 
the  ball.  They  drove  75  yards 
before  Rusty  Vincent  ran  it  in  from 
the  eight  yard  line  for  the  score. 
That  touchdown  was  set  up  by  Rick 
Stanford's  30  yard  run.  Stanford,  a 
freshman,  ran  for  134  yards  in  the 
first  quarter  and  has  now  run  for 
790  yards  in  the  first  five  games. 

Joliet  scored  the  first  four  times 
-they  had  the  ball,  three  of  which 
were  Tom  Moore  passes.  The  first 
touchdown  pass  was  36  yards  to 
Mark  Benigni.  The  next  two  were 
from  8 yards  and  24  yards  out,  both 
to  Steve  Peloquin.  The  main  reason 
for  the  improvement  in  the  Wolves’ 
passing  game  is  that  their 
quarterbacks  are  all  healthy.  Tom 
Moore  has  had  an  ankle  injury  and 
Joe  Parnell  had  a serious  knee 
injury. 

"We  worked  very  hard  the 
previous  week  on  our  passing 
game,  switched  some  of  our 
receivers  around,  moved  some  new

people  in  and  that  makes  a 
difference  in  our  passing  game." 
said  Yost. 

Parnell  came  in  the  game  in  the 
second  quarter  and,  after  failing  to 
4 core  the  first  time,  led  the  Wolves 
rto  four  more  consecutive  scores,  2 
of  which  were  passes.  His  favorite 
target  was  Kent  Van  Duyane,  who 
caught  passes  from  43  yards  and  26 
yards  out.  Parnell  also  sneaked 
across  himself  for  a score  from  1 1 
yards  out.  The  other  second 
quarter  touchdown  was  by  Greg 
Akin,  who  intercepted  a Morton 
pass  and  ran  30  yards  for  the  score. 
Roy  Braggs  capped  the  scoring 
with  a 6 yard  run  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

"I  thought  everybody  performed 
well  considering  the  circum- 
stances. Usually,  if  you  play  a poor 
team  you  play  poorly  yourself,  and 
that  did  not  happen  Saturday," 
said  Yost.

Beginning  it's  sixth  year  of 
operation.  JJC's  Nursing  program 
is  designed  for  those  students  who' 
wish  to  become  Registered  Nurses. 

Applications  for  next  fall's 
session  arc  presently  being 
accepted.  Due  to  an  over 
abundance  of  applications  received 
in  this  field  interested  students 
should  begin  submitting  applica- 
tions. ACT  scores  and  High  School 
Transcripts  should  also  be  included 
with  the  applications. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  the 
Nursing  courses  all  applicants  must 
have  taken  high  school  Chemistry 
or  Chemistry  101  (at  JJC)  and 
received  a minimum  grade  of  C or 
higher.  All  students  who  meet  the 
requirements  will  be  placed  in  a 
two-year  or  three  year  programs  if 
openings  are  available. 

Students  who  are  accepted  into 
the  course  are  taught  by  a 


multi-experience  method.  This 
method  includes  lecture,  class,  lab, 
clinical  work  and  actual  participa- 
tion by  the  student  in  Hospital 
patient  care  situations. 

By  this  method,  the  factual 
information  and  the  concept  of 
nursing  are  presented  in  the 
classroom,  after  which  the  student 
is  shown  and  given  instructions  on 
how  the  skill  is  used  by  creating  the 
situation  in  a lab.  Then  the  student 
is  allowed  to  see  and  use  this 
knowledge  in  a Hospital  or  a 
Nursing  Home  situation. 

According  to  Mrs.  Emily  Za- 
brocki,  head  of  the  Nursing 
department,  "Students  who  gradu- 
ate from  this  program  can  go  on  to 
earn  a Bachelors  degree  in 
Nursing,  if  they  so  desire." 

Mrs.  Zabrocki  also  stated,  "The 
associate  degree  route  at  the  same 
time  offers  economy  and  earlier  job 
power,  since  the  student  is  eligible 
for  the  RN  after  completing  this 
program."

Delights  Real

All  those  who  witnessed  one  ot 
the  three  performances  (Octoberr 
17,  18,  19)  would  understand  why 
an  enema,  and  not  an  emmy  should 
be  awarded  to  the  J.C.  players  for 
their  fine  performances. 

This  entertaining,  educational 
play  delighted  the  audience,  which 
filled  the  theatre  all  three  nights. 

The  plot  concerns  what  happens 
to  a self  centered  man  (Argan)  who 
is  forever  ill  and  in  need  of 
bleedings,  purges,  and  ene.mas. 
His  wife  Beline  waits  for  him  to  die 
so  she  can  inherit  his  estate.  Argan 
who  is  looking  to  the  future  tries  to 
match  his  daughter  Angclique  with 
Thomas  Diafoirus  the  son  of  a 
prominant  doctor.  Angclique  is  in 
love  with  Cleantc  and  conflict 
arises  as  Angelique,  with  the  aid  of 
her  friends,  attempts  to  persuade 
her  father  that  it  is  Cleante  she 
should  really  marry  and  not 
Thomas  Diafoirus. 

The  play,  The  Imaginary  Invalid 
by  Moliere,  takes  place  in  1673, 
nearly  300  years  ago. 

The  costumes  and  props  were 
both  faithful  to  this  period  of  time, 
allowing  the  audience  to  imagine 
that  they  were  watching  a 17th 
Century  play. 

The  credit  for  the  success  of  this 
evening  of  entertainment  should  be 
(lircctcd  to  two  groups  and  Mr. 
Mallcry. 

Group  One  consisted  of  the 
actors  themselves.  Obviously  talent 
flourished  before  the  footlights  a s 
each  actor  and  actress  performed 
their  partswith  accurate  constan- 
cy and  comedic  gestures.  All  gave 
outstanding  performances  and 
each  deserved  the  enthusiastic 
applause  delivered  to  them  by  a 
grateful  audience. 

The  actors  and  their  characters 
arc  as  follows: 


Audiences 


Argan  (The  Imaginary  Invalid) 
was  portrayed  by  Rod  Cameron. 
The  audience  was  very  impressed 
with  his  many  facial  expressions, 
and  depth  as  an  actor.  In  sections 
where  he  had  only  physical 
movement  he  brought  to  the  stage 
a powerful  talent  in  which  he 
provoked  much  of  the  audience  into 
laughter. 

Toinette  portrayed  by  Diane 
Forbes,  proved  to  be  a whirlwind  of 
action,  in  which  she  shuffclcd. 
scuffeled,  and  danced  across  the 
stage.  Her  face,  always  filled  with 
an  exciting  fire,  seemed  to  match 
the  character  she  had  been 
requested  to  portray.  She  was 
forever  true  to  form  and  never  fell 
out  of  character. 

The  role  of  Angelique  was  played 
by  Gale  Sears.  She  had  the  good 
fortune  of  receiving  a character  in 
which  both  comedy  and  tragedy  are 
combined.  The  audience  had  the 
good  fortune  of  seeing  Ms.  Sears 
draw  from  her  many  abilities  as  an 
actress,  both  comcdic  gestures, 
and  tragic  gestures,  in  which  the 
audience  was  cither  laughing  or 
sympathizing  with  her  predica- 
ment. 

Susi  McCabe  took  on  the  part  of 
Beline.  Sue  used  her  talents  to 
bring  out  the  evil  aspects  of  her 
character  (Beline)  in  such  a way 
that  we  saw  the  comedy  involved  in 
a character  such  as  she  portrayed. 
Susi  McCabe  unified  the  two 
personalities  of  Beline  showing  us 
how  one  relates  to  the  other. 

Monsieur  Dc  Bonncfoi,  the 
Notary,  portrayed  by  Pete  Graham, 
was  acted  with  a well  controlled 
style,  in  which  a bit  of  the 
whimsical  was  added  to  his 
character.  Pete  often  broke  the 
audience  up  with  facial  expressions 
that  suggested  the  inner  thoughts 
of  his  mind  when  confronted  with  a 


member  of  the  opposite  sex. 

Cleante  (Angclique's  secret  love; 
was  acted  by  Mark  S.  Selfridge. 
Mark  gave  Cleante  a dry  wit  in 
which  he  provided  some  of  the 
funniest  one  liners  of  the  play.  He 
also  sang  a song  with  Gale  Sears 
(Angelique). 

Bill  Green,  gave  perhaps  one  of 
the  finest  cbmedic  performances  as 
Monsieur  Disfoirus,  the  ever 
perfectionist  father  who  is  forever 
correcting  his  rather  idiotic  son. 
Bill  portrayed  his  character  with  a 
style  that  would  have  been  difficult 
to  match. 

Darrell  Malizia  performed  with 
execllance  the  part  of  Thomas 
Diafoirus.  The  audience  fell  into 
hysterics  the  moment  they  caught 
sight  of  Darrel's  dumbfounded  face 
that  seemed  to  ask,  "What's 
happening?"  Poor  Thomas  Diafoi- 
rus never  seemed  to  know,  whereas 
Darrell  who  portrayed  Thomas 
knew  exactly  what  was  happening 
as  he  used  his  diversified  talents  to 
satisfy  the  laugh  hungry  audience. 

Although  the  part  of  Louison  was 
short,  Linda  Lopez  endeared 
herself  ,0  our  memories  with  her 
wonderful  performance,  leaving 
the  audience  wishing  that  they 
could  have  seen  more  of  her. 

Beraldc  was  portrayed  by  Dan 
Govcrndale,  in  which  he  had  the 
difficult  job  of  unifying  the  third  act 
with  the  preceding  two.  Beraldc 
was  an  old  man  and  Dan  never  fell 
out  of  character.  Refusing  to  use  a 
stereotype  for  his  character,  he 
gave  it  a fresh  image  that  pleased 
all  who  saw  his  performance. 

Burt  Collins  brought  laughter  to 
the  faces  of  all  who  watched  him  as 
he  appeared  briefly  in  the  role  of 
Monsieur  Fleurant. 

The  role  of  Monsieur  Purgon  was 
brought  to  life  by  Alex  Kuchta. 
Alex  had  the  difficult  job  of  rattling 
off  a multiple  number  of  rhymes  in 
short  time,  in  which  he  came 
through  perfectly,  much  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  audience. 


During  the  intermissions  a ballet 
dance  group  dressed  in  18th 
century  clothing  performed  to  a 
delighted  audience.  Their  dances 
were  flawless  and  enjoyable  to 
watch. 

The  second  group  deserving 
congratulations  were  the  crews. 
The  sets  were  in  style  of  the  17th 
century,  which  must  have  taken  a 
great  deal  of  effort  to  reproduce. 

The  lights  were  always  well 
adjusted  and  a special  nod  should 
go  to  those  who  were  connected 
with  the  sound. 

Music  from  the  17th  Century  era 
was  played  in  the  background  and 
gave  the  play  a wonderful  overall 


effect. 

The  final  praise  must  go  to  Mr. 
Mallcry  and  Mrs.  Stone  who  did  a 
tremendous  job  of  casting.

offer  non-credit  courses  in  recrea- 
tional and  hobby  areas  for  senior 
citizens.  He  would  like  to  sec  such 
courses  like  these  funded  by  the 
state  so  as  not  to  add  an  additional 
burden  to  the  senior  citizen  while, 
at  the  same  time,  providing  an 
important  activity  for  them.

Traditional  lecture  and  discus- 
sion classroom  methods  arc  left 
behind  as  JJC'S  Business  skills 
students'  switch  to  a self  teaching 
method  of  learning. 

Officially  named  the  Audio-Vis- 
ual-Tutorial method  this  approach 
involves  the  student  in  a learning 
process  utilizing  audio  tapes,  films, 
slides,  manuals,  texts  and  instruc- 
tional counseling. 

Fourteen  separate  skills  courses 
are  offered  by  this  method,  three 
courses  in  Typewriting,  four 
courses  in  machine  shorthand  and 
three  courses  in  Gregg  shorthand. 
Courses  in  duplicating,  key 
punching  machine  transcription 
and  machine  calculating  are  also 
offered.  For  each  course,  a 
handbook  has  been  prepared 
stating  the  goals  and  standards  the 
student  is  expected  to  achieve  in 


the  course. 

Business  department  chairman 
Mr.  John  Corradetti  gave  the  main 
reason  for  the  switch  over  when  he 
stated.  "We  have  students  coming 
in  front  high  schools  all  over  the 
district  with  different  skills  back- 
grounds. so  instead  of  having  the 
student  repeat  the  same  courses 
they  took  in  high  school,  they  arc 
given  a placement  test  and  from 
that  test  arc  placed  in  accordance 
to  their  achievement." 

Auto-Tutorial  learning  as  a 
self-instruction  method  is  not  new 
to  JJC.  This  method  is  also  being 
used  in  Biology  lab.  Although 
similar  in  many  respects,  according

Wills  has  been  extremely  active 
in  civic  affairs  in  Will  County, 
serving  in  various  capacities  for  the 
Park  District,  the  Lions  Club,  and 
several  other  organizations.  He  has 
chaired  the  Sports  Spectacular  for 
the  past  two  consecutive  years. 

He  presently  holds  the  position 
of  Marketing  Manager  for  Louis 
Joliet  Bank. 


1 Corradetti  the  Business  skills  lab 
offered  many  things  the  Biology  lab 
can  not.  "Students  through  the 
years  have  been  conditioned  to 
start  courses  only  at  the  beginning 
of  the  semester  and  completing  the 
course  only  at  the  end  of  the  same 
semester.  The  Business  skills  lab  is 
a first  opportunity  for  the  students 
to  start  and  complete  a course 
anytime  they  chose,"  commented 
Corradetti. 

Along  with  the  advantages  there 
arc  also  disadvantages  to  the  lab. 
Among  these  disadvantages  is  that 
not  all  of  the  instructors  know  all  of 
the  machines  and  they  are  having 
to  teach  some  machines  they  have 
never  taught  before.

JJC  Wolves  Victorious  in  Their 
Most  Crucial  Game  of  the  Season

If  the  Wolves  ever  needed  a 
victory.'  it  was  needed  against 
Wright,  the  number  two  team  in 
the  state  and  ninth  in  the  nation. 

Probably  the  game  of  the 
year  for  Joliet,  the  Wolves  turned 
what  could  have  been  a squeaker 
into  a 34-15  runaway. 

Wright  opened  the  scoring  in  the 
first  quarter  when  their  quarter- 
hack  ran  17  yards  for  the  score 
which  was  set  up  by  a blocked 
punt.  Jerry  Yost,  head  coach  of  the 
JJC  Wolves,  said  that  Wright  was 
ready  for  this  game.  He  also  said 
the  blocked  punt  was  not  the  result 
of  the  kicking  squad  doing 
something  wrong  but  because 
Wrights'  defense  did  something 
right. 

Their  first  touchdown  was  a 
lucky  break  for  them  because  their 
quarterback  wanted  to  pass  the 
ball.  Since  he  couldn't  find  anyone 
open,  he  ran  it  in  himself  to  save 
possibility  of  lost  yardage.  Yost 
wasn’t  worried  when  they  scored 
first  because  he  didn't  believe 
Wright  w as  capable  of  playing  sixty 
minutes  of  football.  He  also  knew 
that  the  team  had  plenty  of  time  to 
tie  the  game  and  move  ahead. 
After  that  score  Joliet's  defense 
slammed  the  door  on  Wright  and 
gave  their  offense  a chance  to  do 
some  scoring. 

Joliet  tied  the  game  in  the  first 
quarter  when  they  moved  the  ball 
in  three  plays  and  scored  on  Rusty 
Vincent's  16  yard  run.  That  score 
was  set  up  by  a Tom  Moore-to- 
Stcve  Peloquin  pass  which  was 


good  for  25  yards. 

In  the  second  quarter  the  Wolves 
look  the  lead  for  good  when 
Vincent  ran  the  ball  in  from  the  3 
yard  line,  giving  Joliet  a 14-7  lead. 
Vincent  scored  his  third  touchdown 
later  in  the  quarter  on  a 2 yard  run. 

The  Wolves  defense  can  be  given 
major  credit  for  two  of  the 
touchdowns  because  they  forced 
many  Wright  mistakes.  Greg 
Phalcn.  a sophomore  who  was 
switched  from  offensive  end  to 
defensive  end.  recovered  a fumble 
at  Wrights'  15  yard  line,  and  Mark 
Erickson,  a sophomore  linebacker, 
intercepted  a pass  and  returned  it 
to  the  Wright  16  yard  line. 

In  addition  to  setting  up  the  two 
scores.  Joliet  limited  Wright  to 
only  98  total  yards,  recovered  three 
fumbles,  and  picked  up  two 
interceptions.  The  team,  as  a whole 
has  greatly  improved  on  the 
amount  of  penalities  they  receive  a 
game  as  they  lost  45  yards  to 
Wrights'  75  yards. 

The  defense  gave  up  an 
unimportant  touchdown  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  but  that  was  erased 
by  Kevin  Johnson's  two  fourth 
quarter  scores.  Yost  said  Wrights’ 
defense  was  the  toughest  they  had 
come  up  against  this  year  but 
added  that  all  the  teams  the 
Wolves  faced  were  tough  except 
Morton.

The  left  turn  signal  on  Jefferson 
and  Houbolt  is  still  inoperative  and 
it  would  seem  that  Joliet  city 
officials  are  not  too  concerned 
about  the  problem.

When  asked  for  an  interview, 
Jahneke  said  that  he  was  already 
interviewed  once.  He  said  that 
there  was  nothing  more  to  say  and 
that  he  could  sec  no  point  in 
another  interview. 

The  signal  unit  is  an  Eagle  Signal 
ET  155.  Lynn  A.  Neuhart.  City 
Manager,  said,  "We've  got  five  of 
them  little  (expletive  deleted)  all 
over  town  and  none  of  them  work. 
He  stated  that  the  Eagle  Company

Neuhart  said  that  there  is  an 
eight  or  nine  month  delivery  wait 
when  ordering  a new  unit.  He  said 
that  he  is  going  to  wait  and  see 
whal  happens  in  his  dealing  with 
the  Eagle  Company  before  he  takes 
any  further  action.

Enrollment  Boost 
Announced

For  the  fall  semester  of  1974, 
enrollment  has  again  increased  at 
JJC.  Keith  Nanz.  Director  of 
Admissions  and  Records,  said  that 
the  school  expects  to  have  5,200 
on-campus  students  and  2,500 
off-campus  students  by  the  end  of 
this  semester. 

Increases  for  this  fall  include  a 
6%  growth  in  credit  hours  and  a 
20%  growth  in  head  count. 
Breaking  these  statistics  down 
farther,  49.600  credit  hours  are 
registered;  and  the  headcount 
increase  divides  into  a 18% 
increase  in  the  evening  and  a 2% 
increase  in  the  day. 

This  semester,  the  biggest 
course  expansion  for  JJC  has  been 
in  adult  and  continuing  education. 
Wide  response  has  been  shown  to 
the  credit  hour  courses,  general 
studies  courses,  and  GED  prepara- 
Prcsent  night  enrollment 
growing 
the  ^end^of 
adult  education  courses  are 
starting  all  the  time. 

Mr.  Nanz  estimates  the  drop- 
out rate  for  this  semester  will  be 
6%  in  credit  hours,  and  at  least 
that  much  in  headcount.  He  also 
added  that  increasing  enrollment 
might  possibly  continue  for  another 
five  years.

EDITORIAL  VIEWPOINT  . . . 


Jefferson,  Houbolt, 
McDonough,  Larkin 


It  is  very  difficult  to  interpret  the  City  of  Joliet's  motives  for  doing 
little  or  nothing  about  JJC  students'  traffic  problems.  City  manager 
Neuhart  and  assistant  traffic  engineer  Janakc  seem  to  have 
unplugged  themselves  from  the  matter.  These  are  paid  City 
officials.  There  arc  several  bad  points  about  the  situation  at  Houbolt 
and  Jefferson  streets. 

A major  problem  is  that  for  east  bound  traffic  on  Jefferson,  this  is 
the  first  stop  light.  This  means  that  many  of  them  may  have  exited 
route  55  and.  being  used  to  steady  speeds,  they  will  run  a yellow  or 
red  light.  We  should  have  a City  policeman  at  this  intersection 
instead  of  in  the  bushes  somewhere  trying  to  catch  speedsters. 

There  is  great  difficulty  in  believing  that  it  takes  this  long,  nearly 
eight  months,  to  repair  this  light.  The  entire  traffic  light  system  at 
the  Jefferson  Mall  shopping  center  went  up  in  no  time  at  all.  We  are 
led  to  believe  that  the  City  is  waiting  for  a major  accident  to  get 
them  off  of  their  backsides  on  this  left  turn  signal. 

Neuhart  says  there  are  five  of  these  signals  out.  Then  the  problem 
is  compounded  fivefold.  Why  don’t  the  citizens  of  this  community 
get  down  on  this  serious  ineffeciency? 

Traffic  problems  are  not  limited  to  the  turn  signal  problem.  There 
is  also  an  adverse  situation  at  Larkin  and  McDonough.  This  problem 
stems  from  poor  lane  usage.  Many  drivers  make  their  turns  wide. 
They  do  this  as  a habit.  For  traffic  coming  off  route  80  there  should 
be  two  left  turn  only  lanes  a no  turn  on  red  for  southbound  traffic. 
Again,  the  police  are  either  at  McDonough  and  Notre  Dame  or 
McDonough  and  Purdue  Ct.  collecting  speedsters  drivers’  licenses 
instead  of  attempting  to  resolve  a problem.  . 

The  City  doesn't  seem  to  listen  to  students  problems.  The  Blazer 
urges  you  to  call  these  officials  and  lodge  a complaint.  If  nothing 
else,  let's  get  a cop  there  (at  Jefferson  and  Houbolt)  to  direct  traffic. 
He  should  be  there  in  the  morning  when  traffic  is  at  its'  heaviest. 

Try  to  contact  a City  Councilman  or  a JJC  Board  of  Trustees 
member.  If  they  only  understand  numbers,  give  them  a lot  of 
complaints  to  think  about.

"Activity  Hour"  Will  Be  a Reality  in  Spring  of  75 


Confusion  of  topics  to  be 
discussed  at  the  special  meeting 
between  students,  department 
chairman  and  administration, 
slowed  progress  on  the  activity 
hour  issue. 

S.G.A.  members  Paul  McCal- 
lister,  Diane  Bruske,  Kathy 
Vietoris,  Pam  Bingamon  and  Lee 
Maloney  attended  under  the 
impression  that  the  meeting  was 
called  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a 
"dead  hour”  next  semester. 

Because  of  a previous  meeting' 
concerning  noise  in  D mall  during 
amplified  sound  activities,  the 
faculty  and  the  administration  went 
prepared  to  further  discuss  solu- 
tions for  that  problem. 

Dr.  Harold  McAninch  opened 
the  meeting  by  explaining  the 
faculty's  reason  for  being  there.  He 
then  referred  to  Mr.  Dwight  Davis. 
Dean  of  Instruction  for  a recap  of 
the  previous  meeting.  Davis  stated 
that  the  Department  Chairmen  had 
found  the  dead  hour  solution  to  the 
noise  problem  "impossible  and 
unrealistic.” 

A "Floating  dead  hour  was  also 
discussed."  said  Davis.  This 
solution  was  more  readily  accepted 
although  the  department  chairmen 
were  still  split  50-50  on  the  subject, 
A "floating  hour"  would  be  an 
hour  designated  monthly  for  the 
purpose  of  scheduling  amplified 
sound  activities.  The  hour  would 


float  from  10  a.m.  to  1 p.m.  any 
day,  Monday  through  Friday. 

A major  issue  of  this  plan  is 
whether  all  those  classes  not 
directly  on  campus  should  be 
canceled.  It  was  decided  that  if  the 
floating  plan  went  into  effect  a 
resolution  would  have  to  be  added 
that  students  would  be  free  at  this 
time  with  the  exception  of  those 
students  in  non-campus  areas. 

The  dead  hour  was  again 
brought  up  for  discussion  at  the 
Oct.  30  meeting.  Arguments 
against  the  activity  hour  included 
the  confliction  of  a three  hour  lab 
periods  in  the  areas  of  Chemistry 
and  other  sciences  and  scheduling 
the  dead  hour  during  a "prime 

Dean  Zaida  interupped  these 
arguments  to  ask  if  there  was  "any 
way  of  rescuing  the  dead  hour  for 
the  upcoming  semester  for  the 
students  sitting  around  the  table 
now,  who  wouldn't  be  back  next 

During  the  discussion  it  was 
brought  out  that  the  spring 
schedule  was  already  drawn  up  and 
ready  to  go  to  the  printer  at  10  a.m. 
on  Oct.  31 . Paul  McCallistcr  stated, 
"I  was  lead  to  believe  that  the 
schedule  was  not  yet  finished  and 
subject  to  change." 

Dr.  McAninch  pointed  out  that 
for  the  dead  hour  to  be  included  in 
the  schedule  for  this  Spring,  the 
schedule  would  have  to  be 


reworked  and  registration  post- 
poned. 

Other  solutions  suggested  were 
that  the  gym  of  the  cafeteria  be 
used  for  the  scheduled  activities, 
that  these  activities  should  be 
moved  to  the  bridge  or  the 
activities  in  D mall  should  be 
scheduled  around  the  classes  being 
held  in  the  large  lecture  rooms. 

Dr.  McAninch  ended  the  meet- 
ing by  saying  further  discussion 
was  necessary,  but  that  the  options 
were,  using  the  floating  activities 
plan,  rescheduling  to  include  the 
"dead  hour"  plan  in  next 
semesters  schedule,  or  moving 
activities  from  D Mall  to  the  gym  or 
cafeteria. 

Editor's  Note:  At  press  time  the 
following  information  had  been 
made  available  and  provides  Blazer 
readers  with  a more  up-lo-thc- 
minutc  overview  of  the  situation. 

Options  for  the  "dead  hour" 
were  again  discussed  at  a 3 p.m. 
meeting  Oct.  30.  when  Mr.  Dwight 
Davis  asked  all  Department  Heads, 
if  possible,  rework  their  schedules 
to  include  a "dead  hour"  from  12 
p.m.  to  1 p.m.  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays. 

As  many  schedules  as  possible 
were  reworked  with  the  exception 
of  those  classes  such  as  three  hour 
lab  courses  and  off  campus  classes 
which  arc  unable  to  work  around 
the  "dead  hour."

Reynolds  Movie  "The  Longest  Yard"  Reviewed

Any  movie,  particularly  a 
football  movie,  that  stars  Burt 
Reynolds  can't  be  bad.  "The 
Longest  Yard"  in  itself  was  not  all 
that  bad.

The  favors  dealt  with  parole  and 
other  certain  areas.  The  warden 
agreed  and  the  making  of  the 
"Mean  Machine”  is  underway. 

The  team  was  put  together  as  the 
story  continued.  The  antics  contin- 
ued also.  Various  incidents  were 
very  funny  and  yet  some  were  just 
a bit  hard  to  believe.  Yet,  in  all, 
"The  Longest  Yard"  is  extremely 
entertaining  and  is  somewhat  of  a 


"Good  ol'  fashion  movie".  From 
this,  it  is  meant  that  the  movie 
tended  to  bring  out  almost  every 
emotion  that  a person  could  have.

Prior  to  coming  to  the  U.  S. 
Hayek  had  received  one  year  of 
college  education  at  Jordania 
University.  His  major  is  business. 

According  to  Hayek,  Jordanian 
life  and  American  life  are  not 
drastically  different.

Hayek  pointed  out.  "so  we  see 
much  of  the  things  that  are  in  this 
country."  Hayek  added,  “I  saw

This  announcement  was  made 
after  Ms.  Payne  learned  of  the  JJC 
volleyball  teams'  acceptance  into 
the  Illinois  State  Women’s  Volley- 
ball Tournament,  to  be  held  Nov.

The  JJC  team,  which  is  7 and  4 
for  the  season,  is  one  of  only  two 
junior  colleges  in  the  state  to  be 
accepted  in  the  tournament.

can  way  of  life  and  the  Jordanian 
way  of  life.  "For  example,”  Hayek 
contended,  "Everyone  in  the  U.S.

Top  Rated  Players  Make 
Joliet's  Wolves  the  Best

“To  have  a good  football  team, 
you  must  first  surround  yourself 
with  quality  players.”  It  would 
seem  evident  that  the  Joliet  Junior 
Head  Football  Coach,  Jerry  Yost,  is 
following  his  own  advice.  The 
undefeated  Wolves  are  now  rated 
the  number  one  Junior  College 
team  in  the  state  and  fourth  in  the 
nation. 

Coach  Yost  received  his  bache- 
lors degree  from  Northern  Univer- 
sity in  DeKalb  and  his  master  from 
Indiana  State  University.  He 
previously  taught  at  Ludwig  Grade 
School  in  Lockport  and  spent  five 
years  at  Evergreen  Park  High 
School  in  Evergreen  Park. 

Yost,  who  is  in  his  seventh  year 
at  JJC,  feels  there  are  two  main 
things  that  go  into  having  a good 
football  team.  One  is  having  top 
rate  football  players.  The  other  is 
running  an  honest  program.  “In 
this  way,  the  players  know  what  is 
expected  from  the  coaches  and 
what  the  program  can  offer  them  as 
individuals.” 

In  looking  at  the  Joliet  offense, 
Yost  believes  that  they  can  only  be 
successful  when  they  use  plays  that 
their  opponents  are  willing  to  give 
them.  "We  don’t  go  in  saying  that 
we  will  only  take  off  tackle  plays. 
We  try  to  find  out  what  plays  there 
are  early  in  the  game,  and  take 
whatever  they  will  give  us.  Our 
plan  is  to  find  out  where  it’s  easy 
going  and  then  go!” 

The  Wolves  fine  record  certainly 
shows  they  have  been  going.  Yost 
thinks  the  offense  has  played  very 
well  as  a unit  with  many  players 
having  student  performances. 
Halfback  Rick  Stanford  is  presently 
the  3rd  leading  rusher  in  the  nation 
and  ranks  4th  in  total  offense.  But 
he  is  not  the  leading  scorer.  Those 
honors  go  to  fullback  Rusty 
Vincent.  Three  linemen  have  done 
a superior  job.  They  are  tight  end 
Mark  Benigni,  guard  Greg  Pluth, 
and  guard  Mark  Elsbemd. 

On  defense.  Coach  Yost’s  unit 
tried  to  apply  pressure  on  the 
offense  on  every  play.  "We  do  not 
sit  and  read  where  the  ball  is  going. 
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We  go  immediately  and  find  the 
ball.  We  also  like  to  stunt  a lot  and 
all  our  stunts  are  predicated  on  a 
comprehensive  computer  report 
that  we  use.” 

The  defense,  like  the  offense, 
has  also  done  a fine  job.  Inside 
linebackers  Dennis  Brown  and  Tom 
Talerico  have  been  excellent.  Earl 
Hammond  and  Roy  Standfield  have 
also  had  some  outstanding  games 
at  defensive  tackle.  David  Savage 
has  also  been  superb  in  the 
defensive  secondary. 

With  so  many  fine  football 
players  at  JJC,  there  are  more  than 
just  fans  watching  the  Wolves. 
Over  forty  major  colleges  have 
contacted  Coach  Yost  about  some- 
of  his  players.  These  schools 
include  such  notables  as  Alabama, 
Florida  State,  Colorado,  Iowa 
State,  Wisconsin,  and  Arizona 
State.  Coach  Yost  thinks  that  many 
of  his  players  have  the  talent  to  go 
and  star  at  these  schools. 

As  for  a possible  bowl  game,  the 
squad  would  have  to  win  all  of  their 
remaining  games  and  go  undefeat- 
ed. They  would  have  to  be  voted  in 
by  a group  of  national  officers 
connected  with  the  National  Junior 
College  Association.  If  the  team 
goes  this  far,  they  would  play  in  the 
Wool  Bowl  in  November  at  New 

Is  this  the  beginning  of  many 
good  football  seasons  at  Juco? 
Coach  Yost  definitely  believes  that 
there  has  been  increased  progress, 
and  that  the  progress  is  getting 
stronger  every  year.  "We  have

"Hot  Potato"  in 
Wolves'  Victory

They  drove  the  length  of  the 
field  and  scored  on  Tom  Moore’s  19 
yard  quarterback  sneak.  The  kick 
was  good  and  the  score  was  7-0  in 
favor  of  Joliet.  When  the  Wolves 
received  the  ball  for  the  second 
time  the  "hot  potato"  game 
started. 

Moore  tried  to  pass  to  Mark 
Benigni,  but  the  ball  bounced  off 
Benigni’s  chest  and  was  picked  off 
by  Illinois  Valley.  The  interception 
was  converted  into  a touchdown 
and  the  Apaches  ran  the  ball  in  for 
the  extra  point  making  the  score 
8-7  in  favor  of  Illinois  Valley. 

In  the  second  quarter  Rick 
Stanford  scored  from  19  yards  out 
making  the  score  14-8  Joliet.  After 
that  score  it  was' back  to  the  "hot 
potato." 

Mark  Erickson  intercepted  an 
Apaohe  pass  and  returned  it  to 
their  44  yard  line.  The  Wolves 
would  have  converted  the  inter- 
ception into  a touchdown,  but  the 
ball  was  fumbled  on  the  goal  line 
and  recovered  by  Illinois  Valley  for 
a touchback. 

Joliet  fumbled  the  ball  again, 
being  recovered  by  the  Apaches, 
and  on  the  very  next  play  the 
Wolves  got  the  ball  back  again 
when  Dennis  Brown  intercepted 
the  ball.

Joliet’s  Wolves  finished  2nd  on 
their  home  course  with  a 319  to 
Lake  County’s  301. 

Whitey  Anderson  lowered  the 
other  65  participants  by  shooting  a 
2 over  par  74  and  winning  the 
medal  for  Best  Score  for  the  day. 

Tony  Gerl  had  a 76,  Dirk 
Beltzhoover  an  84  and  Kevin  Dailey 
an  85. 

The  top  7 teams  out  of  13  entered 
plus  a team  made  up  of  the  5 low 
scorers  from  the  nonqualifing 
teams  then  went  on  to  compete  in 
the  N4C  Conference  on  Oct.  17th. 

The  Wolves  placed  4th  in  the 
tourney  and  3rd  overall  in  the 
conference.' 

Dirk  Beltzhoover  shot  an  81, 
Tony  Gerl  an  82,  Whitey  Anderson 
an  87  and  Kevin  Dailey  an  89. 

Dirk  Beltzhoover  won  a 6th  place 
trophy  in  individual  and  Tony  Gerl 
took  the  9th  place  trophy, 

Tuesday,  October  22,  the 
Wolves,  shooting  a 314,  wedged 
their  way  between  Dupage  304  and 
Mayfair  338  in  a nonconference 
match. 

Anderson  shot  a 72,  Susner  a 79, 
Gerl  an  81  and  Dailey  an  82. 

The  Wolves  finished  the  season 
with  1 1 wins  to  4 losses. 

“Concerning  the  4 losses,”  said 
coach  Gil  Bell.  “We  lost  twice  to 
Lake  County  and  twice  to  Dupage 


and  these  teams  finished  1st  and 
2nd  in  the  Tournament.” 

The  Wolves  finished  7th  out  of  18 
entered  in  the  State  Tournament 
October  25  and  26. 

Friday,  Oct.  25,  Whitey  Ander- 
son shot  a 1 under  par  71  and  an  84 
on  Saturday  giving  him  a total  of 
155  for  both  days. 

Gerl  shot  an  81  and  83  giving  him 
a total  of  164;  Beltzhoover  had  an 
86-and  80  totaling  166;  Susner  had 
an  80  and  86  totaling  166  and 
Dailey  had  an  81  and  88  totaling 
169  for  both  days. 

Whitey  Anderson’s  low  scores 
won  him  a 6th  place  trophy  for 
individual  play  qualifying  him  for 
the  National  Tourney  in  Hutchin- 
son, Kansas  on  June  3-6. 

“In  1969  Joliet  finished  2nd  in 
State  but  went  on  to  the  National 
Tournament  due  to  the  first  place 
team  being  disqualified.”  Said 
Coach  Gil  Bell,  “But  Whitey 
Anderson  is  the  first,  on  his  own,  to 
qualify  for  the  National  Tourn- 
ament and  I think  he  deserves  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  this 
accomplishment.” 

The  team’s  average  was  319.5 
per  match  which  put  them  at  'A  a 
stroke  under  even  80’s  thus 
establishing  a new  school  record 
for  team  average  for  the  year.

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From  9th  in  Nation  to  3rd 
. . . and  Illinois  Champions 


Everything  the  Joliet  Junior  College  Wolves  had 
fought  for  during  the  season  came  down  to  one 
defensive  play.  In  the  closing  minutes  of  the  game 
and  the  score  28-27  in  favor  of  Joliet,  the  Wolves’ 
defense  did  an  excellent  job  of  holding  Rock  Valley  to 
a fourth  down  and  ten  yards  to  go  situation.  On  came 
their  punting  squad  and  Joliet  seemed  to  have  the 
game  won.  Unfortunately,  this  was  not  to  be  as  Rock 
Valley  pulled  a fake  punt  and  ran  for  the  first  down. 


“Actually,  we  caught  him  behind  the  line  and  he 
broke  two  tackles  and  still  made  the  extra  yardage. 
We  felt  we  had  it  defended  properly,  but  it  was  a 
great  effort  by  their  player,"  said  the  Wolves’  head 
coach  Jerry  Yost. 


Two  seconds  later  the  ball  was  sitting  on  Joliet's  20 
yard  line.  Thanks  to  a 40  yard  bomb  by  Rock  Valley’s 
quarterback  Dave  Hoppman.  Rock  Valley  immedi- 
ately tried  for  the  field  goal.  With  thirty  seconds  left 
in  the  game,  the  ball  went  up  and  bounced 
chest  of  JJC’s  Tom  Talarico.  As  a result,  the  Wolves 
won  the  game  28-27  and  finished  the  season  as 
Illinois'  Number  One  team. 


Joliet  started  their  tryouts  for  the  football  squad  on 
August  16  of  this  year.  As  any  team  that  really  enjoys 
football,  the  Wolves  had  dreams  of  an  undefeated 
season,  a state  championship  and  a national  bowl  bid, 
but  to  most  teams  is  only  a dream.  The  Wolves 
worked  for  a month  at  becoming  a dream  team. 


When  they  played  their  first  game  against 
Thornton,  back  in  mid-September,  the  anxiety  was 
there.  They  easily  beat  Thornton  28-6.  Next  came 
DuPagc  C.C.  to  try  to  even  the  Wolves  record  at  1-1. 
Joliet  ran  straight  through  their  opponant’s  defense 
as  Rick  Stanford,  Kevin  Johnson,  and  Rusty  Vincent 
all  ran  for  over  100  yards.  The  Wolves  won  27-7. 


The  first  worthy  opponents  for  JJC  was  supposed  to 
have  been  Triton.  Joliet  had  no  problem  at  all 
handing  Triton  a 28-0  loss.  After  the  Triton  victory.

the  Wolves  became  the  Number  One  team  in  the 
state.  They  continued  to  win,  foiling  upsets  attempts 
against  Kennedy-King,  Illinois  Valley,  Harper, 
Morton  (who  they  beat  60-0),  and  Rock  Valley;  the 
state’s  number  two  team  at  the  time  the  Wolves  faced 

All  during  this  time,  the  team  never  bragged  about 
their  accomplishments  and  they  never  got 
over-anxious.  It  wasn’t  until  their  eighth  game 
(Harper)  that  they  came  close  to  losing. 

Then  came  the  game  against  Rock  Valley,  the  junior 
college  game  of  the  century.  The  Wolves  were 
entering  this  game  with  a 8-0  record,  first  in  the  state 
and  third  in  the  nation.  Rock  Valley  was  ninth  in  the 
nation,  second  in  the  suite  and  had  a record  of  7-1. 

Before  the  game  started.  Coach  Yost  told  his  team, 
"If  Dave  Hoppman  is  hot  - we’re  in  trouble.  If  he’s 
average,  and  we  intercept  a couple  on  him.  then  he’ll 
be  all  through". 

Once  the  gome  started,  Rock  Valley  took  control  on 
a Hoppman  pass.  “That  was  the  best  display  of 
passing  1 have  ever  seen  since  1 have  been  coaching" , 
said  Yost  after  the  game. 

The  passing  game  wasn't  working  for  the  Wolves 
early  in  the  game  so  they  went  back  to  the  running 
game.  "We  arc  more  of  a run-oriented  team  than 
passing,  but  we  certainly  hoped  we  could  do  both  in 
this  game,"  said  Yost.  Fortunately  for  the  Wolves, 
their  running  game  was  more  effective  than  Rock 
Valley's  passing  attack. 

When  it  came  right  down  to  the  nitty  gritty,  the 
Wolves  held  up  under  pressure.  They  had  to  put  up 
with  the  chants  of  Rock  Valley's  "Beat  Joliet!",  and 
the  notion  of  losing  the  state  title,  but  the  Wolves 
overcame  these  problems. 

Coach  Yost  summed  up  the  season  in  his  post  game 
speech  after  accepting  a plaque  for  the  state 
championship.  "The  polls  may  rank  us  as  the  Number 
3 team  in  the  nation,  but  people,  this  bunch  is  the 
finest  in  the  land."

"A  left-turn  signal  at  the 
intersection  of  Jefferson  and 
Houbolt  shall  be  in  operation  as  of 
the  weekend  of  November  9-10”, 
vowed  Louis  R.  Peyla,  Joliet  City 
Councilman. 

Peyla  assured  the  Blazer  that  in 
the  event  the  signal  was  not 
working  by  this  date,  he  would 
personally  see  to  its  immediate 
repair.  It  was  maintained  by  Peyla 
that  he  had  been  unaware  of  the 
light's  malfunction  that  has  existed 
now  for  approximately  eight 
months. 

During  the  interview.  Peyla 
contacted  Arthur  Pratt.  City  Traffic 
Engineer,  with  whom  he  discussed 
the  problem.  Pratt  held  that  the 
delay  in  repairing  the  left-turn 
signal  from  Jefferson  onto  Houbolt 
was  due  to  other  work  being  done 
at  the  intersection  of  Midland 
Avenue  and  Black  Road. 

Admitting  that  he  travels 
Jefferson  daily,  heading  toward 
downtown  Joliet,  Peyla  said  he’s 
noticed  an  unusual  amount  of 


congestion  at  the  intersection.  He 
related,  however,  that  he  hadn’t 
realized  the  congestion  was  due  to 
a malfunction  of  the  light.  Peyla 
recognized  the  danger  involved  in 
students  turning  left  on  red  lights 
or  turning  around  in  the  West 
Jefferson  Bank  lot. 

In  further  conversation,  Peyla 
discussed  the  traffic  problems  at 
the  Larkin-McDonough  intersec- 
tion. "This  problem  is  being  solved 
indirectly."  he  claims,  “through 
efforts  to  widen  Joyce  Road  and 


increase  its  use  as  a route  between 
Jefferson  and  McDonough."  Peyla 
stressed  the  need  for  patience  until 
this  construction  is  complete. 

Regarding  the  construction  of  a 
direct  exit  from  Interstate  80  to 
JJC.  Peyla  stated  that  he  regretted 
to  admit  it,  but  that  he  does  not 
expect  its  completion  for  another  10 
years.  "The  approval  of  the 
construction  will  take  the  majority 
of  the  time,"  claimed  Councilman

Mr.  Dhiegh.  captivated  the 
audience  at  his  eight  o'clock  lecture 
on  acupuncture,  in  which  he 
explained  the  theory  behind 
acupuncture.  He  told  of  how  a man 
being  treated  for  a brain  tumor  had 
five  needles  inserted  behind  his 
ear.  The  doctors  conducting  the 
operation  pulled  the  skin  over  the 
patients  face  and  then  sawed  the 
mans  skull  plate  so  as  to  explore 
the  patients  brain,  when  the 
patient  awakened  and  began 
reciting  Chairman  Mao’s  teach- 
ings. 

Mr.  Dhiegh  said  that  acupunc- 
ture has  been  able  to  let  the  blind 
see.  the  deaf  hear,  and  the  mute 
speak. -He  added  that  "it  can  not 
always  cure  every  disease." 

Also  included  in  the  eight  o'clock 
lecture  was  the  “Yin  and  Yang 
Itheory"  in  which  he  stated  that 
Yin.  which  represents  the  female, 
and  Yang,  which  represents  the 
male.

Wolves  to  Compete 
in  New  Midwest  Bowl

JJC  Wolves'  victory  over  Rock 
Valley  last  Saturday  not  only  won 
them  the  honor  of  being  Illinois’s 
Number  One  team  but  also  the 
opportunity  to  play  in  a Midwest 
Bowl.  This  bowl  game  is  the  first  of 
its  kind  and  hopefully  is  to  become 
an  annual  event  between  Illinois's 
top  team  and  the  top  team  ,of 
Minnesota. 

"We  arc  hoping  that  an  official 
agreement  can  be  worked  out  for 
the  1975  season  which  will  insure  a 
similar  game  with  the  two  state 
champions,"  said  David  J.  Row- 
lands, Region  IV  Director  (Chicago. 
Illinois). 

The  game  will  be  played  at  the 
Joliet  Memorial  Stadium  on 
Saturday.  November  16  at  7 p.m. 
Tickets  will  be  S2  for  adults  and  SI 
for  students  with  I.D.s.  There 
won't  be  any  complimentary  tickets 
given  out  for  this  game. 

Joliet,  the  top  ranking  team  in 
Illinois,  will  be  playing  Norman- 
dale,  a suburb  of  Minneapolis. 
Normandale,  Minnesota's  Number 
One  team,  finished  the  regular 
season  with  a 8-0-1  record  while 
Joliet  was  9-0. 


Said  Mr.  Rowlands  "The  fact 
that  two  nationally  ranked  teams 
are  paired  together  should  help 
make  the  initial  game  a success.” 
Joliet  is  ranked  third  and 
Normandale  i^  ranked  fourth  in  the 
nation. 

In  getting  the  game  together 
William  Wirtanen,  Region  XIII 
Director  (Virginia,  Minnesota)  and 
Mr.  Rowlands  discussed  the 
following  terms. 

1.  The  Illinois  champion  will 
guarantee  $1000  to  the  Minnesota 
champs  to  help  pay  for  the  travel 
expenses.  The  Illinois  team  will 
also  pay  for  the  expenses  of  the 
game. 

2.  The  game  will  be  played 
under  the  NJCAA  elgibility  rules 
and  NCAA  football  rules. 

Jerry  Yost,  head  coach  of  the  JJC 
Wolves,  expects  a close,  hard-hit- 
ting game  against  Normandale. 

"They  have  great  size  and 
they’re  basically  a power  running 
football  team.  They  have  a 6-3,  230 
pound  fullback,  and  their  interior 
linemen  average  more  than  235 
pounds,"  said  Yost. 

"This  game  will  be  very  similar 
to  us  except  that  they're  bigger."

Liam 
McDonnell.  Dave  Larson.  Charles 
Mayberry  and  Ivan  J.  Cooper. 
Although  it  is  not  yet  recognized  by 
the  school,  the  club’s  constitution 
is  already  drawn  up.

Repairing  Ihc  left-turn  signal  at 
the  intersection  of  Jefferson  and 
Houbolt  is  the  "highest  priority 
item  right  now",  according  to 
Arthur  Pratt,  City  Traffic  Engineer. 
Next  to  the  repair  of  major 


breakdowns  or  knockdowns  of 
traffic  lights,  then,  this  traffic  light 
is  first  on  the  agenda  for  the  three 
electricians  of  the  Traffic  Engin- 
eer's Office. 

On  Tuesday.  November  19.  Pratt 
told  the  Blazer  that  he  planned  to 
have  the  electricians  start  work  on 
the  light  on  Wednesday.  November 
20.  if  no  emergency  situations  arise 
that  demand  immediate  attention. 
"Hopefully."  said' Pratt,  "before 
the  end  of  the  week  we  will  have  it 
in  operation." 

"We  realize  you  really  need  the 
light  repaired  and  we've  been 
scheduled  to  make  this  repair  for 


the  last  three  weeks."  stated  Pratt. 
"But,"  he  added,  "in  the  last  three 
weeks  we  have  had  an  uncommon 
rash  of  traffic  signals  and  street 
lights  break  down."  In  fact.  Pratt 
indicated  that  about  one  break- 
down per  day  had  occurred  in  the 
last  three  weeks. 

Earlier.  James  Cleppe,  Assistant 
Traffic  Engineer  had  told  the 
Blazer  that  repairing  the  light  was 
delayed  because  a part  within  the 
controlling  box  had  broken,  and  a 
new  part  had  been  ordered  and  was 
expected  to  arrive  prior  to 
November  22. 

The  JJC  administration's  re- 


sponse to  this  problem  is  presently 
a "wait  and  see"  type  attitude. 
Walter  F.  Zaida,  dean  of  Student 
Personnel  Services,  commented 
that  the  administration  knows  that 
the  Blazer  has  been  confronting 
city  officials  for  the  past  six  weeks 
on  the  issue. 

Robert  Kiep.  Board  of  Trustees 
member  asked  about  the  traffic- 
light  at  the  Board's  October 
meeting.  The  Board  decided  to  wait 
and  find  out  what  developed. 

Zaida  said  that  he  hopes  that  the 
light  will  be  fixed  soon.  He  doesn't 
want  to  wait  until  an  accident 


occurs  before  the  City  will  fix  the 
light.

Faculty  Deals  Students  69-56  Loss  in  Benefit  Game

It  was  difficult  to  determine 
whether  the  benefit  basketball 
game  for  the  blind,  played  on 
Friday  the  15.  between  the  faculty 
and  the  students  wasn’t  actually  a 
basketball  game  at  all.  Once  during 
the  game,  coach  Bill  Foss  was 
tackled  on  the  50  yard  line,  or 
should  I say  half  court  line,  and  the 
faculty  only  substituted  on  the  fly 
as  in  hockey.

New  Projects  Are  Designed  to 
Enhance  J.J.C.  Art  Department

While  the  City  is  doing  their  usual  "fine  job"  on  the 
electrical/mechanical  difficulties  at  Jefferson  and  Houbolt,  the 
"putting-off  is  not  limited  to  city  officials. 

Due  to  student  interest  displayed  at  the  October  JJC  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting,  that  same  topic  was  discussed.  The  administration  was  notified 
of  the  problem  formally  at  SGA  leadership  conference  in  Lake  Geneva  on 
September  29.

We  must  apply  pressure  where 
it  is  due.  This  type  of  pressure  or  arm  twisting  is  one  reason  students  in 
general  arc  considered  a “pressure"  group.  Someone  has  got  to  get  the 
job  done! 

When  traffic  problems  arise  which  affect  industry,  the  City  is  quick  to 
-eact  through  prompt  service.  There  is  simply  no  excuse  for  putting  us  off 
any  longer.  It  is  you,  the  student,  who  must  act  on  this.  It  is  you  who  are 
affected  most.  You  must  individually  call  the  city  and  complain. 

Traffic  is  going  to  be  slower  when  the  snows  arrive.  Don't  wait  until 
then  to  get  something  done.  Call  and  lodge  your  complaints  to  assistant 
traffic  engineer  Janake  at  727-5401.  If  we  wait  much  longer  we’ll  be 
celebrating  the  first  anniversary  of  the  signal  being  inoperative.

Earl  W.  Kurtz,  art  department 
chairman,  discussed  the  new 
projects  designed  to  enhance  the 
art  department  this  year.  An  array 
of  various  courses  offers  the 
students  seeking  a career  in  art 
unusual  opportunities  to  further 
their  education.  Credit  or  transfer 
courses  offered  are:  freehand 
drawing,  design,  pottery,  painting 
(oil),  jewelry  (art  metal),  and  life 
drawing.  All  of  the  before 
mentioned  courses  are  taken  over  a 
one  year  period.  The  following 
courses  are  offered  for  one 
semester.  History  of  ancient  to 
medival  art,  rennasiance  to  modem 
art,  and  an  introduction  to  the 


Non  transferable  courses  include 
jewelry  casting,  macramae,  and 
pottery  techniques. 

Also  many  hobby  courses  are 
offered  such  as  general  sketching, 
portrait  sketch,  ceramics,  water 
color,  and  drawing  technique. 

Mr.  Kurtz,  explained  briefly 
what  each  course  would  involve 
should  anyone  sign  up  to  take 
them. 

Pottery:  pottery  is  basically 
wheel  throwing.  There  are  two 
different  ways  of  forming  a pot. 
Hand  built  methods  where  you  use 
a slab  of  clay  or  coil.  The  other  way 
is  by  putting  a lump  of  clay  on  a 
wheel  and  spinning  it  while  you 
hold  it  as  it  spins  in  your  hand. 

We  have  twenty  pottery  wheels 
and  room  for  twenty  students* 
During  the  course  of  the  year  they 
are  required  to  produce  a certain 
number  of  pots. 

Mr.  Kurtz  stated  that  oil  painting 


was  self  explanatory,  as  students 
work  strictly  in  oils  and  occasion- 
ally in  acrylics. 

Jewelry:  students  get  the  chance 
to  work  with  art  metal  which  often

the  college  to  be  closer  to  the 
people.  Prospective  students  in  the 
outlying  areas  of  the  school  district 
are  generally  discouraged  to  attend 
part  time  because  of  the  distance  to 
drive.  Satellite  centers  solve  this 
problem  by  bringing  the  college  to 
different  locations  in  the  commun- 
ity. Present  satellite  centers  are: 
Romeoville  High  School,  Fairmont 
Elementary,  Lincolnway,  Indian 
Trail,  Morris,  Coal  City,  Dwight 
and  Wilmington  High  Schools. 
Negotiations  are  underway  to  add 


Reed  Custer,  Laraway,  and  Lemont 
High  Schools  to  the  program. 

Classes  at  the  satellite  centers 
arc  taught  by  instructors  from  the 
Junior  College  as  well  as  teachers 
from  the  neighboring  schools. 
Occasionally  people  who  are 
experts  in  their  field  are  also 
employed  as  teachers. 

Established  in  1969,  the  satellite 
center  program  is  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Jacob  Broncato, 
Director  of  Community  Services.

"Juco  Clerical  Workers  are 
organizing  and  working  toward 
joining  a union."  claim  several 
clerical  representatives  that  are 
participating  in  the  effort. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  group 
was  held  on  October  22.  and  since 
then,  the  six  principle  organizers 
have  obtained  a majority  vote  in 
favor  of  joining  a union.  November 
14  was  the  date  of  the  last  meeting 
of  the  clerical  workers,  and  this 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Union  Hall 
on  Republic  Avenue. 


Sheila  House,  of  the  PE 
Department  related  that  at  the 
November  14  meeting,  it  was 
determined  that  the  clerical 
workers  would  be  benefited  most 
by  joining  the  American  Federation 
of  Teachers  Union,  Local  #604. 
"After  having  researched  four  local 
area  unions."  she  said,  “this  union 
appears  to  best  fit  the  needs  of  the 
secretaries." 

When  asked  bv  the  Blazer,  what 
they  hoped  to  achieve  by  going 
union,  Sheila  House.  Chris  Cypcar 
and  Judy  Jungwirth  expressed 
several  objectives.  The  objectives 
included  eliminating  discrimination 


and  favortism.  modifying  the  pay 
scale,  and  creating  a binding 
contract  with  the  Administration. 

Discrimination  and  favoritism, 
according  to  the  secretaries  are 
related  to  pay  raises  and  certain 
allowances  in  the  way  of  courses 
that  may  be  taken  during  the  work 
day.  They  are  seeking  specific 
policies  that  apply  to  all.  without 

Presently,  the  pay  scale  allows  a 
secretary  or  clerical  worker  to  reach 
her  maximum  salary  after  15  years 
of  employment.  Sheila  House  and 
Chris  Cypcar  said  that  many  of  the 
girls  feel  the  number  of  years 


should  be  reduced. 

Lastly,  a contract  that  is  binding 
on  both  the  administration  and 
clerical  workers  is  desired  by  the 
group.  "A  written  agreement  is 
being  utilized  right  now",  accord- 
ing to  clerical  workers,  "but 
adjustments  and  exceptions  are 
continuously  made." 

"Organizing  in  the  form  of  a 
union."  according  to  Clerical 
workers,  "forces  management  to 
be  better  managers."  Chris  Cypcar 
added  that,  "there  is  no  guarantee 
for  anything  the  clerical  workers 
arc  allowed  to  do.  and  a union 
would  give  our  position  security." 


"Wc  are  the  only  group  on 
campus  that  is  non-union," 
commented  Sheila  House,  "and  wc 
need  someone  to  bargain  for  us." 

Judy  Jungwirth  docs  not  expect 
miracles.  She  says  that  the  clerical 
workers  realize  that  they  may  not 
achieve  all  their  goals  immediately, 
but  in  the  next  few  years  they  do 
hope  to  make  some  progress. 

According  to  the  clerical  work- 
ers. the  petition  is  ready  to  be 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
so  that  they  may  be  recognized. 
The  date  for  presentation  is 
currently  set  for  December  9. 
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Union  Seen  as  Radical 
Move  by  Administration

Administrative  officials  will  hear 
the  petition  of  Juco  clerical  workers 
to  join  a union,  in  a meeting  to  be 
held  December  9.  indicated  James 
J.  Hines.  Dean  of  Business. 

Hines  disclosed  that  before 
clerical  workers  will  be  allowed  to 
organize,  they  must  vote  to  do  so  in 
the:  correct  legal  manner.  "Outside 
professionals  should  be  utilized  to 
run  the  election."  explained  Hines, 
"as  well  as  a formal  ballot  box 

According  lo  Hines,  the  group 
must  establish  the  rules  of  the 
election,  the  qualifications  that 
members  must  meet  before  joining 
the  union,  and  all  other  technical 
facts  about  what  the  union  will 
involve.  Then  only  those  persons 
eligible  to  join  the  proposed  union 
would  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the 
election. 

"If  the  election  comes  out  in  the 
favor  of  a union."  directed  Hines, 
"wc  will  recognize  them  as  a 
group." 

In  a discussion  concerning 
clerical  workers,  Hines  maintained 


that  the  clerical  workers  are 
presently  represented  by  a welfare 
committee  made  up  of  six  clerical 
workers.  The  committee  works  with 
the  administration  every  two  years 
in  "evaluating  and  improving"  a 
written  agreement  concerning  pay 
schedules,  insurance  benefits, 
vacations  and  privileges. 

"Already",  mentioned  Hines, 
"the  Juco  secretaries  have  all  the 
same  benefits  as  the  teachers,  and 
arc  actually  paid  higher  than  any  of 
the  clerical  staff  of  the  schools  in 

advised  Hines.  "I  believe  they 
should  join  a union  that  represents 
strictly  clerical  workers,  and  will 
have  their  total  interests  at  heart." 
Hines  implied  that  he  works  very 
effectively  with  the  custodial  union 
and  would  attempt  to  do  the  same 
with  a clerical  union. 

Hines  maintains,  however,  that 
the  decisions  he  currently  makes 
involving  secretaries  will  not  be 
altered  by  their  joining  a union.

AISG  too  Costly  tor  SGA

Believing  that  students  should 
be  a part  of  the  Educational 
process,  the  Association  of  Illinois 
Student  Government  attempts  to 
influence  state  officials  on  deci- 
sions concerning  higher  education. 

Founded  in  1971  with  a staff  of 
one,  as  a letter  head  and  an 
answering  service,  AISG  now 
represents  over  150.000  students. 


Located  in  a storefront  office  near 
the  Capitol,  the  office  is  run  by 
three  full-time  workers  and  several 
interns. 

Although  not  a current  member 
of  the  organization,  JJC  has 
participated  in  some  of  the 
programs  started  by  the  AISG.  one 
of  these  was  a state-wide  voter 
registration  drive  during  the  fall  of 
1974. 

Reasons  for  JJC  non-member- 


ship were  given  by  Mr.  Henry 
Pillard.  Director  of  Student  Affairs 
and  Paul  McCallister.

According 
to  both  Pillard  and  McCallister.  the 
organization  doesn't  have  enough 
relevance  to  JJC  for  the  money  it 
would  cost  to  join.

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New  Plants  in  Admin.  Offices

The  Administrative  and  Business 
Offices  and  the  Board  Rooms  have 
received  the  finishing  touches  in 
the  decorating  plans,  recently.

"The  plants,"  said  Mr.  James 
Hines.

Purchased  with  the  idea  to 
remove  the  starkness  of  the  offices, 
similar  plants  were  viewed  at  the 
Merchandise  Mart.

The 
greenery  was  then  bought  through 
the  bookstore  at  a 50%  discount. 
Mr.''  Hines  explained  that  the 
money  for  the  plants  was  already 
allocated  in  the  original  decorating 

Mr.  Hines  further  commented. 
“Artificial  plants  were  chosen 
purely  for  maintenance  reasons.  I 


could  take  care  of  my  own  live 
plant,  but  whose  to  say  that 
everyone  else  will.  The  mainten- 
ance crew  have  many  other 
responsibilities  and  could  hardly 
care  for  real  plants  properly.  The 
artificial  plants  can  be  wiped  off 
easily  with  a damp  cloth  and  will 
stay  new-looking  for  many  years.” 
Mr.  Hines  mentioned  that  more 
plants  may  be  added  in  the  future, 
possibly  from  the  JJC  Horticulture 
department,  but  for  now  the 
already  purchased  plants  will  serve 
to  fill-in  and  brighten  up  the  offices 
at  JJC. 


Dems  Hope  to  Expand 
Educational  Services

Every  second  year,  elections  for 
federal,  state  and  local  positions 
arc  held  in  the  United  States.  This 
year  the  Nov.  5 elections  were 
termed  "off-year”  elections,  due  to 
the  fact  it  was  not  a presidential 
campaign  year. 

Being  an  "off-year",  interest  in 
the  campaigns  was  not  strong, 
attendance  ai  the  polling  places 
was  also  weak.  Dispite  these 
obstacles,  the  elections  took  place 
and  nor  to  the  public's  surprise,  the 
Democratic  Party  swept  elections 
on  the  federal,  state  and  local-level. 

Will  this  democratic  take-over 
affect  the  education  in  the  Joliet 
area?  Remarkably,  the  election 
winners  who  will  affect  education 
are  not  all  new.  Representative 
George  O'Brien,  on  the  national 
level  is  a republican  and  an 
incumbent  officer.  On  the  state 
scene.  State  Treasurer  Alai  J. 
Dixon,  a Democrat,  will  continue  to 
hold  office. 

Full  funding  of  schools  was  a 
question  in  the  race  for  State 
Representative  for  the  Joliet  42nd 
District.  Representative  Harry 


Lcienweber,  Republican,  was  re- 
elected to  his  post.  One  new 
representative,  a Democrat,  was 
also  elected. 

Representative  LcRoy  Van 
Duyne,  the  new  rep.,  feels  the  state 
should  fund  schools  on  a 50-50 
basis  with  the  local  government. 
George  Sangmcistcr,  a re-elected 
Democrat,  says  the  stale  should 
strive  for  full  state  funding  of 
schools  as  long  as  control  is  not  lost 
through  the  local  school  board. 

Locally  an  election  was  held  for 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Educa- 
tional Region.  Matthcy  Racich, 
Democrat,  will  take  control  of  this 
office.  He  hopes  to  expand 
services,  increase  state  and  federal 
funding  to  small  school  districts 
and  to  provide  and  promote 
community  involvement. 

On  the  national  scale,  this  will  be 
the  first  time  since  the  Johnson 
administration  that  there  will  be  an 
all  Democratic  veto  proof  Con- 
gress. Newly  elected  Adlai  Steven- 
son III.  Dcmoncratic.  will  be  among 
these  dominate  Democrats. 

Surprisingly  there  is  not  much  of 
a change  in  Government  officials  in 
this  area.

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SGA  Backs  Decision 


’Task  Force  Fund'  to  go  tor  Theatre 


SGA  has  given  their  stamp  of  approval  for  the 
administrations'  proposed  remodeling  of  the  existing 
theater.  In  1972  when  the  administration  switched 
accounting  systems,  a sum  or  S50.000  had 
accumulated.  This  money  was  actually  paid  by 
students  for  the  expressed  purpose  of  student 
activities. 

In  1973  the  SGA  decided  to  set  up  a committee  to 
determine  where  these  funds  might  best  be  spent. 
The  committee  became  known  as  the  Task  Force. 

Among  some  of  the  options  discussed  for 
expenditures  of  these  funds  were  a swimming  pool, 
busses,  for  transportation  of  JJC  students. 
The  committee  was  originally  set  up  to  decide  on  its 
own  where  these  monies  might  best  be  spent. 
However,  due  to  the  large  sum  involved,  the  task 
force  and  SGA  felt  that  they  should  poll  the  students 
to  get  their  opinions. 

The  first  poll  was  done  in  a mailing  in  which 
students  were  expected  to  return  their  opinions 
voluntarily.  The  opinion  of  the  students  was  not  con- 
clusive in  that  there  seemed  to  be  a deadlock  between 
the  swimming  pool  and  the  fine  arts  center.  The 
student  government  of  the  spring  of  1974  decided  to 
do  another  poll  in  “D"  Mall.  The  results  of  this  pole 
definitely  indicated  the  desire  for  a fine  arts  center  to 
be  constructed. 


D.  McAninch,  asked  to  be  on  the  agenda  of  the 
December  11,  1974  SGA  meeting,  to  discuss  the 
status  of  the  original  decision. 

McAninch  came  prepared  with  both  an  architects 
plans  and  a cost  projection  for  converting  the  existing 
theater  into  a more  useable  and  better  equipped 
facility.  The  projected  cost,  according  to  McAninch 
would  be  somewhere  between  S150.000  and  S200.000. 
He  added  that  the  difference  between  the  high  and 
low  cost  projection  was  due  to  an  existing  1% 
per/month  inflation  figure  in  construction  cost.  Since 
the  task  force  had  already  committed  SI. 000 for  a bell, 
and  there  was  only  S49.000  left.  SGA  members 
wondered  where  the  additional  funds  would  come 


McAninch  explained  that  S23.000  would  come  from 
an  insurance  settlement  on  the  temporary  building 
that  burned  last  year.  An  additional  S28.000  would  be 
available  from  the  sale  of  other  temporary  buildings. 
This  left  a figure  of  between  550,000  and  5100,000 
that  McAninch  felt  could  be  derived  from  existing  site 
and  construction  funds.  He  brought  this  same 
proposal  to  the  December  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
where  the  topic  was  tabled.  The  board  felt  that  they 
didn’t  have  enough  time  to  approve  it  and  they 
wanted  sufficient  time  to  consider  the  matter.

Both  Robert  Mallary  and  Rosaline  Stone  of  the 
Dramatics  Department  felt  that  this  proposal  was  the 
most  workable  and  the  JC  players,  present  at  the  SGA 
meeting,  seemed  anxious  to  get  this  project  under 
way.

A 10c  table 
t-up  fee  is  in  effect  and  each 
rson  or  group  is  obliged  to  clean 
i when  finished. 

It  was  discussed  the  cost  of  food 


on  campus  has  been  a common 
conplaint.  It  must  be  realized 
however,  food  prices  are  rising 
everywhere  in  the  nation  and  the 
college  is  no  exception.  For 
example,  the  tanks  of  soft  drinks 
the  school  uses  ran  59.75  last  year. 
This  price  has  now  spiraled  to 
524.41.  According  to  a NRA 
Washington  report,  egg  prices 
have  risen  at  least  60%:  fish  20%; 
Poultry  23.4%:  Beef  and  Veal  23%; 
Pork  31%  and  Dairy  Products 
10.5%.  unlike  the  highschools.  the 
colleges  receive  no  government 
subsidies  to  finance  their  meals. 

At  JJC  the  board  has  set  a policy 
that  the  cafeteria  must  "break 
even".  Mr.  Kern  stated,  "we  shoot 
for  a 1-2%  profit",  which  may  be 
compared  to  the  25-30%  a 
restaurant  expects  to  gain.  How- 
ever. this  profit  is  usually 
decreased  by  machinery  break- 
down and  replacement  of  the 
dishes  and  silverware,  often  found 
scattered  around  campus.  Just  for 
curiosity — last  year’s  profit  was 
.06%  or  60c  of  each  51,000  income.

After  being  one  of  the  hotter  controversies  in  SGA  for  nearly 
two  years,  final  approval  for  using  the  S49.000  “task  force”  fund 
as  seed  money  for  remodeling  the  room  that  houses  the  existing 
theatre  was  granted. 

A misinformed  and  disjoint  Senate,  aware  that  these  are 
student  activity  funds,  approved  expenditure  of  them  for 
purposes  of  construction. 

It  should  be  quite  clear  their  money  is  going  to  pay.  in  part,  for 
the  construction  of  a JJC  facility.  The  superficial  thinking  of 
those  who  voted  “yes"  to  approve  this  has  set  a precedent.  The 
students  have  handed  control  of  these  funds  over  to  the 
administration.  The  students  will  never  control  the  new  theatre. 

Enough  money  was  found  to  take  care  of  the  balance  of  the 
SI 75,000  projected  cost  without  too  much  difficulty.  Could  the 
administration  have  found  enough  funds  the  theatre  on  its  own? 
This  question  will  not  have  to  be  answered  now.  It  is  a valid 
question,  however. 

If  they  can  use  between  S50.000  and  S100.000  of  site  and 
construction  monies,  it  couldn't  have  been  out  of  the  question  to 
go  S49.000  higher. 

Now  that  we’re  building  buildings  perhaps  its  time  to  buy 
another  one.  The  new  JJC  Coffee  House  Club  is  going  to  need  a 
place  to  set  its  roots.  Perhaps  it  is  time  to  move  away  from  some 
of  the  smaller  items  and  get  on  to  bigger  and  better  things.  The 
possibilities  are  endless.

JuCo  Students  are  Having 


Finding  Jobs 


For  the  first  time.  Joliet  Junior 
College  is  utilizing  a phone-in 
registration  system  for  the  spring 
semester. 

According  to  Mr.  Keith  Nanz. 
Dean  of  Admissions,  the  new 
system  saves  time  and  money.  In 
comparison  with  the  old  system,  in 
which  the  student  completed  a 
schedule  with  his  advisor,  took  this 
schedule  to  admissions  himself  to 
find  out  if  any  classes  were  closed 
(meaning  if  the  class  had  reached 
its  limit  as  to  number  of  students 
enrolled)  and  then  made  any 
number  of  trips  back  to  his  advisor 
to  rearrange  the  schedule  if 
necessary,  the  phone-in  system 
saves  much  energy,  Nanz  said. 

With  the  phone-in  system,  after 
completing  a schedule  with  his 
advisor  in  a pre-arranged  appoint- 
ment. the  student  does  not  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  registration 
procedures  besides  paying  the 
tuition.  The  advisor  phones  in  to 
admissions  the  section  numbers  of 
the  classes  desired,  and  he  is  told 
over  the  phone  the  status  of  these 
classes.  Any  changes  that  must  be

In  a study  done  by  Lewis 
College,  it  was  found  JJC.  Lewis 
and  St.  Francis  colleges  all  run  on  a 
fairly  equal  basis.  At  JJC.  an 
average  of  1315  customers  are 
served  each  day.  Their  bill 
averages  76c  compared  to  50c  of 
five  years  ago. 

Items  now  increasing  in  cost  for 
the  school  must  be  raised  slightly 
on  next  semesters  menu.  Other 
foods  will  stay  at  the  same  price, 
and  some  new  lower  costing  will  be 
added.  Various  specials  as  well  as 
cafeteria  service  during  evening 
hours  and  exam  days  has  been 
provided  for  YOU  the  reader.  The 
Foods  Service  Committee  hopes  a 
better  understanding  of  the 
situation  may  alleviate  some  of  the 
problems  we  now  have. 


immediately. 

This  eliminates  the  problem  of 
students  completing  a schedule  one 
day.  then  not  taking  it  into 
admissions  til  the  next  day,  or 
perhaps  never  taking  it  in  at  all. 
The-advisors  like  this,  Nanz  said, 
because  it  does  not  create  as  many 
scheduling  problems. 

Sixteen  lines  receive  calls  in  the 
admissions  office  from  advisors, 
satellite  centers,  and  part-time 
students  (who  may  register  for 
themselves,  as  opposed  to  full-time 
students  who  must  have  an 
advisor's  signature).  Registration 
by  phone  is  toll-free  for  those  living 
outside  Joliet. 

In  approximately  four  weeks 
2.500  students  have  registered,  the 
largest  total  for  this  time  in  JJC 
history.  Nanz  estimated  that  by 
spring  semester  7,500  people  will 
have  registered  for  any  of  JJC's 
courses. 

Nanz  stated  that  the  phone-in 
system  is  low  cost,  because  it  is  not 
dependent  on  a computor,  and 
efficient,  because  one  can  know 
immediately  if  a class  is  closed. 
Upon  finding  a schedule  in  which 
all  classes  are  open,  a student  is 
registered.  Joliet  Junior  College 
will  continue  to  use  this  system  in 
the  future,  Nanz  declared. 


Each  full-time  student  pays 
513.00  for  the  student  activity  fee, 
which  is  paid  along  with  the 
registration  fee.  The  money  goes  to 
support  the  athletics,  the  Shield 
(yearbook),  the  Word-Eater,  the 
Blazer  (newspaper),  Forensics, 
Dramatics,  Student  Affairs,  and 
other  clubs. 

Many  students  may  wonder  why 
they  should  pay  $13.00,  if  they  do 
not  belong  to  clubs  or  do  not 
participate  in  activities.  One 
student  suggests,  "I  think  every- 
one should  pay  the  fee,  but  the 
money  should  be  used  for  the 
essentials  (yearbook,  athletics,

Wiebolts  is  approximately  52.00  to 
52.05  per  hour  for  15-35  hours  per 
week  of  work. 

Holiday  Inns  within  the  vicinity 
of  JuCo  are  also  helping  to  support 
students.  They  have  part-time  job 
openings  for  maids,  clerks,  wait- 
resses, busgirls,  busboys,  and 
dishwashers.  Jana  Coble  and  Cathy 
McCabe,  who  arc  both  employed 
by  Holiday  Inns,  find  their  hours 
arc  flexible  and  working  conditions 
are  good.  Salaries  range  from  SI. 90 
to  52.25  an  hour  for  the  work. 

Sears  Department  Store,  in 
downtown  Joliet,  is  also  aiding 
students  by  promoting  part-time 
positions.  Jim  Keegan  is  presently 
working  on  the  loading  docks  at 
Sears.  According  to  Jim.  there  are 
numerous  other  part-time  sales 
personnel  at  Scars  who  are  also 
JuCo  students.  The  hours  at  Sears 
are  flexible  and  average  18  hours 
per  week.  Wages  for  workers  and 
sales  personnel  range  from  52.00  to 
S4.00  per  hour. 

An  area  Seven  Up  plant  is  also 
providing  part-time  jobs  for  a 
number  of  JuCo  students,  includ- 
ing Steve  Vicich.  At  the  Seven  Up 
plant,  claims  Steve,  jobs  are 
available  for  JuCo  students 
working  from  30-38  hours  per 
week,  making  53.40  to  S4.00  per 

WSPY  radio  station  employs 
Greg  Nelson,  and  another  journal- 
ism student  as  part-time  radio 
broadcasters  for  the  Sandwich. 


Plano,  and  Yorkville  area.  Greg 
docs  live  sportscasting,  as  well  as 
reports  on  area  school  board 
meetings.  He  is  paid  for  the 
number  of  hours  he  spends  on  the 
air  which  he  says  averages  52.00 
per  hour  for  the  work  involved, 
which  may  take  from  10  to  20  hours 
a week. 

The  Catholic  News  Register,  a 
religious  news  publication,  em- 
ploys sophomore  Paula  Kucharz  as 
its  news  editor.  Paula,  a journalism 
major,  works  from  20  to  25  hours 
per  week  and  the  pay  for  her  job 
ranges  from  S2.00  to  53.00  per 

JuCo  work-study  programs  un- 
doubtedly employ  a large  number 
of  students,  including  freshman 
Marge  Novy.  Jobs  available 
include  clerical  positions,  mainten- 
ance work  and  various  department- 
al positions.  Students  on  work- 
study,  indicated  Marge,  work 
anywhere  from  8 to  20  hours  per 
week,  making  51.85  per  hour. 
There  is  a possibility,  however, 
that  salaries  will  be  increased  to 
S2.10  an  hour. 

These  few  students  are  repre- 
sentative of  the  hundreds  of  JuCo 
students  who  are  carrying  part- 
time  jobs  to  meet  the  costs  of  an 
education.  Each  has  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  availability  of 
these  jobs  to  help  meet  his  Financial 
needs.

Kassiday:  Art 


Instructor,  Traveler

For  most  people  a trip  to  Europe 
is  out  of  the  question  due  to  the 
present  economic  situation.  One  of 
those  fortunate  few  who  did  make 
the  journey  was  Sharlene  Kassi- 
day, an  instructor  in  art  at  Joliet 
Junior  College.  Ms.  Kassiday 
passed  through  such  countries  as 
Italy.  England.  Belgium,  the 
Scandanavian  countries,  Sweden, 
Denmark,  and  Norway,  and  the 
southern  section  of  France.  Also 
brief  stops  were  made  in  Germany, 
Austria,  Switzerland,  and  Spain. 

Ms.  Kassiday  found  Italy  to  be 
very  exciting.  She  said  that  each 
time  that  she  went  into  another 
village  it  was  like  entering  another 
country,  as  each  town  varies 


greatly  from  the  next.  While  in 
Italy  she  stayed  in  Venice,  which  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  cities  in 
the  world,  in  her  opinion.  "Venice 
was  a fantasy  land  different  from 
any  other  city  in  the  world."  Ms. 
Kassiday  traveled  around  Venice  in 
a water  bus,  which  in  Italy  fs 
commonly  refered  to  as  a 
Vaporetto.  Since  there  are  no 
streets  in  Venice  this  was  her  only 
means  of  transportation.  The  lack 
of  motor  vehicles  did  not  bother  her 
as  she  was  very  happy  to  be  rid  of 
their  pollution  for  awhile.  She  did 
not  get  a chance  to  ride  in  one  of 
the  gondolas,  which  Venice  is  so 
famous  for.  Motor  boats  and  hand 
caned  Vow  boats,  whose  floor  is 
covered  with  oriental  persian  rugs, 
served  as  the  only  other  means  of

Although  she  has  taught  night 
classes  almost  every  year  since 
joining  the  JJC  staff,  she  is  not  this 
year.  However,  she  did  teach

She  has 
also  helped  with  the  drama  guild  a 
and  has  written  several  play 
reviews  which  appeared  in  the 
Joliet  Herald-News. 

In  preparation  for  a repent  trip  to 
Paris,  where  she  stayed  for  7 weeks 
in  1966.  Mrs.  Winslow  is  studying 
French  under  Mr.  Burns,  Besides 
her  trip  to  Paris.  Mrs.  Winslow  has 
traveled  to  Florida  and  the  East, 
including  Vermont  and  New  York.

Ms.  Kassiday  stated  that  in  her 
opinion  Italy  contained  the  most 
important  art  work  in  the  world. 
Such  great  artists  as  Titian,  Da 
Vinci,  Michaelangefo,  and  Raphael 
completed  their  greatest  works 
while  living  in  Italy. 

Recently  art  has  been  making 
headlines  in  world  newspapers,  but 
only  as  the  victims  of  deranged 
minds,  as  several  great  works  of  art 
have  been  destroyed  by  people. 
Ms.  Kassiday  felt  that  for  the  most 
part  many  of  these  paintings  were 
left  unguarded  and  that  anyone 
could  easily  destroy  them.  She 
observed  while  in  a museum  in 
Germany,  two  men  pull  from  an 
exhibit  a pair  of  priceless  swords 
and  proceed  to  fence  one  another, 
while  a helpless  guard  stood  by. 
Also  many  famous  statues  located 
in  many  public  parks  are  left 
unprotected.  Although  there  is 
relatively  little  violence  in  Europe, 
Ms.  Kassiday  has  observed  that 
there  is  a growing  trend  to  destroy 
valuable  art  relics. 

Since  Ms.  Kassiday  is  an  art 
instructor  the  Blazer  felt  it  would 
be  interesting  to  find  out  whether 
she  had  a favorite  work  or  art  and 
she  replied  that  Titians  painting  of 
the  entombment  of  Christ  was  the 
greatest  painting  she  had  ever 
seen.  This  painting  is  located  in  the 
Louvre  museum  in  Paris. 

Her  next  stop  was  Switzerland. 
She  erased  all  delusions  of  a quaint 
tiny  country  in  which  people  spend 
the  better  part  of  the  day  making 
watches  stating  that  Switzerland 
contains  some  of  the  most  modern 
cities  in  the  world.  Almost 
everything  is  automated  and  to 
reach  a certain  destination  you 
need  only  insert  a coin  and  a trolly 
run  by  computer  will  take  you 
anyplace.  (If  you  haven’t  got  a coin, 
you  walk.) 

In  almost  every  town  there  arc  at 
least  two  museums.  Many  contain 
art  work  produced  by  local  talent 
and  also  relics  from  the  Romans. 


Ms.  Kassiday  marked  the  island 
of  Sicily  as  one  of  the  high  points  of 
her  trip.  The  population  is  a 
strange  mixture  of  Italians.  Greeks, 
and  French,  which  make  for  a very 
complicated  people. 

Open  air  markets,  strategically 
placed  spot  every  other  street  in 
Sicily.  Very  beautiful  and  exotic 
tapestries  were  sold  at  these 
markets.  She  commented  that  the 
people  were  very  nice  to  her  as  they 
repeatedly  warned  her  to  keep  her 
eyes  open  so  as  not  to  be  cheated 
by  dishonest  merchants. 

Many  a time  she  found  herself 
whisking  from  one  country  to  the 
next  by  train.  Ms  Kassiday  said 
"European  trains  arc  peculiar, 
often  they  run  off  time  and 
sometimes  they  even  are  scheduled 
in  the  opposite  direction  of  their 
proposed  destinations.  (If  you  don't 
listen  fast  in  Italian  you  could  get  in 
trouble.) 

While  in  Sweden  she  visited  the 
home  of  the  deceased  artist,  Carl 
Milles.  Mr.  Milles  designed 


fountains  one  of  which  is  located  in 
an  open  courtyard  in  Chicago's  art 
institute. 

Rounding  out  her  European 
excursion  she  stopped  in  Spain, 
which  she  found  to  be  very  sunny 
and  very  dry.  She  said  it  was 
unusual  to  find  a house  in  the  city 
as  most  people  live  in  apartments. 
She  noticed  that  much  Spanish  art 
is  influenced  by  the  Arabs. 

When  she  was  on  her  tour  it  was 
announced  that  the  war  in  Vietnam 
was  over  and  that  on  several 
occasions  she  was  treated  rudely 
because  she  was  an  American. 

Although  she  enjoyed  her  stay  in 
Europe  immcnsly  she  felt  that  one 
should  sec  America  first  before 
traveling  to  another  Continent.  "I 
feel  that  the  museums  located  in 
Chicago  are  equal  to  those  in 
Europe."  Ms.  Kassiday  has  many 
fond  memories  of  Europe  and  often 
takes  out  her  over  three  thousand 
projection  slides  to  look  back  on  an 
experience  of  a lifetime.

Mike  has  been  blind 
since  birth,  but  he  doesn't  let  that 
stop  him.  Mike  said.  "If  I run  into 
it  once,  you  can  be  sure  that  I won’t 
hit  it  again."  He  is  currently  in  his 
third  year  of  school  at  JJC. 

Mike's  philosophy  on  life  is, 
"Grab  for  all  the  good  times  you 
can.  cause  you  only  live  once."  He 
lives  by  this  rule  and  things  seldom 
get  him  down.  He  once  stated. 
"Since  I was  born  blind.  I haven’t 
missed  nothing.  So,  I think  its 
alright.  What  you  haven’t  seen. 


you  haven’t  missed.” 

The  main  gripe  that  Mike  has 
about  being  blind  is  the  handicap  it 
creates  in  meeting  people.  "The 
majority  of  students  are  afraid  of 
me.  cause  they  don't  know  how  to 
approach  me,"  he  said.  Although 
he  is  a very  outgoing  person.  Mike 
stated,  “It  seems  like  I've  always 
been  a wallflower,  cause  nobody 
really  recognized  me." 

He  enjoys  school  and  right  now 
his  aspiration  is  to  become  a 
marriage  counselor.  Most  teachers 
treat  him  like  a "normal  indivi- 
dual". but  he  said  that  a few  treat 
him  like  a "2  year-old  child.” 
Mike  love  to  ice  skate  and  play 
the  drums.  He  took  drum  lessons 


for  seven  years,  he  can  carry  a beat 
as  well  as  anyone.  He  has  played  at 
a couple  of  weddings,  but  he  was 
never  in  an  organized  group. 

Since  Mike  can't  see  anyone,  he 
identifies  people  by  the  sound  of 
their  voices.  He  can  also  hear 
things  that  sighted  people  would 
never  notice.  "I  can  hear 
doorways.”  Mike  said.  He  can  tell 
where  a doorway  is  because  the 
sound  of  footsteps  can't  bounce 
back  off  of  an  open  hole. 

His  future  outlook  is  to  get  a job. 
get  married,  raise  a family  and  lead 
a normal  life,  because,  Mike  said.

Ronda  Reviews  Airport  1975'

Karen  Black.  Mvrna  Loy.  Helen 
Reddy  Efrem  Zimbalist.  Jr.,  and 
Gloria  Swanson  arc  just  a few  of  the 
passengers  who  are  trapped  when 
their  747  is  hit  by  a private  plane. 

Columbia — Flight  409  is  the  Los 
Angeles  bound  747.  piloted  by  Roy 
Thinnes  and  Efrem  Zimbalist,  Jr., 
which  develops  engine  trouble  and 
must  make  an  emergence  landing 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  UT.  Before  it  can 
do  so.  though,  it  is  rammed  by 
Scott  Freeman’s  (Dana  Andrews) 
small  plane. 


With  a large  hole  ripped  through 
the  starboard  side  and  the  pilot 
blind,  the  senior  stewardess  Nancy 
Pryor  (cxcclcntly  portrayed  bv 
Karen  Black)  must  handle  the 
plane  until  help  can  conic. 
Charlcton  Heston  (superb  as 
always)  is  Alan  Murdock,  the  man 
who  is  chosen  for  the  job  of  landing 
the  plane  safely. 

AIRPORT  1975  is  one  of  the  top 
dramatic  movies  of  this  decade. 
The  photography  is  excellent 
inasmuch  as  the  audience  is 
compelled  to  believe  that  the 
passengers  are  on  a real  plane  that 


is  in  real  trouble.  For  the  most  part 
the  acting  is  terrific.  The  two 
exceptions  were  Linda  Blair,  as  a 
kidney-transplant  patient,  and 
Gloria  Swanson,  who  appears  in 
her  first  movie  in  over  20  years. 

Linda  seems  to  think  she  can  be 
Shirley  Temple,  but  she  is  a bit  too 
old.  Miss  Swanson  played  herself, 
a temperamental  movie  star.  She 
overacted  a bit:  it  seems  as  if  she 
wrote  her  own  lines. 

Inspired  bv.  but  more  exciting 
than  AIRPORT.  AIRPORT  1975  is  a 
movie  not  easily  forgotten.  A movie 
that  will  hold  your  interest  until 
"the  end".

"Cat"  Deserves  Nine  More  Lives 


It  is  a well  known  folklore  that  a 
cat  has  nine  lives.  If  this  is  true, 
then  the  "Cat"  that  passed1 
through  the  Joliet  Jr.  College 
theatre  Saturday  night,  December 
7th,  should  be  granted  nine  more 
lives  as  the  performance  went  up  in 
a flaming  blaze  of  firery  applause 
from  a thoroughly  quenched 
audience. 

The  pulitzer  prize  winning  play, 
written  by  Tennessee  Williams, 
revolves  aroung  the  patriarcch  of  a 
southern  family  who  is  dying  of 
cancer,  and  his  two  sons,  one  an 
alcoholic,  the  other  a greedy 
moneygrubber.  The  father.  "Big 
Daddy",  wishes  to  leave  his  estate 
to  Brick,  his  alcoholic  son,  whom  he 
has  always  liked  better  than  his 
selfish  son,  Gooper.  "Big  Mama”, 
the  matriarch  of  the  family,  has 
plans  of  her  own  to  gain  the 
inheritance.  Two  of  the  most 
important  characters  in  the  play 
were  Maggie,  the  tragedy 
stricken  wife  of  Brick  and  Mae,  the 
conniving  wife  of  Gooper. 

Mae's  pregnancy  gives  Gooper 
the  advantage  in  the  race  to  see 
who  will  get  the  estate,  as  Big 
Daddy  wants  a grandchild  to  carry 
on  his  name. 

Brick,  thefavored  one,  has  fallen 
to  the  shattered  life  of  an  alcoholic, 
tortured  by  the  past  and  the  fact 
that  he  can't  make  his  wife, 
Maggie,  pregnant. 

Near  the  end  of  the  play  Maggie 
announces  that  she  is  pregnant 
before  the  entire  family.  Big  Daddy 
announces  that  his  entire  estate 
goes  to  Brick  and  Maggie  then 
makes  his  exit,  (not  to  heaven,  but 
the  other  room) 

Mae,  Gooper's  wife,  accuses 
Maggie  of  lying,  pointing  out  the 
fact  that  although  their  rooms  are 
side  by  side  and  the  walls  are  paper 
thin  she  has  never  once  heard  them 
making  love.  Brick  retorts  that 
Maggie  and  he  are  silent  lovers. 
Gooper  and  Mae  storm  out  of  the 
room  and  the  play  ends  on  a high 
note  as  Maggie  and  Brick  settle 
some  of  their  differences  and 
promise  to  be  more  understanding 
in  the  future. 

The  first  act,  somewhat  boring, 
is  saved  by  Meg  Guse,  portraying 
the  part  of  Maggie,  who  was 
excellant  in  dramatic  moments  of 
high  intensity.  In  the  less  dramatic 
scenes  whe  seemed  to  run  through 
too  quickly  as  though  she  were 
hurrying  to  a more  exciting  part  of 
the  play  where  she  could  scream 
and  pulsate  around  the  stage  like  a 
gyrating  top.  For  the  most  part  she 


seemed  to  understand  the  charac- 
ter assigned  to  her  and  added  great 
depth  to  the  more  touching  scenes. 

Brick,  performed  by  Todd 
Kutches,  enters  the  play  with  his 
leg  in  a cast  and  Todd  uses  the 
crutch  quite  cffictively  as  an 
instrument  to  highlight  his  inner 
emotions. 

He  clenched  it's  handle  tighter 
when  frustrated  and  rested  his 
forehead  on  it  when  faced  with 
futility.  When  it  was  kicked  out 
from  under  him  by  irate  members 
of  his  family,  an  incident  which 
occured  at  least  four  times,  it  was 
as  though  his  soul  were  being 
kicked  from  under  him. 

One  questionable  part  concern- 
ing the  crutch  was  that  when  it  was 
kicked  from  under  him  and  he  fell 
to  the  floor  he  lept  up  too  quickly  as 
though  the  floor  were  on  fire.  His 
reflexes  should  have  more  closely 
resembled  the  sluggish  movements 
of  an  alcoholic. 

One  point  in  Todd  Kutches 
performance  which  marked  that  of 
a professional  actor  was  that  he 
maintained  his  characcter  through- 
out the  play.  Even  during  Big 
Daddy's  65th  birthday  party  he 
stood  in  the  shadows  wearing  his 
habital  haunted  look  while  every- 
one else  was  laughing. 

A winsome  touch  to  this  play  was 
the  children  who  roamed  on  and  off 
the  stage  at  various  intervals.  This 
caused  ripples  of  laughter  as  they 
would  walk  innocently  into  very 
tragic  situations  and  heated 
arguements  which  were  carried  on 
by  the  adults. 

However,  this  same  winsome 
touch  was  also  one  of  the 
descending  points  of  the  play  when 
Maggie  screams,  "I  wish  those 
little  no  neck  monsters  would  shut 
up!"  This  dialogue  was  surrounded 
by  a minute  of  silence  before  and 
after  the  line  was  spoken. 
Obviously  we  should  have  heard 
the  little  monsters  whooping  it  up. 
We  didn't. 

The  second  act  was  the  finest. 
Big  Daddy,  played  by  Alex  Kutcha, 
is  informed  by  Brick  that  he  is 
dying  of  cancer.  The  scene  is  very 
powerful  and  is  acted  for  the  most 
part  by  the  two  lead  characters. 
Brick  and  Big  Daddy.  There  is  a big 
argument  when  Big  Daddy  de- 
mands to  know  why  Brick's  wife, 
Maggie,  has  never  been  pregnant. 

Kutcha  quickly  establishes  his 
character  and  proceeds  to  entertain 
the  audience  with  his  half  tragic, 
half  comic,  personality.  His  death 
was  actually  painful  for  the 
audience,  who  had  become  so 
involved  with  the  play  that  they  felt 
that  an  old  friend  was  passing  from

the  scene. 

Alex  Kutcha,  with  his  portrayal 
of  Big  Daddy  gave  one  of  the  finest 
performances  in  an  evening  of 
superb  acting. 

Gooper.  performed  by  Darren 
Malizia,  was  one  of  the  more  evil 
forces  in  the  play.  Malizia  brought 
forward  the  deviousness  of  Goop- 
er's character  with  admirable 

This  was  Darrel’s  secone 
appearance  on  JJC’s  stage,  his  first 
being  the  humorous  part  of  Thomas 
Diaforus,  in  the  "Imaginary 
Invalid".  Saturday  night,  Darrel 
was  in  opposite  character  with  the 
not  so  humorous  Gooper. 

Betty  Chesser,  playing  the  part 
of  Gooper's  pregnant  wife,  Mae. 
struts  around  as  though  she  were 
General  Patton  directing  the 
"Battle  of  the  Bulge".  Betty 
Chesser's  “bulge”,  which  was 
quite  noticable  to  the  audience, 
must  have  been  bounced,  knocked 
and  punched  around  more  than  a 
football  in  a game  between  the 
Packers  and  the  Bears.  This 
seemed  a rather  unnatural  way  to 
treat  an  unborn  baby,  especially  as 
it  was  their  only  chance  of 
inheriting  Big  Daddy’s  fortune. 


The  most  hilarious  moment  of 
this  tragic  play  was  provided 
unexpectedly  by  the  actors  in  the 
third  act.  After  Mae  accuses 
Maggie  of  lying  about  being 
pregnant  a small  battle  erupts. 

Mae  takes  a vicious  swing  at 
Maggie,  missing  her  by  several 
inches  but  seemingly  caused  a 
tornado-like  wind  which  propelled 
Maggie  back  ten  feet  to  the  bed, 
where  she  then  bounced  to  the 
floor.  (Can  you  imagine  what  would 
have  happened  had  she  actually 
struck  her?) 

Added  to  this  wild  family  is  the 
matriarch  Big  Mama,  portrayed  by 
Katie  Reed.  Katie  has  obvious 
talent  although  it  was  somewhat 
overshadowed  by  the  more  power- 
ful characters  on  the  stage.  She 
reminded  us  somewhat  of  a sly 
Edith  Bunker,  with  a southern 
accent. 

One  character  who  seemed  to  be 
a misfit  in  this  household  was  the 
Reverend  Tooker,  played  by  Errick 
Cameron.  Humorously  enough, 
this  priest  moved  about  a house 
with  people  running  around  half 
naked,  using  language  that  would 


make  Harry  Truman  sound  like 
Bambi.  and  consuming  enough 
alcohol  to  fill  the  Mississippi  River, 
and  then  some. 

One  of  the  misfortunes  of  this 
play  was  the  sound  and  lighting 
effects  which  were  unrealistic  in  a 
somewhat  realistic  play.  The 
out-door  and  in-door  sounds  came 
form  the  same  place  and  there  still 
is  some  question  as  to  whether  the 
children  were  playing  with  their 
coloring  books  on  the  front  lawn  or 
if  Bid  Daddy  and  Gooper  were 
playing  croquet  in  the  children’s 
nursery.  However,  overall,  the  play 
was  successful  and  the  performers 
did  an  excellent  job  of  acting. 

Appearing  briefly  were  Lcs  Slone 
as  Doctor  Baugh.  Lauri  Stolko  as 
Daisy,  Paul  Plese  as  Lacey,  and 
Susan  Fitzpatrick  as  Sookey. 

The  children  were  portrayed  by 
Christopher  Bebar,  Christine  Dost- 
er,  Jeff  Johnson  and  Amy  Zales. 

The  play  was  directed  by 
Rosaline  Stone.  Assistant  director 
was  Paul  Plese  and  Brian  Seng  was 
in  charge  of  set  designing  and 
decoration.

E.  I.  U.  Parks  Aviation  College

"Eastern  Illinois  University 
offers  many  fields  of  study  in  a 
wide  variety  of  areas  for  transfer 
students."  stated  Mrs.  Janet 
Holley.  EIU  representative.  She 
and  several  other  Illinois  college 
representatives  visited  JJC  to 
familiarize  students  with  their 
programs. 

Located  in  Charleston.  Illinois, 
Eastern  was  originally  founded  as  a 
teachers  college.  However,  today  it 
offers  many  non-teaching  related 
courses  in  Business,  Recreation. 
Biology,  Journalism,  Home  Econo- 
mics and  others. 

Current  enrollment  at  Eastern  is 
8000  students.  Transfer  students 
wishing  to  apply  must  have  an 
overall  ,,C”  average  to  be  admitted 
in  good  standing.  Students  with  a 
lower  average  will  be  reviewed 
individually  by  the  Board  of 
Admissions. 

Other  requirements  for  transfer 
students  are  a minimum  of  56 
semester  hours  or  an  Associate 
Degree  from  an  acredited  Junior 
College. 

Fees,  paid  each  semester  total 
S600.  yearly  for  tuition  and  SI, 095, 
yearly  for  room  and  board. 
Financial  aid  is  available  for 
transfer  students,  based  on  their 
need.  This  aid  can  be  in  the  form  of 
student  employment,  loans  or  gifts. 

DePaul

Parks  Aviation  College  of  St. 
Louis  is  misleading  in  a couple  of 
aspects.  First,  the  school  is  actually 
located  in  Cahokia,  Illinois,  just  a 
few  minutes  from  downtown  St. 
Louis.  Secondly,  it  is  more  than  just 
an  aviation  school,  as  a major  in 
Transportation,  Travel  and  Tour- 
ism. which  pertains  to  the 
movement  of  people  and  material, 
is  also  offered. 

Parks  is  a coed  college  but  only 
5%  of  the  enrollment  is  women. 
Aerospace  engineering.  Aircraft 
maintenance.  Airport  business 
administration  and  Flight  training 


are  the  main  degrees  , but  many 
more  are  offered.  The  college  is  on 
a trimester  system  which  costs 
S3750.00  per  year  for  tuition,  room 
and  board.  The  third  semester  is 
optional  in  which  case  two 
semesters  would  cost  $2500.00  The 
school  honors  all  State  and  Federal 
grants  in  addition  to  giving  some 
grants  of  its  own.  The  ROTC 
program,  in  which  the  student  is 
paid  S100.00  a month,  is  offered. 

No  degrees  will  transfer  from 
JUCO  directly  but  the  credits  are 
good.  Credit  transfer  or  other 
information  can  be  gained  by 
contacting  Parks  College  of  St. 
Louis  University,  Chahokia,  Illinois 
62206.

located  on  the  North  side  of 
Chicago  near  Lincoln  Park.  A 
campus  in  the  Loop  contains  their 
reputable  Law  School. 

The  different  colleges  on  campus 
include:  applied  sciences,  music, 
commerce,  education,  law  and 
limited  adult  education  curricula. 
The  total  enrollment  for  1975  is 
about  8,000.  According  to  Harring- 
ton, one  reason  the  school  seems 
small  is  that  there  are  usually  only 
about  3,000  students  present  at  any 
given  time. 

Mr.  Harrington  could  not 
comment  on  the  percentage  of 
students  who  get  jobs  within  six 
months  after  graduation.  However, 
he  did  mention  that  many  of  the 
students  gain  personal  ’ ‘connec- 
tions’’ while  attending  classes  in 
the  city.  Many  are  guaranteed  jobs 


through  these  connections  as  early 
as  their  junior  year. 

"As  long  as  the  various 
departments  have  a comparable 
course,  your  credits  should  transfer 
with  no  difficulty."  said  Harring- 
ton. Unlike  some  of  the  other 
colleges  represented  at  JJC’s 
transfer  day/night,  Harrington 
seemed  anxious  to  talk  with 
perspective  students.  He  not  only 
asked  questions  of  the  students,  all 
questions  asked  of  him  were  fully 
answered.  The  rep.  from  the 
University  of  Illinois,  for  instance, 
acted  as  if  he  could  care  less  about 
JJC  transfer  students.  This 
particular  rep.  would  look  past  you 
until  you  aked  a specific  question  of 
him.  This  type  of  behavior  did  not 
seem  uncommon  of  the  big  state 
supported  schools.

The  University  of  Chicago  is 
strictly  an  educational  institution 
with  a B average  being  required  to 
enroll.  Upon  completion,  graduates 
often  can  find  jobs  through  the 
school,  which  has  a successful  job 
placement  program. 

Housing  at  the  dormatories  is 
required  for  incoming  freshmen, 
but  not  for  transfer  students.  It 
costs  approximately  $5350.00  a 
year  for  a student  to  attend  the 
University  of  Chicago.  Financial 
aid  is  given  to  students  demon- 
strating a need.

As  the  old  saying  goes.  "You  win 
one.  you  lose  one."  On  Tuesday, 
December  3rd  the  JJC  Wolves 
scored  60  points  in  the  second  half 
to  beat  the  Morton  Panthers  in  a 
non-conference  game  92-77.  Just 
two  days  later  they  lost  to  the 
Kankakee  Caveliers  88-66  also  in  a 
non-conference  game. 

Against  Morton  the  Wolves’ 
head  coach,  Bill  Foss,  gave  the 
credit  to  his  defensive  squad  for  the 
60  point  burst  in  the  second  half 
instead  of  his  offense.  Forwards 
Bob  Brown  and  Gary  Rauch  were 
the  leaders  for  the  defense  as  they 
got  9 of  15  steals  between  them. 
They  also  accounted  for  five  of  the 
Wolves'  8 blocked  shots. 

Things  were  different  in  the  first 
half  as  the  Panthers  held  onto  a six 
point  lead  and  the  half  ended  with 
the  sdbre  38-32.  The  big  downfall 
during  the  half  was  the  failure  to 
stop  Morton's  Rich  Stejec.  He  had 
scored  16  points  during  the  first  20 
minutes  of  play.  When  play  began 


in  the  second  half  Stejec  was  held 
scoreless  through  the  first  10 
minutes  of  the  third  quarter  and 
scored  only  two  baskets  for  the 
remaining  half. 

With  Stejec  silenced  the  Wolves 
finally  clipped  down  the  Panther’s 
lead  until  two  key  steals,  one  by 
guard  Rich  Cobourn  and  one  by 
Brown,  highlighted  the  scoring 
surge.  Brown's  steal  made  the 
score  62-57  Joliet  and  Morton 
never  threatened  again. 

Bob  Brown  led  all  scorers  with  22 
points  while  Rauch  added  20.

Joliet  Junior  College  Wrestlers  Successfully  Defend  Title  at  Madison

Joliet  Jr.  College  wrestlers 
successfully  defended  their  champ- 
ionship of  the  Madison  Tech 
Invitational  tournament,  Saturday, 
Dec.  7,  by  outpointing  Bismark, 
North  Dakota  by  three  points. 
Bismark  was  second  last  year  in  the 
finals  of  the  NJCAA  national 
tournament.
